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In the early decades of this century, Armenian architecture was 
at the centre of a lively controversy between the -orientalist- 
theories of Strzygowski and the «Roman occidental- theories 
of Rivoira concerning the origins of medieval architecture. Now 
that the Orient-Rome dilemma has been concluded, there is no 
doubt about the role of «bridge» played by Armenia on account 
of its very geographical position and because of its historical 
vicissitudes. 

Sometimes superficially considered as a suburb of the 
Byzantine world — usually owing to studies pursued with no 
direct, in-loco documentation — Armenian architecture is being 
researched by the Faculty of Architecture of the Milan State 
University with the Centre for the Study and Documentation of 
Armenian Culture and with the cooperation of the Academy of 
Sciences of the Republic of Armenia. 

This series of “Documents" presents, for the first time ever, the 
most outstanding examples of Armenian architecture. The series 
provides an exaustive and mostly hitherto unpublished set of 
photographs along with a complete set of surveys and one or 
more short essays to introduce the historical and critical setting. 
The texts are by professors of the Academy of Sciences of 
Armenia, Italian research workers and scholars from other 
countries. They offer a stimulatingly new example of cultural 
cooperation between scholars of different nationalities.

dei rilievi commentati da uno o piu brevi saggi introduttivi di 
carattere storico-critico e illustrativo. 

I testi sono opera di professori dell'Accademia delle Scienze 
dell'Armenia, di ncercaton italiani e di studiosi di altri paesi, e 
offrono cosi una stimolante e nuova testimonianza di collabo¬ 
razione culturale tra gli studiosi di diverse nazionalita.

The birth of a “haut-lieu” 
Vagharchapat-Echmiadzine: 
Naissance d’un “haut-lieu”

If one could embrace it from above, as do the birds in flight, and slowly descend in 
order to identify man’s intervention here and there, this kind of mental film would point out one 
essential fact: a dense texture of wounds and dramatic geological lacerations in which a few 
buildings are tenaciously anchored like stone crystals, at times perfectly recognisable, at times 
concealed as if they were growths belonging to nature herself. Thus one would have the 
enchanted vision of he who discovers rare and precious shells, left there in privileged times by 
a huge wave which might have covered a troubled shore and, in retiring, had left them there, 
full of surprise (...), but forever uprooted from their natural habitat and emptied of their own 
life".

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At the cross-over point between an environment and a system of values, the U haut-lieu " arises 
from the association between a site and a symbol. It is a place that allows abstract values to 
materialise. These can be religious, national or revolutionary. This is the case of Rome or 
Lourdes for Catholics, Mecca for Muslims, Reims, Verdun or the Bastille for the French, and 
Benares for the Hindus. 

In this sense, the “haut-lieu " is owned by a community. It contributes both to the identity of the 
group and to its territorial circumscription: the “ haut-lieu", being an anthropological place full of 
meaning to its inhabitants and also intelligible to those who observe it, constitutes this territory. 
And in the same way as Mecca structures the territoriality of Muslims, Vagharshapat-Edjmiadzin 
has structured the territoriality of the Armenians. For the association of the site and the symbol 
- that of the birth place of Armenian Christianity - has been lasting, if not always stable, over 
the past 1700 years.

The Holy Alliance between God and the Hebrews along with its corollary the Promised Land 
(Canaan) - a land to be conquered and subdued - is known to be a central theme in the 
Scriptures. To the Hebrews, just as there is only one God. there is only one centre in Israel, 
land of oblation and obligation Jerusalem and its Temple. 

This “ spiritual centrality has structured Israel and has served to maintain the myth of a territorial 
origin, despite the destruction of the Temple and the Exodus, throughout the trials and the centuries. 
That same myth was claimed in the twentieth century by both political and spiritual Zionists. 

Now that the Armenian Church is preparing itself for the celebration of the 1700th anniversary 
of the adoption of Christianity by the Armenian State, and that the Armenian Church is asserting 
and even claiming the central spirituality of Edjmiatzin with the approval of the government of 
the Republic of Armenia, one can ask oneself whether the Armenians, like other peoples (the 
Founding Fathers, the American pioneers or the Swiss 2 ), haven’t drawn their territorial 
approach, their territorial representation, from the Old Testament and from the Judaeo-Christian 
tradition. In other words, can the Old Testament triptych - one God, one People, one Land - 
apply to history and more specifically to the territorial history of the Armenians? 

Of course there is no Alliance between God and the Armenians, and Armenia is not a Promised 
Land. But Armenia is inscribed in the religious geography of the Ancient Middle East. It is in 
Armenia, or in its vicinity, that Paradise is traditionally located, and the former seminarist from 
Georgia, Stalin, was certain that his readers would understand the allusion he was making 
when, in 1918, he ironically denounced the hypocritical interest that the Great Western Powers 
were showing for “ Turkish Armenia (...), that corner of Paradise" 3 . Armenia also plays a crucial 
role in the dramatic episode of the Flood. Indeed, Armenia is where the Mesopotamian and 
biblical accounts situate the resting place of the Ark. According to Genesis (VIII, 4), it is on 
Mount Ararat that the survivors disembark. This is where humanity, through Noah and his sons 
- Sem, Cham and Japhet - takes a new start. 4 

In their myth of origins, the Armenians have made Hayk‘, descendant of Japhet, into their 
eponymous ancestor, and Armenia - "Hayastan” in Armenian - into the “home” that Hayk' 
established in a place indicated by the Revelation.

Dans leur mythe des origines. les Armeniens ont fait de Haik, descendant 
de Japhet, leur ancbtre bponyme et de I'Armenie - "Haiastan”, en arm£- 
nien - la “demeure" que Haik a etablie dans un espace marque par la 
R6v6lation. 
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When Moses of Chorene decided to write his “History of Armenia”, his project was that of a true 
historian. 

"Indeed, although we are but a small nation, limited in number, restrained in strength, and often 
subjected to a foreign kingship, it so happens that many heroic acts have been accomplished 
in our country, that are worthy of being recounted in writing, but that none of these princes have 
judged necessary to be recorded in books. ” 5 

By using pagan mythology and theogony, combining royal archives with the work by both Greek 
and oriental historians and philosophers, and separating legends from historically proven 
events, by comparing pre-Christian and Christian sources, and juggling with genealogies and 
etymologies, Moses of Chorene, a Christian author, has researched and underlined the 
empathy between Armenian history and the Scriptures. 

But his Armenia is not a gift from God to a pre-destined people. His history is that of a country 
which was taken over by a human community - the descendants of Hayk' -, that of the places 
they discovered, defined and named. 

Moses of Chorene’s treatment of "this invisible and changing, developing and mysterious link 
between these places and this comunity ", 6 that is to say of the link between a territory and a 
nation, strengthened by the Christian baptism of Armenia, has lead him to be considered to this 
day as the founder of Armenian national ideology.

genealogies et les etymologies, Moise de Khorene, auteur Chretien, a 
recherche et soulignb les concordances entre I'histoire de I’Armenie et l'£- 
criture. 

Mais I'Armenie de Moise de Khorene n est pas un don de Dieu £ un peu¬ 
ple predestine. Son histoire est celle d'un pays qu'une coltectivite humai- 
ne - celle des descendants de Haik - s'est appropri6e. de Heux qu elle a 
decouverts, definis et denommes. 

Et c'est parce que Moise de Khorene a traite de "ce lien mvisibie et chan- 
gcant. Pvolutif et mystdneux entre ces heux et cette collectivity"', c'est-a- 
dire le lien, renforce par le bapteme chretien de I'Armenie. entre un tem- 
toire et une nation, qu'il peut etre considere jusqu'£ nos jours comme le 
fondateur de I'ideologte nationale armenienne 




Le territoire de I’Armenie est soumis a un prodigieux imaginaire spatial, un 
imaginaire qui a surtout port6 sur la montagne et sur les terres hautes. 
Constitute a 80% de montagnes rocailleuses, I'Armenie dans ses frontie- 
res actuelles (29.700 km-),est un karastan ["pays de pierres”). Ltagee de 
400 a 4.000 metres, "trouee “ par le Lac Sevan, I'Armenie est une juxta¬ 
position de plateaux basaltique, de chaines fracturtes, de volcans eteints 
et de plaines d’effondrement. A la severite du milieu physique ou les sites 
habitables sont exigues s'ajoute la rudesse d'un climat semi-aride aux 
contrastes marques entre les hivers rigoureux et des etes secs et chauds. 
En ete I’ocre des plateaux desstches, les gris, les bleus et les mauves des 
montagnes, en hiver les etendues neigeuses, la splendeur du Mont Ararat 
- le Massis des legendes armeniennes - montagne sacree et interdite car 
situee en Turquie. mais dont la double cime domine Erevan, ont une 
beaute austere et obsedante. 

La province d'Ayrarat est une piaine d'effondrement, comblee de sedi¬ 
ments lacustres. parcourue par I'Araxe et ses affluents et etalee t 800 
metres d’altitude entre les deux grants, le mont Ararat (5.156 m) et le 
mont Aragatz (4.095 m). Province centrale de la Grande Armenie, elle en 
a ete le coeur historique. Centre politique, economique et religieux. c'est 
la que sont apparues les villes et les capitales des princes et des rois 
d’Amtenie - Artachat, Armavir, Yervandachat, Vagharchapat, Dvin, Kars, 
Ani - et, aujourd'hui, Erevan. 

Le paysage qui met en relation une realite objective avec un point de vue 
subjectif occupe une place particuliere dans I'identite armenienne. II exi- 
ste un lien ttes fort entre le paysage armenien et le sentiment national 
armenien'. Depuis les debuts de la renaissance cutturelle du XlXeme sie- 
cle, les ecrivains, les poetes, les peintres et plus recemment des cinea- 
stes aussi difterents que S. Paradjanov (Sayat' Nova), A. Pelechian ( Les 
Saisons) ou Atom Egoyan ( Calendar ) ont decrit, represente ou exalte les 
paysages de I’Armenie - pays fagonneur d’une humanite forte, laborieuse 
et resistante - et ont fonde des valeurs communautaires dans I’ordre de 
la nature. 


The Armenian territory inspires a formidable spatial image, a spatial image that is concerned 
mainly with mountains and high land. Rocky mountains constitute nearly 80% of the land 
enclosed within the present border (29,700 km 2 ), and Armenia is therefore a k'arastan (“land of 
stones"). Layered in-between altitudes ranging from 400 to 4,000 metres, “perforated” by Lake 
Sevan. Armenia is a compendium of basaltic plateaux, fractured ranges, extinct volcanoes and 
depression plains. The toughness of a physical environment in which the inhabitable sites are 
few is added to by the roughness of a semi-arid climate with marked contrasts between cold 
winters and summers that are hot and dry. In summertime, the ochres of the dry plateaux, the 
greys, blues and mauves of the mountains, and in wintertime the snow-covered expanses, the 
splendour of Mount Ararat possess an austere and obsessing beauty, though this Massis of 
Armenian legends, who’s twin peaks tower over Yerevan, is both holy and forbidden since it lies 
in Turkey. 

Ayrarat province is a depression plain, filled with lacustrine sediments, through which the river 
Arax and its tributaries flow, and it spreads out at an altitude of 800 meters between the two 
giants, Mount Ararat (5,156 m) and Mount Aragatz (4,095 m). As the central province of Greater 
Armenia, Ararat province has been her historical heart. As a political, religious and economic 
centre, it is there that the towns and capitals of the princes and kings of Armenia appeared - 
Artashat, Armavir, Yervandashat, Vagharshapat, Dvin, Kars, Ani - and, today, Yerevan. 

The landscape which links an objective reality and a subjective point of view takes up a special 
place within the Armenian identity. A very strong bond exists between the Armenian landscape 
and Armenian national feeling . Ever since the beginning of the cultural revival of the XIX century, 
writers, poets, painters and more recently film directors as varied as S. Paradjanov {Sayat' 
Nova), A. Pelechian (The Seasons) or Atom Egoyan ( Calendar) have described, represented or 
praised Armenia’s landscapes - a country that has forged a strong, hard-working and resistant 
population - and have rooted community values in nature's order.

Vagharshapat, once the royal residence, was enlarged and embellished at the beginning of the 
II century by Vagharsh I, and was named after him. He made the town his capital which became 
the theatre of dramatic and wonderful events that led to the adoption of Christianity by Armenia 
at the start of the IV century. 8 

In the foundation myth of the Holy See of Vagharshapat, the legend of St. Gregory the 
Illuminator is closely linked to the story of king Tiridates {T(e)rdat) III. The king, who had been 
turned into a boar as a punishment for his crimes and his persecution of the 37 virgins -

Hrip'sime, Gayane and their 35 companions - was miraculously healed by accepting the 
Christian faith through the teachings of St. Gregory, who was himself exhumed from the well 
(Khor Virap) where he had been rotting for fifteen years. From that moment on. king Tiridates 
and St. Gregory, who was ordained patriarch of Armenia at Cesary, became driven by a truly 
fanatical anti-pagan spirit, and they joined forces in order to overthrow the idols (Vahag(e)n. 
Anahit, Astghik etc...), destroy their temples and, at times violently, impose on Armenia the 
Christian faith and the cultural revolution it implies. 

Among the deeds of St. Gregory (the discovery of the relics of St. Hrip'sime and St. Gayane) 
and in his famous Vision (Theophany, ciborium, flaming column, ‘‘scintillating beings with two 
wings"), magnificently retold by Agat'angeghos, one can find the whole iconographical and 
monumental program for Vagharshapat, 9 the place which was thereafter to be marked as 
“different" by its choice as a spiritual centre. Several “builders", princes, bishops or believers 
have expressed the extraordinary nature of the place through religious buildings, but also 
through their choice of shapes and materials. At Vagharshapat, where the constructed space 
offers a testimony of infinite time, the “Cathedral" or “dome-covered church”, the martyria of 
Hrip'sime, Gayane and Shoghakat' have all contributed to the “ cosmic rooting of the place”' . 
The founding event has constantly been reactivated through new buildings - destroyed and 
rebuilt - even when the Catholicos followed the geographical displacements of the Armenian 
political power over nearly one millennium, and transferred the Holy See (MayrAt'or) in turn to 
Dvin, Aght'amar, Argina, Ani, T'avbluor, Sev-Ler, Karmir Vank', Tzovk', Hromkte, to Sis and 
finally back to Vagharshapat in 1441."

“Edjmiatzin the Theophany, the land, the place, the history have all guided the choice of the 
name, for in the life of a place, language plays a crucial role. Whether it be of an established 
history, a legend or a memory, the telling and repetition of the story are necessary in order to 
give the place the semblance (or the reality?) of a soul. Gathered in shreds, piously retold and 
embellished, any tale concerning the place has at its disposal a huge range extending from the 
true to the marvellous. 

At Vagharshapat-Edjmiadzin, the name of the place has been maintained, transmitted and 
exchanged. Vagharshapat, born of the political will of a sovereign - Vagharsh I -, has taken on 
the name of the sanctuary, Edjmiatzin. Nevertheless, we must call back to mind what we know 
of human intervention as regards the name-changes. 

The VII century “Cathedral" is supposed first to have been called Shoghakat' (“Flow of light"), a 
name that fully expresses the powerful symbolism of the place. The word Edjmiatzin on the 
other hand, at least up until the XIII century when the monastery seems to have been 
abandoned, was perceived as a Theophany ‘‘and not as a name designating a church, although 
it was inevitable for the event to be located”.' 3 It is T'ovma Metzopetzi, inspirer of the move of 
the seat of the Catholicos to Vagharshapat in 1441, who is credited with having given the name 
of Edjmiatzin to the “Cathedral" (Mayr Tadchar). The name was later extended to all of the 
sacred space which Christian and Muslim travellers have nevertheless continued to call “ Three 
Churches ”. 14 

From the XV to the XX century, Vagharshapat and Edjmiatzin, with its enclosure, are separated 
by a stretch of terrain deprived of buildings. It was a sort of fair-ground where merchants 
regularly gathered, Pehlevans’ performed, pilgrims camped, attracted to the venerable relics 
collected by the catholicos: St. Gregory’s right hand, a piece of the True Cross, the tip of the 
Lance (G(h)eghard). 

From the XVII century onwards, Vagharshapat benefitted from the growth of the neighbouring 
town of Yerevan, whose administrative, political and economical functions increased, first under 
the authority of the Shahs of Persia, then under the Czars of Russia, before becoming the 
capital of the Armenian Republic 18 in 1918. 

In the XVII century, the growth of Edjmiatzin originated from the vigorous and continued action 
of several great pontiffs’ 7 who imposed the spiritual pre-eminence of MayrAt'or. They fought the 
abuses of the ecclesiastical institutions, reorganised the syllabi, set up a printing press, gave an 
impulse to the renovation of patriarchal and monastic buildings and even started up some new 
construction sites. At the secret Edjmiatzin council (1677), the Catholicos Hagop IV and the 
Armenian meliks from Sissakan planned to request the help of the Pope and of the European 
sovereigns in order to free Armenia from the rule of the Persian and Ottoman empires. As a 
“Church-Nation"'*, the Edjmiatzin Church had just given Armenia’s aspirations to independence

their first political expression. In the XVIII century, Russian expansion towards the Caspian and 
Black seas encouraged the insurrection of the meliks in Gharabagh. But it took another century 
for eastern Armenia (the khanates of Yerevan and Nakhidjevan) to be annexed but not liberated 
by the Russian Empire (1821). Within this framework, the Pologeny (Regulation) of 1836 provided 
the Armenian Church with a legal status, placed it under the administrative and political control 
of the Russian State and conferred on the Czar the right to nominate the Cathoiicos, to be 
chosen from two candidates put forward through a bureaucratic procedure. 

The ambitious movement of reform of the Armenian apostolic church, launched in 1869 by the 
Cathoiicos Gevorg IV (1866-1882) 19 , resulted in the creation of a theological Academy and in 
the inauguration of the great Edjmiatzin Seminary ( Gevorgian Dchemaran, 1874). It also resulted 
in a program of modern buildings (the new seminary, the convent buildings, the museum, 
library, press, hostel) whose classical architecture is softened by an oriental flavour. The 
financial backing of this construction program was ensured by the rich Armenian bourgeoisie of 
Tiflis (the "mokalake") and of Baku. 

The Edjmiatzin Seminary was at that point the only institution for higher education in Armenia. 
This intellectual breeding ground, which came to produce most of the Armenian intelligentsia, 
grew progressively suspect in the eyes of the Russian authorities. Encouraged by the governor 
general Golitsin, the interior minister Plehve decided (June 1903) to have all the Armenian 
clergy's belongings confiscated, which was but the latest of measures designed to suffocate 
Armenian culture. 20 

Processions of supplicants made up from Armenian priests, peasants, workers, merchants and 
intellectuals made their way to Edjmiatzin, and other such processions appear spontaneously

in other cities. These processions turned into hostile demonstrations against the czarist 
government and ended up in violent clashes with the forces of law and order. These events 
prepared for the appearance of the Armenian revolutionaries, the hinchaks, the dashnaks and 
the social democrats. The spreading of the violence to Transcaucasia during the 1905 
Revolution will lead to the disastrous “armeno-tartar war". 21 

The national consciousness of the Armenians from the Caucasus asserted itself in defending 
the Armenian Church - guardian of the faith and protector of national unity - against the 
interference of the Russian State. It was further consolidated in the struggle against autocracy 
and against the Tartars. 

Advised by the viceroy of the Caucasus. Vorontsov-Dashkov, on the necessity to win back the 
Armenian community’s loyalty through certain concessions. Nicholas II returned their 
belongings to the armenian clergy on 1st August 1905, and authorised the re-opening of 
armenian schools. Processions and church masses in the Czar’s honour were expressions of 
gratitude that show the strength of tradition in the still mostly rural armenian society. By giving 
back the Church its cultural power, which was vowed for by the radical, secular intelligentsia 
formed in russian and european universities, the autocracy tried to strengthen the conservative 
forces of that society. 

The stretch of railroad from Tiflis to Erevan, a ramification of the line from Baku to Bat’um. was 
finished in 1906. It brought the Ayrarat country out of its isolation, reactivated local economy 
and attracted a greater number of pilgrims to Edjmiatzin. At the gates of Erevan, Vagharshapat 
benefitted from this vitality. The urban texture of this large settlement of wine-growers, 
horticultors and craftsmen slowly grew, filling the “empty" spaces surrounding the Edjmiadzin 
sanctuaries. Next to the modest houses, several attractive taller masonry buildings appeared, 
bearing oriental architectural elements: wrought windows and balconies, wooden grids with 
polyhedral joints. Thus, before 1914, Edjmiatzin acted as an attracting force for the benefit of 
Vagharshapat. 

Between 1914 and 1945, the Armenian Church went through a series of exceptional trials. 
Decapitated and even "martyred" within the Ottoman Empire during the 1915 genocide, it had to 
deal with the aftermath of the Russian, Turkish and Persian revolutions which set fire, from 1914 
to 1921, to the whole region between the Black and Caspian seas. These conflicts upset the fate 
of the populations - be they Christian or Muslim, set the peoples and social classes against one 
another, provoked ferocious ethnic cleansing and put streams of refugees on the move. It will be 
up to the Catholicos Gevorg V Surenian (1912-1930) to face these oppressing trials. 

Right from the winter of 1914-1915, Vagharshapat became, and remained for many years, a 
refugee camp for Armenians who brought with them famine, epidemics and despair. But they 
also brought, at the cost of huge sacrifices, liturgical objects and manuscripts (themselves 
considered to be liturgical objects), that had been saved from the flames and destruction of 
armenian churches and monasteries of the Ottoman Empire. 

This is the case of the two pious peasant women who had come by foot from Taron, bowed 
down by the weight of the world’s largest manuscript, the Dchar(d)ntir (Homeliary) from the 
monastery of the Holy Apostles (Arak'elots Vank') 22 

The convergence of men and women on the haven that Vagharshapat-Edjmiatzin had become, 
along with the accumulation of "treasures" there, strengthened the site’s high symbolic value, 
which was drawn from the very sources of the religious and political history of the Armenians. 
For in the midst of the chaos and the horrors of war, the Holy See of Edjmiatzin was involved 
with each stage of the formation of the first independent Republic of Armenia (1918-1920). after 
the Armenian State had been eclipsed for six centuries. 

The sovietisation of Armenia (1920). the drawing of new borders (1921), the Federation of 
Transcaucasia (1922) sealed the failure to achieve an " independent and unified Armenia” 2 *. The 
Holy See of Edjmiadzin, who had freed itself from the rule of the Russian state thanks to the 
separation of the Church from the State (1917), suffered the onslaught of the Bolsheviks (the 
nationalisation of churches, schools, museums and of the Edjmiatzin library and printing press, 
the ban on religious education of youths, the closure of the Seminary etc...). "* Echmiatzin was 
subsequently confronted in 1924 by the schism of the Free Church (Azat Yekeghetsi) and by the 
violent anti-religious campaigns of the atheists and the "God-less" 25 who succeded one another 
continuously in the 20’s and 30's. 

The Catholicos Gevorg V wittnessed, powerless, the occupation of Edjmiatzin’s churches used 
as army barracks and administrative buildings, having observed the pillage, closure or 
destruction of Armenia’s churches, the persecution and deportation of priests absorbed into the 
kulaks. By the time of his death in 1930, he fully deserved the adjective V(e)shtali (Afflicted) with

Le Saint Siege d'Etchmladzine qui 
s'etait libere de la tutelle de I'Etat russe grace a la separation de I'Eglise 
et de I’Etat (1917), subit I'assaut frontal des bolcheviks (nationalisation des 
eglises. des 6coles. des musees. de la bibliotheque et de I'imprimerie 
d'Etchmiadzine. interdiction de finstruction religieuse aux mineurs. ferrne 
lure du Seminaire etc .) ’. avant d’etre confronte en 1924 au scheme de 
I'Eglise Libre (Azaf Yekeghetsi) et aux violentes campagnes antireligieuses 
des militants athees et des ‘sans Dieu" qui se succedent sans r6pit 
durant les annees ’20 et les annees '30.

Pourtant, le pire restait a venir 
sous le pontificat de son successeur, Khoren I Muratbekian (1932-1938), 
probablement assassin^ dans la nuit du 5 au 6 Avril 1938 par des agents 
du N.K.V.D. A la veille de la guene, I’Eglise armenienne avait presque tota- 
tement cesse d'exister en Union Sovtetique. 

La politique d'union nationale entre les autorites civiles et religieuses 
face a I'agression allemande de Juin 1941 va mettre un terme aux per¬ 
secutions stalimennes. Elle va permettre a I’Eglise armenienne. & 
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I'exemple de I'eglise orthodoxe. de se reconstituer. Le locum tenens et 
futur cathoiicos, I'archeveque K6vork Tchorekdjian . met intelligemment 
a profit les nouvelles dispositions de Moscou pour obtenir des conces¬ 
sions et une entrevue avec Staline (Avril 1945). Elies vont de la libera¬ 
tion des pretres deportes (2 survivants sur une liste de 283 prOsentee 
a Bdria )•■ a la r6ouverture du s6minaire. de la bibliotheque et de I'im- 
primerie d’Etchmiadzine, a la restitution de quelques eglises. a la publi¬ 
cation d'un periodique ,a la reunion d'un concile Selection du nou¬ 
veau cathoiicos a Erevan ’ ( Juin 1945). Les voies du Seigneur etant 
impenetrates, des le 13 fevrier 1945, par decision du Comite Central 
du P.C. d'Armenie, la ville de Vagharchapat prenait le nom 
d’Etchmiadzine". De Kevork VI (1945-1954) a Vasken ler (1955-1994), 
on a assists a la lente, mais sure, restauration de I’institution ecclesia- 
stique en Armenie. L'election de Karekine ler. ex-catholicos de Cilicie, 
a ouvert en 1995 une nouvelle periode. Elle autorise I’esperance d’une 
renaissance spirituelle. 

Dans les annees ’20 et dans les annees '30 .les debats qui opposent les 
architectes sovtetiques a Moscou et a Leningrad, sont suivis attentive- 
ment en Armenie. “Constructivistes" a la recherche d'un langage archi¬ 
tectural socialiste, “urbanistes” et “dtesurbanistes" partisans d’un amena- 
gement du territoire et de la “reconstruction du mode de vie" doivent fina- 
lement ceder en 1937 devant le triomphe de la planification et du rea- 
lisme socialiste 6rige en “methode fondamentale" de I'architecture sovi6- 
tique*'. 

En Armenie, I'architecture est dominOe par une figure exceptionnelle : 
celle d’Alexandre T'amanian (1878-1936). Jusqu'a son installation en 
Armenie independante, en 1919, la carriere de T'amanian s’est deroulee 
en Russie. Nomrrte architecte en chef de la Republique et conservateur 
des ruines d’Ani. il projette de reconstruire les villes et les villages deva- 
stees durant la guerre conformement au style de I’architecture medievale 
armenienne hissee au niveau “ d'iconographie" nationale. Encourage par 
le Ministre de la Culture. Nikol Aghbalian, qui a cree une Direction des 
Antiquites, il est, avec T. T'oramanian et A. K'alant'ar. I'un des promoteurs 
de la notion de patrimoine armenien". En 1923, charge de nouvelles 
responsabilit6s, il revient en Armenie qu’il a quitt6e apr6s la sovtetisation. 
On peut voir, dans son premier projet de restructuration de Erevan (1924), 
les principes directeurs - centralite et axes radiaux - que I'on retrouvera 
dans les plans d’urbanisation qu’il propose entre 1925 et 1934 pour 
Leninakan, Vagharchapat, Step'anakert, Kamo, Hrazdan etc... et qui 
seront tous refuses'*’ I 

Vagharchapat, a la fois ville historique et sanctuaire, a fait I'objet de divers 
projets a I’epoque sovietique. Fascines par I’heritage archeologique, les 
architectes-urbanistes des annees ‘20 ou '30 ont voulu creer un “paysa- 
ge visuel” en combinant 6glises, batiments civils et montagnes. Le plan de 
T'amanian (1925) qui integre I’espace religieux a I'espace civil grace a un 
systeme de rues rayonnantes et curvilignes a partir d'une grande place 
centrale proche de la Cathedrale montre qu’il a medit6 sur les projets de 
“ville ideate" des architectes de la Renaissance italienne. Ce plan tient 
compte de I'environnement spatial de Vagharchapat. des conditions tec- 
toniques et geologiques propres a I’Armenie, de la revolution socialiste et 
de ses consequences sur la qualite de la vie. Grace au jeu des axes rou- 
tiers et des voies reliant les eglises, des espaces construits et des espaces 
arbores de la hauteur et du volume des immeubles, les deux geants qui 
dominent le pays, I'Ararat et I'Aragatz, s’incorporent au paysage urbain. 

Le plan de S. Manoukian adopte en 1939 est un plan en damier. Dans la 
hierarchisation de I’espace la symbolique communists I’emporte sur la 
symbolique chrdtienne. Mais I’avenue triomphale, bordee de jardins et de 
promenades qui s’elance depuis la place centrale, s’ouvre sur le Mont 
Ararat^. 

C’est apres la mort de Staline (5 mars 1953), sous Khrouchtchov et sous 
Brejnev, que I’Armenie. malgre des dotations naturelles mediocres, s’est 
couverte d’usines, s’est urbanisee et s'est modernisee. Mais ce develop- 
pement s'est fait, dans un systeme de planification centralise, au prix de 
I'interdependance des republiques transcaucasiennes et de leur "penphe- 
risation” par rapport au centre moscovite. Au cours des annees 50 et 60, 
Etchmiadzine s'industrialise au rythme de la croissance tentaculaire de 
Erevan - 27.000 habitants en 1914, 1.200.000 en 1988, soit un tiers de 
la population de I’Armenie - dont elle constitue desormais une banlieue. A 
cote des premieres industries alimentaires fondees sur les richesses agri¬ 
coles d'une region productrice de vignes, de fruits et de legumes, appa- 
raissent des industries chimiques, des Industries mecaniques', une usine 
de composants dlectroniques, des instituts de recherches. des centres 
administratifs, des §tablissements d’enseignement. Les plans d’urbani- 
sme de 1958 et de 1970 integrent les consequences de ce dynamisme 
urbain ( construction d'usines et de quarters d’habitation ). introduisent 
des elements d’"esthetisation" (places, pares et memoriaux communistes) 


which he preceded his signature. Nonetheless, the worst was yet to come under the pontificate 
of his successor, Khoren I Muradbekian (1932-1938), who was probably murdered on the night 
of the 5th to the 6th of April 1938, by N.K.V.D. agents. On the eve of the war, the Armenian 
Church had practically ceased to exist in the Soviet Union., 

The policy of a national unification between civil and religious authorities against German 
aggression in June 1941 put a stop to stalinian persecution. It allowed the Armenian Church, 
following the example of the Orthodox Church, to re-form itself. The locum tenens and future 
Cathoiicos, archbishop Gevorg Tshorekgian, made intelligent use of the new dispositions from 
Moscow in order to obtain concessions and an interview with Stalin (April 1945). These 
concessions ranged from the freeing of deported priests (2 survivors in a list of 283 that had 
been submitted to Beria), 26 to the re-opening of the seminary, the library and the printing press 
in Edjmiatzin, to the restitution of certain churches, the publication of a periodical 27 and the 
meeting of an election council in order to choose the new Cathoiicos in Erevan 28 (June 1945). 
The ways of the Lord being impenetrable, on 13th February 1945, by decision of the Central 
Committee of the Armenian Communist Party, the town of Vagharshapat took on the name of 
Edjmiatzin 29 . From Gevorg VI (1945-1954) to Vasken I (1955-1994), there had been a slow but 
inexorable restoration of the ecclesiastical institution in Armenia. The election of Garegin I, 
former Cathoiicos of the great House of Cilicia, inaugurated a new period in 1995. It offered the 
hope for a spiritual revival. 


During the 1920's and 30's, the debates opposing soviet architects in Moscow were closely 
followed in Armenia. "Constructivists" in search of a socialist architectural language, "urban 
planners" and their opposing faction who favoured territorial development and the 
"reconstruction of living habits" all had to give way, in 1937, to the triumph of socialist planning 
and realism, which was upheld to be the "fundamental theory" of Soviet architecture 30 . 

In Armenia, architecture was dominated by an exceptional figure: that of Alexander T'amanian 
(1878-1936). Up until he settled down in independent Armenia in 1919, T'amanian's career had 
developed in Russia. After being named chief architect of the Republic and conservationist of 
the Ani ruins, he planned to rebuild the towns and villages that had been devastated in the war. 
in keeping with the style of medieval armenian architecture, which had been raised to the level 
of a national "iconography". Following the encouragement of the Minister of Culture, Nikol 
Aghbalian, who had created a Superintendance for Antiques, T’amanian, along with T. 
T'oramanian and A. K'alant'ar, became one of the promoters of the notion of an armenian 
heritage 31 . In 1923, bearing new responsibilities, he returned to Armenia after having left during 
sovietisation. His first plan for the renovation of Erevan (1924) clearly shows the guiding 
principles - centrality and radial axes - which will be found in the urban plans submitted by him 
between 1925 and 1934 for the towns of Leninakan, Vagharshapat, Step'anakert, Kamo, 
Hrazdan etc..., which will all be turned down 32 ! 

Vagharshapat, as both historical town and sanctuary, had been the object of various projects 
in the soviet period. Fascinated by its archaeological heritage, architects and town-planners of 
the 20's and 30's strove to create a "visual landscape" by combining churches, civil buildings 
and mountains. T'amanian's plan (1925), which integrated both religious and civil spaces 
through a system of radiating and curved streets originating from a large central square close 
to the cathedral, shows how he had pondered over the "ideal city" of the italian Renaissance 
architects. This plan takes into account the spatial environment of Vagharshapat, Armenia's 
particular tectonic and geological conditions, the socialist revolution and its effects on the 
quality of life. Thanks to the combination of road axes and streets connecting the various 
churches, of built space and areas that have been planted with trees of a similar height and 
volume to the buildings themselves, the two giants that dominate the country, Ararat and 
Aragatz, are incorporated into the urban landscape. 

S. Manoukian's plan, adopted in 1939, is an orthogonal grid. As far as the hierarchy of the 
various spaces is concerned, the communist symbolism overrides the Christian one, but the 
triumphant avenue that runs from the central square, lined with gardens and promenades, 
opens onto Mount Ararat 33 . 

Despite mediocre natural resources, after Stalin's death (March 5th 1953), under Khrushtchov 
and Brezhnev, Armenia went through increasing industrial and urban modernisation. The price 
to pay for this development was the increasing mutual dependence of the transcaucasian 
republics, and their growing “peripheral" nature with respect to the moscovite centre. During 
the 50's and 60's, Edjmiatzin became industrialised at the growth-rate of the tentacular city of 
Erevan - 27,000 inhabitants in 1914, 1,200,000 in 1988, (a third of Armenia's population) - and 
was turned into one of its suburbs. Along-side the first food-factories, founded on the region's

agricultural wealth of vineyards, fruit and vegetables, other industries now appeared: chemical 
plants 34 , mechanical plants, an electronic components factory, research institutions, 
administrative and education centres. The urban plans of 1958 and 1970 integrate the 
consequences of this urban growth (factories and residential neighbourhoods), introduce 
"beautifying’ elements (squares, parks and communist memorials) and rationalise the 
development of the road system linking Edjmiatzin with Erevan. Ashtarak, Hoktemberian, 
Markar&, Massis. Due to the rural exodus, the population grew steadily. In 1987, at the end of 
the soviet period, Edjmiatzin, with its 53,000 inhabitants, was one of the fastest-growing 
towns 35 . A few kilometres away, in spite of the ecological and seismic risks, the cooling-towers 
of the Metzamor nuclear power station 36 rose up as emblems of the modern world. 

Today, it is very difficult for those who visit Edjmiatzin to reconcile the imaginary view of the 
place with the reality of the site. The road to Erevan is lined with lorries that sell petrol-cans; it 
is bordered with low, self-built houses covered with tar roofs or undulated plastic, sprouting 
television aerials, surrounded by a garden and a closed fence, often bearing a rusty iron gate. 
The contradictory effects of the economic crisis, of the general shortage, of the needs of 
capitalism and tourism, have turned some of these houses into oriental fast-food restaurants, 
and have created tiny shops that sell flowers, fruit, alcohol and cigarettes. Vast individual 
houses in a "californian-armenian" style, finished or still under construction, stand dominating 
over the features of the background landscape. They bear witness to the existence and the 
ostentatious taste of a class of "new rich" that have appeared since 1991. 

Entering Edjmiatzin, the road becomes a "Holy Way". It passes alongside the Hrip'sim6 church, 
moves away slightly from Shoghakat' ard leads to a walled space which surrounds the 
sanctuary, Mayr Tadchar. One has to look a bit further for the GayanS church. In this town built 
on a plain, without privileged viewing points, the churches, buried in the urban texture, must be 
discovered one by one. Massive housing blocks, 4 or 5 stories high, and heavy administrative 
buildings have turned this spontaneous horizontal town into a banal soviet city (concrete 
dominates tuff, but hasn’t completely cancelled rural space ) from which Mount Ararat is no 
longer visible.

Aujourd'hui, grande est la difficulte pour ceux qui se rendent a 
Etchmiadzine de concilier I'imaginaire du lieu avec la realite du site. La 
route de Erevan a Etchmiadzine est jalonnee de camions de vente d’es- 
sence en jerncanes; elle est bordee de maisons basses n6es de bricola- 
ges domestisques, coiffees de toits goudronnes ou en plastique onduie, 
herissees d’antennes de television, entourees d'un jardin et d'une palis- 
sade close, souvent, par un portail de fer rouilie. Les effets contradictors 
de la crise 6conomique, de la penurie generate, des besoins de la capita¬ 
te et de ceux du tourisme ont metamorphose certaines d’entre elles en 
fast-food oriental, ont fait surgir de minuscules echoppes de fleurs. de 
fruits, d'alcool et de cigarettes. Dominant les eminences de I'amere pays, 
des maisons indtviduelles. achevees ou en chantier, sont de vastes con¬ 
structions congues dans un style “armeno-califormen". Elles attestent 
I'existence et le gout ostentatoire d’une dasse de "nouveaux riches’ 
apparue depuis 1991. 

Penetrant dans Etchmiadzine. la route se transforms en "Voie Sacr6e’. 
Elle longe l'6glise de Hrip’sime. s'ecarte un peu de Choghagat pour con¬ 
duce jusqu'e I'espace ceinture de murailles ou s’eteve le sanctuaire. Mayr 
Dadjar. II faut rechercher un peu plus loin I'eglise de Gayane. Dans cette 
ville de plame, depourvue de point de vue. tes eglises enchessSes dans 
la texture urbalne doivent se d6couvrir une a une. Des immeubles mas¬ 
sifs, hauts de A a 5 etages, de lourds batiments admlnistratifs ont meta¬ 
morphose la ville horizontale au developpement spontane en une ville 
sovietique banale ou le beton. qui I'emporte sur le tuf. n’a pas fait dispa¬ 
rage totalement les espaces de ruralite. mais d’ou le Mont Ararat est 
d6sormais invisible. 


Today, more than half of all Armenians live outside the Armenian Republic's border, which itself 
only contains a small portion of historic Armenia. As a transcaucasian republic, it is no longer the 
territory of origin for the Armenians of the great diaspora who come mainly from the Ottoman 
Empire and Iran 5 '. Nevertheless, the Republic of Armenia - whether independent or sovietic - has 
played and still plays the role of "Mother Country", a necessary element of reference for a 
perennial diaspora 38 . This, in spite of having been a "forbidden homeland" under Stalin, just as 
"Turkish Armenia" had been in the kemalst period. “Armenia", without any geographical or 
political specification, sacred and borderless, " utopian and unknown fatherland" 39 , has 
functioned as a myth up until the restoration of independence (September 1991). 

Ever since the obstacles have ceased to be political and are now merely materialistic - the cost 
and strain of a long and exhausting journey - the Armenians of the diaspora, coming out of 
exile, strangers to themselves, come to rejoin their country of origin for the duration of that 
journey. Lying somewhere between ordinary tourism and pilgrimage, this "return" - even if there 
never has been a first time - is more a quest for identity than a quest for roots. 


Plus de la moitte des Armeniens vit aujourd'hui hors des front ieres de la

Republique transcaucasienne. elle n'est pas le terri- 
toire d'ongtne des Arnrteniens de la grande diaspora, issus en majorite de 
I'Empire Ottoman et de I'Iran 2 . Cependant, la republique d'Armenie - 
independante ou sovietique - a joue et joue encore le rote de “Mere 
Patne". cet element de reference necessaire a la perennite d une diaspo¬ 
ra*. blen qu'eile ait 6te une “patrie interdite" a l epoque stalimenne, tout 
comme etait interdite I '“Armenie turque" A l'6poque k6maliste. 
L’"Aimenie". sans aucune precision g6ographique ou politique, territoire 

sacralise et sans frontteres, “ patrie utopique et inconnue ., a fonctionne 

comme un mythe jusqu'e la restauration de I’ind6pendance (septembre 
1991). 

Depuis que tes obstacles ont cesse d'etre politiques pour n'etre plus que 
materials - cout et fatigue d’un voyage long et eprouvant - les Armeniens 
de la diaspora, issus de I'exil, etrangers a eux-memes, viennent rejoindre 
le temps d’un voyage, le pays de leurs orlgines. Entre le tourtsme ordinai¬ 
re et le peierinage, ce “retour’ - meme si il n’y a (amais eu de premiere fois 
- est moms une qudte de racines qu'une quete d'identite. 


The growing influx of the faithful and the pilgrims, of tourists and Temple merchants or 
"souvenir" vendors, of autoctonous or "diasporised" Armenians, underlines the symbolic nature 
of the place. In the plain, below the safeguarding power of Mount Ararat, lies Edjmiatzin, 
monumental and patrimonial complex, Holy See and spiritual guide, museum and place of 
remembrance. The representation of the true or the mythical history of the Armenians is 
perpetually re-activated there, and Edjmiatzin is today a “ haut-lieu ". 

While the rites and the liturgy are being carried out in Mayr Tadchar, the dense, moving, noisy 
crowd, fervent or indifferent, takes possession of the hallowed space. Thus confirming by its 
presence the existence of a mutual and lasting relationship between man and this place. But 
this invading and familiar presence leaves little space for emotion, imagination, individual space 
and divine reception. 

In order to rediscover within what is visible the presence of the invisible, in order to rediscover 
within “the constructed domain...the radiation of the spirit"...,* 0 it is necessary to retrace one's 
footsteps back to the church of St. Hrip'sim6 and meditate on its perfection. 

A church "made of spirit and not of stone (...), whilst the Armenians, dispersed, disfigured, 
sprinkled over foreign lands have lost their authenticity, have put on masks and rags...", 
St. Hrip'sim6 “remained standing, not as a testimony or a memory, but as an interior dimension 
and a weight without which there can be neither existence nor lasting".*' 


L'afflux croissant a Etchmiadzine de fideles et de p6tenns. de tounstes et 
de marchands du Temple ou de “souvenirs", d'etrangers et d'Armeniens. 
autochtones ou "diasporises’. atteste la fonction symboiique du lieu. 
Dans la plaine. sous la puissance tutelage du mont Ararat. Etchmiadzine. 
a la fois ensemble monumental et patrimonial. Saint-Stege et direction spi- 
rituelle, musee et lieu de memoire ou la representation de I'histoire vraie 
ou mythique des Armeniens est perpetuellement reactiv6e, est 
aujourd'hui, un “haut-lieu". 

Tandis que s'accomplissent. dans Mayr Dadjar, les rites et la liturgie, la 
foule dense, mouvante. bruyante, fervente ou indiff6rente, prend posses¬ 
sion de I'espace consacre. Elle confirme par sa presence I'existence 
d'une relation mutuelle et durable entre des hommes et ce lieu. Mats cette 
presence, envahissante et familiere. laisse peu de place A l'6motion, A I’i- 
maginaire, a I’espace individuel. et a la reception du divin. 

Pour retrouver dans le visible, la presence de I'invisible, pour retrouver 
dans ‘le domaine b&ti... le rayonnement de I'esprit" 1 , il faut revenir sur 
ses pas jusqu'a Sainte Hripsime et mediter sur sa perfection. 

Eglise “ laite d'espnt et non de pterre (...) alors que les Armeniens disper¬ 
ses, dAfigures, Amiettes dans des lieux etrangers ont perdu leur authenti¬ 
city, se sont cowed de masques et de guenilles...". Sainte Hrip'sime, “est 
restee debout, non pas tdmom et souvenir, mats dimension int&ieure et 
poids sans lequel, il n'est ni existence, ni durbe "'. 
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Vagharshapat: 

An historical-architectural analysis of the Holy City 
Vagharshapat: 

Analisi storico-architettonica della Citta Santa

Vagharshapat si trova oggi nella Repubblica d’Armenia. tra Erevan e 
Metzamor, nella regione detta Ayrarat, a circa 15 km dal confine con la 
Turchia, definito dal fiume Arak's. 

La regione e ricca di reperti archeologici risalenti alia fine del paleolitico, 
come anche al mesolitico ed al neolitico. Tra i monumenti piu importanti 
vanno annoverati il canale costruito da Rusa II (sovrano del regno 
Ararateo-Urarteo di Van dal 685 al 645 a.C.) ed i resti dell'abitato di 
Vardgesavan, fondato da Vardges tra il 570 ed il 540 a.C. e ingrandito 
successivamente da Tigran II (95-55 a.C.). 

A partire dal 1945, in seguito ad un atto governativo, il nome 
Vagahrshapat era stato sostituito con il nome della Chiesa Madre: 
Edjmiatzin. Attualmente la citta ha assunto il nome antico: Vagharshapat. 
L’origine del nome e dovuta a Vagharsh I Arshakuni che, riconosciuto da 
Roma, regno sull'Armenia dal 117 al 136 a.C. Egli ingrandi il borgo pree- 
sistente e lo circondd con mura di difesa: tra gli edifici da lui costruiti. va 
ricordato il Palazzo Reale. 

Durante la guerra romano-partica. negli anni 163-166 d.C., Sohaemus, 
eletto re della Grande Armenia, aveva dichiarato Vagharshapat capitate 
del suo regno col nome di Kainepolis. 

Da un'iscrizione latina si ha notizia che davanti alle mura della capitate 
sostarono per un anno due legioni romane: la XII Fulminata e la XV 
Apollinaris; altre due iscrizioni latine rivelano che i genieri delle legioni 
intrapresero lavori di rinforzo delle mura. 

Da alcuni reperti architettonici rinvenuti risulta inoltre che i Romani aveva- 
no costruito a Vagharshapat un tempio pseudodipteio, probabilmente in 
stile ionico, simile a quello di Garni. 

Alle soglie della conversione dell'Armenia al Crislianesimo. sul finire del III 
secolo d.C., Vagharshapat era gia una citta architettonicamente ben defi- 
nlta, dotata di un castello e di una cinta di mura intervaltata da tom e 
porte, munita di fossi e controfossi allagabili con le acque del fiume 
K'asagh ed era un importante centra di interessi politici, religiosi, legisati- 
vi ed amministrativi. 

In quel periodo I'Armenia si trovava in una posizione favorevole nella lotta 
per la conquista della propria indipendenza. Infatti, grazie all’adozione uffi- 
ciale del cristianesimo, awenuta nel 301, ed alia successiva nascita della 
Chiesa Nazionale, T(e)rdat III riuscl a sottrarre ai principi pagani I’autorita 
che essi avevano sui territorl armeni e ad essere incoronato Re della 
Grande Armenia con I’appoggio dell’imperatore Diocleziano. 


Vagharshapat is now situated in the Republic of Armenia, between Erevan and Metzamor in the 
region known as Ayrarat, roughly 15 kms from the turkish border as defined by the river Arax. 

The Region is a trove of archeological remains that go back to the end of the palaeolithic, as well as 
to the mesolithic and neolithic eras. Amongst the most important monuments must be counted the 
canal built by Rusa II (sovreign of the Araratian-Urartian kingdom of Van between 685 and 645 B.C.) 
and the remains of the township of Vardgesavan, founded by Vardges between 570 and 540 B.C. 
and further enlarged by Tigran II (95-55 B.C.). 

Following a Governmental decree in 1945, the name Vagharshapat was substituted with that of the 
mother Church: Edjmiatzin. However, the city now goes by its ancient name: Vagharshapat. 

The origin of the name stems from Vagharsh I Arshakuni, who was recognised by roman authority 
and who ruled over Armenia from 136 to 117 B.C. He enlarged the pre-existant village and 
surrounded it with fortified walls, Amongst the buildings that he had constructed the royal palace is 
worthy of note. 

During the Armenian-parthian war, over the years 163-166 A.D., Soaemus, who was elected King 
of Great Armenia, declared Vagharshapat the capital of his kingdom under the name Kainepolis. 
From a latin inscription one gathers that two roman legions, the XII Fulminata and the XV Apollinaris, 
remained stationed for one year in front of the walls of the capital. Another two inscriptions in latin 
reveal that the engineers of the legions undertook work on the re-inforcement of the walls. 

From some architectural remains one discovers that the romans also built a pseudo-dipteral temple 
in Vagharshapat. Probably in the ionic style similar to that of the roman temple at Garni. 

On the eve of the armenian conversion to Christianity, towards the end of the III 0 century A.D., Vagharshapat 
was already a well defined city architecturally. It was endowed with a castle and a surrounding wall with 
towers and gateways, and was fortified by moats and fosses that were floodable with water from the river 
K’asagh. It was an important political, religious, legislative and administrative centre. 

During that period Armenia was in a strong position in its battle to win its own independence. 
Thanks to the official adoption of Christianity in 301 A.D. and to the successive birth of the National 
Church, T(e)rdat III managed to subtract from the pagan princes the authority that they had over the 
armenian territories. He was then crowned king of Great Armenia with the support of emperor 
Dioclesian. 
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Numerous political and religious upheavals brought about a continuous alternation of different 
capitals: from Vagharshapat to Artashat and, later on, to Dvin. 

The adhesion of the armenian people to Christianity was marred by fierce struggles against the 
pagans. These battles often took place in the city of Vagharshapat as in the case of the martyrdom 
of the virgin saints Gayane and Hrip'sime from minor Armenia. As a consequence of Christianity 
becoming a national religion, Vagharshapat became a Christian city, developing and defining some 
of the aspects of its structure that were to characterise it for centuries. The foundation of the church 
of St. Edjmiatzin 1° (fig. 5) dates back to 301-303 A.D. It later became the mother church, 
substituting the one previously built by St. Gregory at Ashtishat. 

The most ancient historical testimony relating to the foundation of the church goes back to 460 and 
is given to us in the form of a vision attributed, by the historian Agat'angeghos, to Saint Gregory the 
Illuminator, founder of the Armenian Apostolic Church. 

It was said in the vision: "And I saw in the middle of the city, near the royal palace, a circular base 
of gold, as great as a hill, and on it an exceedingly tall column of fire, and on top of that a capital of 
cloud, and on top of that again a cross of light”. We re-find the cosmogonic image of the Sky-Earth 
pair in the vision, united with the bright column which bears the cross, the sacred symbol and 
element of mediation between “ transcendam reality and man " (Mircea Eliade). 

Agat'angeghos specifies that after the building of the patriarchal church and the martyrdom of the 
virgin saints, St. Gregory and King T(e)rdat III "with (...) all the people (...) went to the place where 
the fiery column with the golden base had been revealed, and there they honorably enclosed the 
spot with a high wall and secured it with doors and bolts. There they set up the sign of the saving 
cross, that everyone might come to that spot in order to bow the knee and worship God, the 
almighty creator The sacred place indicated in the vision is the city of Vagharshapat, the light that 
shone from the column is the sign of divine sovreignty; to surround the sacred place with a wall 
signifies raising it to the level of a holy city. 

Agat'angeghos later says: “On the dome of the central nucleus of the church I saw the higher city, 
place of gathering of the community of the heavenly kingdom". The parallelism used underlines the 
analogy between heavenly city and terrestrial city, which should have been, according to this 
concept, an instrument for social and moral order. 

The positioning of the sacred place, of the temple and of the idol, reveals a certain coherence and 


I numerosi rivolgimenti pollllci e religiosi determinarono il continuo alter- 
narsi di diverse capitali: oltre a Vagharshapat, Artashat e. in seguito. Dvin. 
L'adesione del popolo armeno alia religione cristiana fu segnata da cruen- 
te lotte contro i pagani; queste totte ebbero spesso come leatro la citta di 
Vagharshapat. come awenne per il martirio delle sante vergmi Gayane e 
Hrip'sime, venute dairArmenia Minore. Come conseguenza detl'assunzio- 
ne del cristianesimo a religione nazionale.

La piu antica testimonianza storica relativa alia fondazione della chiesa 
risale al 460 e cl e data, in forma di visione attribuita dallo storico 
Agat'angeghos a S. Gregorio llluminatore, fondatore della Chiesa 
Apostolica Armena. Nella visione e detto: “E vidi al centro della citt&, pres- 
so il Palazzo Reale. un piedistallo circolare d'oro. largo come un grande 
pianoro. donde si efevava un'immensa cotonna di fuoco. con una nube 
per capitello. sormoniaia da una croce fiammante". Nella visione ritrovia- 
mo I'immagme cosmogonica delta coppia Cieto-Terra, umta daiia cotonna 
lummosa port ante la croce. simboto del sacro ed elemento di mediazione 
tra la “ realta trascendente e I'uomo’ (Mircea Eliade). Agat'angeghos pre- 
cisa che, dopo la costruzione della chiesa patriarcale e dei martyria delle 
sante vergini, S. Gregorio e il re T(e)rdat III ‘uniti con tutto il popolo. cir- 
condarono il luogn indicate dalla cnlonna di fuoco dalla base d'oro con 
alte mura munite di porte con serrature ed elevarono all'intemo dl questo 
recinto una croce, attinchS chiunque vi entrasse potesse adorare Dio''. II 
luogo sacro indicato dalla visione d la citta di Vagharshapat, la luce emes- 
sa dalla cotonna 6 il segno della sovranita divina: circondare dl mura il 
luogo sacro signified elevarlo al rango di citta santa. 

Agat'angeghos in seguito dice: “ Sulla cupola del nucleo centrale della 
chiesa vidi la citta di lassu, luogo di assembramento della comumtA del 
regno celeste". II parallelismo usato mette in evidenza I'anatogia tra citta 
celeste e citta terrena, che doveva essere. in questa concezwne. stru- 
mento d’ordine sociale e morale. 

L'ubicazione del luogo sacro. del tempio e dell'idoto. nveta una certa coe- 
renza e continuita nella scelta dei luoghi sacri nel passaggio dal penodo 
pagano alia successive consacrazione al culto cristiano.

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continuity in the choice of sacred places in the landscape from the pagan period to the successive 
consacration to the Christian cult. 

In Armenia such continuity expressed itself on a typological, and sometimes even stylistic level (one 
thinks of the classically inspired crepidoma of the foundations of the Cathedral of St. Edjmiatzin and 
of the church of St. Hrip’sime, fig. 1,46) showing a direct relationship between the structure of the 
pagan temple and that of the building of the Christian faith of the post-apostolic and palaeochristian 
periods. 

In this connection the discovery of a "urartian” memorial stone in the eastern wall of the Cathedral 
of St. Edjmiatzin, near to the main apse, which came to light at the level of the foundations during 
the archeological digs that were begun in the church in 1955 is of great importance. 

The memorial stone, sculpted to a particular shape with an arched ridge, is a kind of 
commemoration monument that was widespread on the armenian plateau. 

The missionary activity conducted by St. Gregory the Illuminator, supported politically and militarily 
by King T(e)rdat III and by the feudal princes, had a decisive role in the transformational process and 
in the conversion to the Christian faith. This missionary activity was developed both in pagan circles 
and in those areas of Armenia where there already existed a pre-gregorian Christianity and, as related 
through armenian historiography, was programmed during a reunion convened by T(e)rdat III in 
Vagharshapat. At the meeting the kings of the Lazis, of the Iberi, of the Albani (Caucasians) and 
sixteen armenian princes intervened. As a result of the decisions taken, the king and his numerous 
escort, guided by St. Gregory, began the demolition of the pagan temples and the confiscation of 
sacerdotal properties. The mission started in Artashat, extended to T’ordan, T'il, Erez, Bagayaridch 
and, towards the South, as far as Ashtishat, to arrive later at Bagaran and conclude in Vagharshapat. 
In this city, in the presence of the princes and "the people" the temple dedicated to the god 
Sandarament (Ade, Hades) was demolished, and in the same spot in which the pagan temple stood, 
the primitive church of St. Edjmiatzin I rose up (fig. 5). 


In Armenia tale continuity si e espressa sul piano tipologico, talvolta anche 
stilistico (si pensi al crepidoma classicheggiante delle fondazioni della 
Cattedrale di S. Edjmiatzin e della chiesa di S. Hrip'sim6. fig. 1, 46) 
mostrando un rapporto. anche diretto, tra la struttura del tempio pagano 
e quella dell'edificio di culto cnstiano del periodo post-apostolico e paleo- 
cristiano. 

A questo riguardo 6 di grande importanza il ritrovamento di un cippo urar¬ 
teo nel muro Est della Cattedrale di S. Edjmiatzin, vicino all'abside princi- 
pale, rinvenuto a livello delle fondazioni durante gli scavi archeologici ini- 
ziati nella chiesa nel 1955. II cippo. scolpito in forma particoiare con som- 
mita arcuata, e un tipo di monumento commemorativo diffuso anche nel- 
I’altopiano armeno. 

L'azione missionaria condotta da S. Gregorio llluminatore. appoggiata 
politicamente e militarmente dal re T(6)rdat III e dai principi feudatari, ebbe 
un ruolo decisivo nel processo di trasformazione e assunzione del credo 
cristiano. Tale azione missionaria si e svolta sia in ambito pagano sia in 
quelle zone dell'Armenia dove esisteva un cristianesimo pregregoriano e. 
come riferisce la storiografia armena, fu programmata durante una riunio- 
ne a Vagharshapat convocata da T(e)rdat III. Alla riunione intervennero i re 
dei Lazi, degli Iberi, degli Albani (Caucasici) e sedici principi armeni. A 
seguito delle decisioni prese. il re e la sua numerosa scorta, guidati da 
S. Gregorio, iniziarono l’azione di demolizione dei templi pagani e la con- 
fisca dei beni sacerdotali. La missione ebbe inizio ad Artashat, si estese 
fino a T'ordan, T'il, Erez, Bagayaridch e, verso Sud, fino ad Ashtishat. per 
poi arrivare a Bagaran e concludersi a Vagharshapat. In questa citta, alia 
presenza dei principi e "di grande popolo” fu demolito il tempio dedicato 
al dio Sandarament (Ade. Hades) e. nel medesimo luogo in cui sorgeva il 
tempio pagano. fu elevata la primitiva chiesa di S. Edjmiatzin I (fig. 5). 
Grazie alle cronache dello storico P'avstos Buzand (V secolo), ci e noto 
che Edjmiatzin I fu in un prime tempo chiamata la "Grande Chiesa”. in 
quanto il titolo di "Chiesa Madre”, cio6 di luogo di culto principale. spet-

tava all’edfficio costruito ad Ashtishat dopo la demolizione dei tre tenpli 
dedicati ad Aramazd. Anahit e Vahag(e)n. Prima della conversione ufficia- 
le del Paese, infatti, il cristianesimo pregregoriano aveva il suo centre a 
M(e)zurk-Ashtishat, e fu in questa citta che S. Gregorio, eletto vescovo da 
Leonzio a Cesarea di Cappadocia, venne nominate Catholicos sul “seg- 
gio apostolico di S. Taddeo I'apostolo". 

Solo verso la fine del IV secolo la chiesa di Vagharshapat comincio ad 
essere chiamata “Chiesa Madre”. appellativo che mantiene ancora oggi. 
Nell’ambito di un’analisi della cultura armena tesa a dimostrare una con¬ 
tinuity tra forme architettoniche pagane e cristiane, va presa in considera- 
zione I’analogia che, a mio awiso, sussiste tra Edjmiatzin I e il tempio di 
Alt’in-Tepe (fig. 3). Quest’ultimo e stato edificato nel VII sec. a.C., durante 
il regno Ararateo di Van, ad Est di Erizd, nella provincia di Eghegiats, dove 
sorgevano alcune delle citta sacre d’Amnenia. 

In questi due organismi il quadrato assume primaria importanza compo- 
sitiva. II nucleo centrale del tempio di Alt’in-Tepe 6 composto da una torre 
a sezione quadrata con nicchie rettangolari incassate in ciascuna parete; 
nel caso di Edjmiatzin, il nucleo centrale dell'edificio ha la forma di un bal 
dacchino cupolato a base quadrata. In entrambi i casi il vano che circon- 
da il nucleo e un deambulatorio concentrico, aperto verso lo spazio inter- 
no e chiuso da muri compatti e lineari verso I'estemo (fig. 4, 5). 

La fondamentale novita dell’edificio di Edjmiatzin e rappresentata dal 'a- 
dozione della cupola su pianta quadrata. soluzione nota ma diversamen- 
te realizzata nei tchahar-t'agh o templi del fuoco sasanidi. Le braccia, che 
si prolungano dal nucleo centrale in quattro direzioni formando una croce 
inscritta nel perimetro quadrato dell’edificio, sono coperte con volte a 
botte. Gli esempi di volta a botte risalenti al periodo Ararateo di Van, 
“magistralmente tagliata in roccia, che esiste ancora oggi in una grande 
stanza tombale di Van Kalesi" (Fernanda De Maffei) ci portano a pensare 
a una “evoluzione locale " di questa volta armena.

Thanks to the chronicles of the historian P’avstos Buzand (V century), we know that Edjmiatzin I was 
initially called the “Great Church”, for the title “Mother Church” referring to the most important place 
of worship was reserved for the building constructed at Ashtishat after the demolition of the three 
temples dedicated to Aramazd, Anahit, and Vahag(e)n. Before the official conversion of the country, 
pre-gregorian Christianity had its centre in M(e)zurk-Ashtishat, and it was in this city that St. Gregory, 
elected bishop from Leonzio to Cesarea of Cappadocia, was nominated Catholicos on the 
“apostolic see of. St. Thaddeus the apostle". 

It was only towards the end of the IV century that the Church of Vagharshapat began to be called 
the “Mother Church”, appellative that it still maintains today. 

Within an analysis of armenian culture intending to demonstrate a continuity between pagan and 
Christian architectural form, one has to take into consideration the analogy which, in my opinion, 
exists between Edjmiatzin I and the temple of Alt’in-Tep6 (fig. 3). The latter was built in the VII century 
B.C. during the Ararat Kingdom of Van, to the East of Eriz&, in the province of Eghegiats, where 
some of the sacred cities of Armenia arose. 

In these two organisms the square dominates in compositional importance. The central nucleus of 
the temple of Alt’in-Tepe is composed of a square based tower with rectangular niches set into each 
wall; in the case of Edjmiatzin the central nucleus of the building takes the shape of a square-based 
domed canopy. In both cases the space around the nucleus is a concentric deambulatory, open 
towards the internal space and closed by compact, linear walls towards the outside (fig. 4, 5). 

The fundamental novelty of the building in Edjmiatzin is represented by the use of the square planned 
dome. This is a well known solution but is carried out differently in the tchahar-t’agh or sasanid fire 
temples. The wings, which spread out from the central nucleus in four directions form a cross 
inscribed in the square perimeter of the building, are covered with barrel vaults. The examples of 
barrel vaults which go back to the Araratean period of Van, “masterfully carved from stone, which 
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still exist in a large tomb chamber in Van Kalesi” (Fernanda De Maffei) make us think of a “local 
evolution” of this armenian vault (fig. 24). What is more, the solution of the inset niches that was used 
in the tower of Alt'in-Tepe may be considered, as M. Riemschneider affirms, an antecedent of the 
quadrilobed form of many armenian paleochristian churches, amongst which is Edjmiatzin II (fig. 17), 
built by Vahan Mamikonian in 484 on the ruins of the church of Edjmiatzin I. The thesis of Alexander 
Sahinian, according to which Edjmiatzin I was a basilica, though inacceptable in my view in as much 
as that it has not been confirmed by archeological digs, is hypothetically supported by other scholars 
loo, such as, Paolo Cuneo, Francesco Gandolfo and by the historian Marie Louise Chaumont. 
During the IV and V centuries, Vagharshapat was one of the paleochristian centres where research 
and experimentation on architectural models, which “ distinguish themselves for their characteristics 
in the complicated panorama of the earliest Christian religious buildings ” (Fernanda De Maffei) was 
most active, so much so as to lend the city the role of “intellectual" capital of Armenia. With the 
intent of better illustrating this role, let us turn to the vision of Agat’angeghos, who after describing 
the first luminous column that rose up from the centre of the city, goes on to say: "And I looked up 
and saw three other bases: one in the place where saint Gayane was martyred with her two 
companions, and one in the place where saint Hrip'sime was martyred with her thirty-two 
companions, and one in the place of the wine-press. (...) And on top of three columns were crosses 
of light in the likeness of the Lord's cross. (...) And from the four columns, above the crosses, 
marvelous vaults fitted into each other. And above this I saw a canopy of cloud, wonderfully and 
divinely constructed in the form of a dome. Under the canopy but above the vaults I saw these 
thirty-seven holy martyrs (...) At the summit of this edifice I saw a wonderful and divine throne of fire 
with the Lord's cross above it”. 

Considering the reciprocal position of the four churches (Edjmiatzin, Hrip’sime, Gayane and 
Shoghakat’ of the paleochristian period), one has a precise image of the sacred space at 
Vagharshapat, which is identical to the one that was revealed in the vision. 

From historical sources we have ascertained that in order to defend and define the consecrated 
land, the Cathedral of Edjmiatzin was surrounded by walls. On this sacred land, were constructed 
successive buildings amongst which the seat of Catholicos, later called “Sureniats Anapat", and the 
hospice. 

As a result of a decision ot the second cojncil of Vagharshapat, Aramaic and yreek language 
schools were founded and in 406, after the invention of the armenian alphabet attributed to the saint 
Mesrop Mashtots, the school in armenian language. Vagharshapat was elected as the seat of the 
Catholicos of the Armenian Church taking on the importance of a spiritual and cultural centre. 
During this period, with regard to the urban fabric, the position of the principle centres of collective 
life are already defined, as is the lay out of the fundamental road axes (towards Arudch, Bagaran, 
Dvin). 

The great activity of construction of buildings for the Christian faith in Vagharshapat is witnessed also 
by the rediscovery of two churches with apsed halls which came about during the archeological 
digs: one situated in a free plot of land not far from the Church of St. Shoghakat’ (fig. 90) and the 
other to the east of St. Hrip’sime under the walls of the enclosure (fig. 85). The two small churches 
bring us back to the following image of the vision: “ And I saw a numberless multitude of fiery altars, 
and a column on each altar, and a cross on each column”. This image could be linked to the crosses 
which, according to the hagiography, St. Gregory raised in the places in which the pagan temples 
or idols stood, which he himself had demolished. 

Towards the end of the IV century, Shapur II invaded the country with the intention of fighting 
Christianity in Armenia and of spreading “zurvinism”, a religion that belonged to the sasanid royal 
court. The cities of Van. Nakhidjevan. Dvin and Vagharshapat were sacked. Shapur II destroyed the 
Cathedral of Edjmiatzin converting it into an adrushan fire temple. The pirareus of the temple, which 
was brought back to light during the archeological digs, was englobed into the bema under the 
principal altar; a second pirareus was found on the walls of the city; and still others at Dvin, Artashat 
and other centres. 

From the end ot the IV century, Armenia was involved in the religious pagan-christian wars which 
culminated in the temporary division of the country. 

There was a constant reappraisal of the national importance assumed by the Holy See of Edjmiatzin 
and of the city itself; the Church being the only warrantor of a national identity. The history of the 
demolitions, of the reconstructions and of the restorations of the Mother Church therefore became 
partially identifiable with the history of the armenian people. 

In 484 Vahan Mamikonian restored and/or rebuilt numerous churches, in the case of Edjmiatzin 
lateral he redrew the ground-plan: a tetraconchoid with apses protruding from the lateral walls 
and. at the vertex of the central square: four free-standing, cross-shaped pillars bearing the dome 
(fig. 17). The wings, barrel vaulted, form an inscribed cross, the apses end in semi-calottes and, 
at the church’s centre, above the arches that join the pillars, the round based barrelvault is

Neil'mtento di 
meglio illustrare un simile ruolo, torniamo alia visione di Agat'angeghos. 
che dopo aver descritto la prima colonna luminosa elevarsi dal centra 
della citta, prosegue: "Vidi altri Ire piedistalli. uno sul luogo dove era stata 
martirizzata la santa Gayane con le sue due compagne. I’aJtro dove venne 
martirizzata la santa Hrip'sime con le sue trentatre compagne. n terzo 
presso H frantcuo (...); sopra di essi si alzavano cotonne lummose e croci. 
E suite croci di queste cotonne si riunirono degli arch/ meravigliosi. E sopra 
agli archi vidi un edificio con la cupola a padiglione formato da nuvole; 
sotto il padiglione, sopra gli archi, vidi le trentasette martiri (...), sulla parte 
superiore dell'edificio, vidi il trono divino. interamente di fuoco, sul quale si 
alzava la croce del Signore " . 

Considerando la posizione reciproca delle quattro chiese (Edjmiatzin. 
Hrip'sime, Gayarte e Shoghakat' del periodo pateocristiano). si ha una 
immagine precise delta spazio sacra a Vagharshapat, identica a queiia 
rivelata dalla visione. 

Dalle fonti storiche 6 acquisito che per difendere e definite il terreno con- 
sacrato, la Cattedrale di Edjmiatzin venne circondata da mura. Su questo 
terreno sacra, vennero realizzate ulteriori costruzioni tra le quali la sede del 
Catholicos, chiamata successivamente “ Sureniats Anapat " e I’ospizio. 

Per decisione del secondo ConcHio di Vagharshapat. furono fondato 
scuole di lingua aramaica e greca e. nel 406. dopo I’invenzione deli'aHa- 
beto armeno attnbuita ai santo letterato Mesrop Mashtots, la scuola di 
gua armena. Vagharshapat fu eletta sede del Catholicos della Chiesa 
Armeno assummondo I'importanza di contro spirituals e cultural© In que¬ 
sto periodo, per quanto attiene al tessuto urbano, sono gia definite le ubi- 
cazioni dei centri principal! della vita associata. e la disposizione dei fon- 
damentali assi viari (verso Arudch. Bagaran, Dvin). 

La grande attivita di costruzione di edifici di culto cristiano a 
Vagharshapat. e testimoniata anche dal nnvenimento di due chiese a sala 
absidata awenuto durante gi scavi archeologici: una dislocata in un ter¬ 
reno libera non lontano dalla chiesa di S. Shoghakat' (fig. 90) e I'altra a Est 
di S. Hrip’siiTte sotto le mura del recinto (fig. 85). Le due piccole chiese ci 
riportano alia seguente immagine della visione: “(...) e vidi un numero 
immenso di altari di fuoco e. accanto ad ogni altare, una colonna sor- 
montata da una croce". Questa immagine potrebbe essere ricollegata 
anche alle croci che, secondo I’agiografia. S. Gregorio elevo nei luoghi in 
cm sorgevano templi o idoli pagani. che lui stesso fece demolire. 

Verso la fine del IV secoto. Shapur II intenzionato a combattere il enstia- 
nesimo anche in Armenia e a diffondere to zurvanismo. religtone che fu 
propria della code reale sasanide. invase il Paese. Vennero saccheggiate 
le citta di Van, Nakhidjevan, Dvin e Vagharshapat. Shapur II distrusse la 
Cattedrale di Edjmiatzin convertendola in un tempio del fuoco ( adrushan). 
II pireo del tempio, che venne riportato alia luce durante gli scavi archeo¬ 
logici. era inglobato nel bema sotto I'allare maggiore; un secondo pireo fu 
rmvenuto suite mura della citta; altri ancora a Dvin. ad Artashat e in altri 
centri. 

A partire dalla fine del IV secoto, I'Armenia fu coinvolta neile guerre reli¬ 
giose pagano-enstiane che culminarono con la spartizione temporanea 
del Paese. Venne sempre piu rivalutata I'lmportanza nazionale assunta 
dalla Santa Sede di Edjmiatzin e dalla cittd; essendo la Chiesa I'unico 
qarante di un’identity nazionale. la storia delle demolizioni, delle ricostru- 
zioni e dei restaurl della Chiesa Madre divenne. in parte, identificabile con 
la storia del popolo armeno. 

Nel 484 Vahan Mamikonian fece restaurare e\o ncostruire nunerase chie¬ 
se. fra le quali Edjmiatzin. di cut ridisegno la planimetria: un tetraconco con 
absidi sporgenti dalle pareti d'ambito e. al centra del vano quadrato. quat¬ 
tro pilastri cruciformi llberi portanti la cupola (fig. 17). I bracci. coperti a 
botte. formano una croce inscritta, le absidi terminano a semicalotta e, al 
centra della chiesa, sopra gli archi di raccordo dei pilastri. il tambura a 
base circolare 6 raccordato alia base quadrata tramite pennacchi d'ango- 
lo e coperto in alto da una cupola in pietra cuspidata all'esterno 
La struttura scelta da Vahan Mamikonian, nede sue linee pnncipali. 6 nma- 
sta invariata fino ad oggi. 

Dopo la formazione della Santa Sede di Edjmiatzin a Vagharshapat. nel- 







connected to the square base by corner pendentives and covered by a stone dome, with spires 
on the outside. 

The structure chosen by Vahan Mamikonian has remained unchanged essentially until today. 

After the formation of the Holy See of Edjmiatzin in Vagarshapat, in 618 A.D., the Catholicos Komitas 
I Aghnetsi, known as the “builder", constructed the Church of S. Hrip'sime on the spot of the 
martyrion of the virgin (fig. 46). The building is rigorously structured on the basis of the orthogonal 
and diagonal axes. The internal spaces are characterised by the focus towards the dome at the 
centre of the organism. The plan of the buiding is assimilable to a tetraconchoid inscribed in a 
rectangle. Along the diagonal axes can be found, in perfect symmetry, four three quarters of a 
cylinder niches from which one can gain access to the four square rooms, called avandatun, 
disposed each on two floors, which complete the articulated internal space and render it compact 
and linear on the outside. From the North-eastern room one gains access to the martyr's crypt 
situated under the altar. The internal space of St. Hrip’sime, defined by a sequence of curved 
surfaces, by semi-cylinders and semi-calottes, is crowned at the centre by the dome supported by 
a sixteen sided tambour. The contact point between the square plan and the polygonal section of 
the tambour, underlined at the base by a projecting cornice, is accomplished by means of eight 
small conical squinches (fig. 49). The cylindrical niches positioned diagonally, are covered by semi¬ 
calottes which " connect themselves to the conical squinches above by means of lined surfaces of 
a complex spatial geometry, similar to those that are to be found for example at Dzoradir, Garnahovit 
and Artzvaber” (Paolo Cuneo). The dome is embellished by twelve ribs that radiate from the summit, 
sculpted directly on the ashlars of the vault of vulcanic tufa, grouped up three by three to form the 
symbol of the flowering cross, giver of life; at the base of this “cross" there is a carved frieze with a 
concentric ring motive, symbol of fertility (fig. 49). The flowering cross, later, will be a recurrent 
symbol on all of the khatchk'ar. 

The system of niches, apses and small chapels also works as a structure that checks the thrusts of 
the vaulted roofs and, on the inside, is perceived to be an alternate succession of volumes of 
different dimensions. The concavities can be identified on the outside by the presence of dihedral 
niches covered with conical squinches (fig. 51, 52), also called “armenian niches” which, hollowed 
out of the external wall, rythmically furrow the compact, rectangular, external volume of St. Hrip’sime. 
It is believed that these niches may also have an anti seismic function. 

The inside, an area of intense shadow, is barely lit by the stripes of light that penetrate from the arch 
ended windows, lengthened and splayed towards the inside, ranged along the axes of the principle 
apses. The main source of natural light is constituted by the twelve windows, open in the wall of the 


I'anno 618, il Catholicos Komitas I Aghnetsi detto Tedificatore" costrui la 
chiesa di S. Hrip'sime sul luogo del martyrion della vergine (fig. 46). 
L’edificio e rigorosamente strutturato secondo gli assi ortogonali e diago- 
nali. Gli spazi interni sono caratterizzati dalla tensione verso la cupola al 
centra dell’organismo. La pianta dell’edificio 6 assimilabile ad un tetra- 
conco inscritto in un rettangolo. Lungo gli assi diagonali si trovano, in per- 
fetta simmetria, quattro nicchie di tre quarti di cilindro da cui si accede ai 
quattro ambienti quadrati, detti avandatun, disposti ciascuno su due piani, 
che completano I'articolato spazio intemo rendendolo compatto e iineare 
all'esterno. Dall'ambiente Nurd-Est si accede alia cripta-martyrion dispo- 
sta sotto I’altare. Lo spazio intemo di S. Hrip'simd, definito da una 
sequenza di superfici curve, da semicilindri e semi calotte, 6 coronato al 
centra dalla cupola appoggiata su un tamburo di sedici lati. II passaggio 
dalla planimetria quadrata alia sezione poligonale del tamburo, delimitato 
alia base da una comice aggettante, e realizzato mediante otto piccole 
trambe coniche (fig. 49). Le nicchie cilindriche poste in diagonale, sono 
coperte da semi calotte che si “ raccordano alle soprastanti trombe coni¬ 
che mediante superfici rigate di complessa geometria spaziale, simili a 
quelle che si trovano ad esempio a Dzoradir, Garnahovit e ad Artzvaber" 
(Paolo Cuneo). La cupola e omata da dodici costoloni raggianti dalla som- 
mita, scolpiti direttamente sulla calotta in tufo vulcanico. raggruppati tre a 
tre per formare il simbolo della croce fiorita donatrice di vita; alia base di 
questa “croce” vi 6 una fascia scolpita con un motivo ad elmi concentrici, 
simbolo della fertilita (fig. 49). La croce fiorita, in seguito. sara un simbolo 
ricorrente su tutti i khatchk'ar. 

Il sistema di nicchie, absidi e cappelline funziona anche come strattura di 
contenimento delle spinte delle coperture voltate e, all'interno, si percepisce 
come successione altemata di volumi di diverse dimensioni. Le concavity 
vengono individuate all’esterno tramite la presenza ai loro lati di nicchie die- 
driche coperte da trombe coniche (fig. 51,52), dette anche “nicchie arme- 
ne” che. scavate nella muratura perimetrale, soicano ritmicamente il volume 
esterno compatto e rettangolare di S. Hrip’sim6. Si ritiene che queste nic¬ 
chie possano avere anche una funzione antisismica. 

L'interno, zona d'ombra intensissima, viene appena illuminato dalle strisce 
di luce che penetrano dalle finestre terminanti ad arco, allungate e strom- 
bate verso l’interno, disposte in asse alle absidi principali. La maggior fonte 
di luce naturale e costituita dalle dodici finestre. aperte nel muro del tambu¬ 
ro e disposte in asse ai costoloni che omano la volta. L’ andamento discen- 
dente della luce, che ha un significato mistico. ci riporta alia visione. 

II volume esterno, emergente sopra uno pseudo-stilobate sagomato con 
quattro gradoni, e identificabile con un parallelepipedo.

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Le coperture sono realizzate con tetti a spioventi, coperti con tegole di 
tufo, che si incrociano al centra definendo I'emergenza verticale del volu¬ 
me poliedrico del tamburo e della cuspide piramidale a sedici facce che 
ricopre la cupola (fig. 52). Si tratta di una composizione di volumi sempli- 
ci, ricchi di significati simbolici, quasi totalmente privi di rilievi decorativi, 
testimonianza della fede e della vita spirituale che pud esprimere un edifi- 
cio sacra. 

II prototipo della tipologia della chiesa di S. Hrip'simd. estesa ad un con- 
testo geografico che va dall’Artsakh al Vaspurakan e dall'Ayrarai al 
Transcaucaso meridionale. d stato recentemente scoperto nell'Artsakh ed 
d rappresentato dalla chiesa Okhte-D(e)min Vank' (fig. 53). Caratteristica 
saliente che differenzia questa costruzione della fine del V secolo dalla 
chiesa S. Hrip'simd, d la configurazione dello spazio, che qui e espressa 
in modo omogeneo sia all’interno che all’esterno. Tale modello e ripreso 
in Dzoradir (inizio VI secolo) nel Vaspurakan e in seguito ad Aght’amar 
(915-921) nella chiesa della Santa Croce e nella cappella palatina di Gagik I 
Artzruni. Una configurazione interna simile, ma coperta con cinque cupo- 
le, si ritrova nella cattedraie dett’antiCatholicos di Avan (591-605), rac- 
chiusa in un parallelepipedo perfetto che lascia trasparire il complesso 
spazio inferno (fig. 59). Da una combinazione dei due modelli architettoni- 
ci appena illustrati traggono spunto le costruziom realizzate nei primi 
decenni del VII secolo: Sissavan. Hrip’simd, Garnahovit, Aramus, 
Alutchalu e S. Sion di Ateni (fig. 41-6, 40, 41-5, 41-7, 70). Una variante al 
tipo quadriconco con nicchie d’angolo d rappresentata dalla chiesa detta 
T'argmantchats (fig. 65), caratterizzata dalla mancanza dei due vani agli 
angoli della facciata Ovest, e dalla chiesa di Artzvaber (fig. 41-4), dove esi- 
stonp i due vani, ma aperti, con ampi archi, verso I'esterno e utilizzati 
come camera funebri (Sirarpie Der Nersessian). La chiesa di Artzvaber, 
innalzata sulle fondazioni di un tempio urarteo (Jean-Michel Thierry. F.-W. 
Deichmann), d probabilmente opera di M(e)zhezh G(e)nuni. generalissimo 
armeno delle armate di Heraclius. 

Un terzo edificio di grande importanza e la chiesa di S. Gayand a 
Vagharshapat. voluta dal Catholicos (Y)Ez(e)r (o Esdras). La costruzione 
potrebbe risalire al 630, cioe all’epoca in cui I’imperatore Eraclio si reco a 
Gerusalemme per riportare le reliquie della Santa Croce (Sebeos); oppure 
al 633, anno dell'editto di Eraclio, accettato da (Y)Ez(e)r durante il Sinodo 
tenutosi a Karin (Theodosiopolis) alio scopo di awicinare le due Chiese 
armena e bizantina. 

II mutato atteggiamento religioso trovo la sua espressione architettonica 
nella chiesa S. Hrip’sime, dove (Y)Ez(e)r fece aprire nella parete di fondo 
dell'abside principale, ai fianchi dell’unica finestra, due altre aperture 
(murate dopo alcuni decenni) alio scopo di creare un simbolo di fede che 
esprimesse la Trinitd (fig. 40). Una successiva testimonianza di questo 
awicinamento e fornita, per quanto riguarda le tipologie, proprio dalla 
chiesa S. Gayane, caratterizzata da uno schema architettonico bipartito. 
Infatti il vano principale. destinato a ospitare i fedeli, racchiuso entro un 
compatto volume quasi rettangolare in pianta, d del tipo a croce inscritta, 
con quattro pilastri cruciformi e liberi che individuano al centra un vano 
quadrato a forte sviluppo verticale da cui, mediante quattro raccordi a 
tromba conica, si alza il tamburo ottagonale con finestre aperte sugli assi. 
II tamburo e coronato dalla cupola che vi si innesta mediante otto trombe 
coniche di raccordo. Questo schema architettonico, con praporzioni 
diverse, riprende quello della Cattedraie di S. Edjmiatzin 1°. 
in pianta. come elemento conclusivo del vano principale, sul lato Est, vi e 
I'abside semicircolare, affiancata da due vani quadrati. Questo insieme, 
che all'esterno appare come incastrato in una costruzione rettangolare, 
pud avere funzione di struttura di contenimento delle spinte delle coper¬ 
ture voltate, oltra a rivestire un importante valore liturgico. particolare per 
gli organismi centrali bizantini e ripreso in quello della S. Gayane per 
volonta di (Y)Ez(£)r. 

Alio stesso spirito ecumenico aderi. non senza finalita pofitico-sociali, il 
Catholicos Nerses III Tayetsi. detto T edificatore", quando, basandosi 
sulle esperienze bizantine maturate nella costruzione di edifici con pianta 
tetraconca circoscritta esternamente da un deambulatorio quadrangola- 
re, quadriabsidato o anche circolare (come in eta Giustiniana SS. Sergio 
e Bacco a Costantinopoli, S. Vitale di Ravenna, Bosra, Resafah, Amida. 
Apamea e Seleucia Pieria), realizzd nel Tayk' le grandi chiese di Banak e 
Ishkhan (entrambe costruite nel VII sec.) e, nei pressi di Vagharshapat, il 
complesso edilizio che comprendeva la chiesa palatina detta Zvart'nots o 
delle Forze Vigilanti costruita negli annt 642-662, (fig. 118-119). Questo 
edificio. composto da uno spazio cruciforme in pianta che costituisce il 
nucleo di tre volumi cilindriformi concentrici con andamento ascendente 
verso la cupola, ha un forte significato religioso: vi si legge infatti I’intento 
di simbolizzare internamente il trionfo della Croce (atto di Heraclius di libe- 
rare la Santa Croce) ed esternamente il Golgotha. Due motivi simbolici 
che, sovrapposti, si incontrano scolpiti su molti khatchk'ar. 

Per completare I’impianto architettonico-religioso della citta, in conformity 
alia struttura topografica antica, il principe Aghamal Shorot’etsi fece rico- 


tambour and disposed along the axes of the ribs that embellish the vault. The downward flow of 
the light, mystically significant, takes us back to the vision. 

The external volume, which emerges above a pseudo stylobate modelled with four steps, is 
identifiable with a parallelepipedon. 

The roofing has been carried out in saddle slopes, covered with tiles in tufa, which cross over in the 
centre defining the vertical emergence of the polyhedral volume of the tambour and of the sixteen 
sided pyramidal spire which covers the dome (fig. 52). It is a composition of simple volumes of rich 
symbolic significance, almost totally devoid of decorative reliefs, testimony to the faith and spiritual 
life that a sacred building may express. 

The prototype of the typology of the church of St. Hrip’simd, extended to a geographic context 
which goes from Artsakh to Vaspurakan and from Ayrarat to southern Transcaucasus, has recently 
been discovered in Artsakh and is represented by the Church of Okhte-D(e)rnin Vank' (fig. 53). 

The main characteristic which differentiates this building of the end of the V century from the Church 
of St. Hrip’sime, is the configuration of space, which is expressed here in a homogenous way both 
internally and externally. This model is reproposed in Dzoradir (beginning of the VI century) in 
Vaspurakan and later in Aght’amar (915-921) in the church of the Holy Cross and in the palatine 
chapel of Gagik I Artzruni. A similar internal configuration, but covered with five domes, is found in the 
cathedral of the antiCatholicos of Avan (591-605), contained within a perfect parallelpipedon which 
allows the complex internal space to be revealed. The buildings of the first decades of the VII century 
take their cue from a combination of the two architectural models just illustrated: Sissavan, Hrip’simd, 
Garnahovit, Aramus, Alutchalu, and St. Sion of Ateni (fig. 41-6, 40, 41-5, 41 -7, 70). A variation on the 
quadriconchoid type with corner niches is represented by the church called T'argmantchats (fig. 65), 
characterised by the lack of the two rooms on the corners of the western fapade, and by the church 
of Artzvaber (fig. 41-4), where the two rooms are to be found, but open, with wide arches, towards 
the outside and used as funerary chambres (Sirarpie Der Nersessian). The church of Artzvaber, raised 
on the foundations of a urartian temple (Jean-Michel Thierry, F-W. Deichmann) and probably the work 
of M(e)zhezh G(e)nuni armenian “generalissimo" of Heracliu’s army. 

A third building of great importance is the church of St. Gayane in Vagharshapat, commissioned by 
the Catholicos (Y)Ez(e)r (or Esdras). The construction could go back to 630, namely to the period in 
which the emperor Heracliu’s went to Jerusalem to bring back the relics of the Holy Cross (Sebeos): 
or to 633, the year of Heracliu's edict, accepted by (Y)Ez(e)r during the Synod held at Karin 
(Theodosiopolis) with the objective of drawing the two Churches, armenian and bysantine, closer 
together. 

The changed religious attitude found its architectural expression in the church of St. Hrip’sime, where 
(Y)Ez(e)r had two other openings, in the end wall of the main apse made, to the sides of the only 
window (that were walled in after a few decades) with the aim of creating a symbol of faith which 
would express the Trinity (fig. 40). A subsequent testimony to this drawing closer is supplied, as far 
as the typology is concerned, by the church of St. Gayane, characterised by a bipartite architectural 
plan. Indeed, the main hall, intended to accomodate the congregation, within a compact volume of 
almost rectangular plan, is of the inscribed cross type, with four free-standing, cross-shaped pillars 
which determine a square room at the centre, from which the octagonal tambour with windows rises 
by means of four conical squinches. The tambour is crowned by the dome which is joined to it by 
means of eight conical connecting squinches. This architectural model harks back to that of the 
Cathedral of St. Edjmiatzin I, though with different proportions. 

In the plan, on the East side, there is the semi-circular apse flanked by two square rooms, as the 
conclusive element of the main hall. This group, which from the outside appears to be inserted into 
a rectangular construction, may have the structural function of withstanding the thrust of the vaulted 
roofs, besides having an important liturgical value, which derives from the central bizantine 
organisations and taken as an example at St. Gayane as a result of the wishes of (Y)Ez(e)r. 

The Catholicos Nerses III Tayetsi, known as "the constructor”, supported this same ecumenical 
spirit, for political-social reasons, when he built the great churches of Banak and Ishkkan in Tayk' 
(both built in the VII century). He based himself on the byzantine experiences matured whilst 
constructing tetraconically planned buildings externally surrounded by a quadrangular, four-apsed or 
even circular deambulatory (as in the Giustinian era with the church of St. Serge and St. Baccus in 
Costantinople, St. Vitale in Ravenna, Bosra, Resafah, Amida, Apamea and Seleucia Pieria). In the 
neighbourhood of Vagharshapat he constructed, in the years 642-662, the building complex which 
included the palatine church called Zvart’nots or of the “Watchmans Forces" (fig. 118-119). This 
building, which in plan is composed of a cross-shaped space which constitutes the nucleus of three 
concentric cylinder-shaped volumes, which rise up towards the dome, has a strong religious 
significance; one can indeed read the intention of symbolising internally, the triumph of the Cross (the 
act of Heraclius of liberating the Holy Cross) and externally, Golgotha. Two symbolic motives which, 
superimposed one on the other, one can find carved on many khatchk’ar. 
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To complete the religious architectural system of the city, in compliance with the ancient 
topographical structure, prince Aghamal Shorot’etsi had the Church of St. Shoghakat’ (or of the 
"Light Flow” as it had been defined in the vision) built in 1694. The structure of the building, which 
draws on the classical armenian type of the "domed room”, is composed of a long hall ending in a 
deep apse, with a raised bema to which one can arrive by five side steps, flanked by two narrow 
rectangular rooms. 

The Church is sub-divided into three bays of which the central, the widest, is defined by four pillars 
set against the walls of the ambit on which the tall tambour sits crowned by the externally spired 
dome (fig. 99). The external volume is cross shaped; on the West side was set a portico, lit by a 
tower-lantern placed in the centre. Shoghakat’, like the other three churches was surrounded by a 
defensive wall of which today few pieces remain. 

An interesting characteristic of the sacred buildings of Vagharshapat is the “identification of 
the builder", who was, afterall, the client, that is the Catholicos, often referred to as "architect”. 
St. Gregory the Illuminator, the first builder of the domed church of St. Edjmiatzin I", the Catholicos 
Komitas, builder of St. Hrip’sime and also Nerses III of Tayk’ builder of Banak, Ishkhan and Zvart’nots 
are as praised in the chronicles and in the iscriptions as the architect T'odosak (designer of the 
church of St. Sion of Ateni), for their merits as builders, in their function as “architects”. As Andre 
Chastel says “the term takes on an almost symbolic sense. It no longer designates a profession but, 
in some way, a disposition of the human sour. These spirits were therefore necessary to re-lead the 
city of Vagharshapat to unity, at least under the sacred aspect, where the renovation of the urban 
plan from the paleo-Christian period to that of the eighteenth century was scrupulously documented, 
even though the new, added elements give the continually, developing city, a rather modern look. 
Taking cue from the four previously mentioned churches, in other words, Edjmiatzin, Hrip’sime, 
Gayand and Shoghakat’, it is possible to note a preference on behalf of the armenian architects for 
centric spaces, as an expression of a phenomenon of a general character that I would consider 
definable as a dome “tendency". The longitudinally developed organism such as the basilicas with 
nave and aisles, were trasformed into domed buildings following the example of the domed 
cathedral of Dvin. Genuine domed basilicas were built in the palatine centres of Arudch and T'alin 
and in the monastic centres such as Tekor. 

Already during the phase of the christianisation of Vagharshapat the necessity of conferring a new 
character to the city by building the Mother Church became evident, “in the centre of the city (....) 
where the Only Begotten son descended ” (Agat’angeghos), that is Edjmiatzin; from the XI century 
onwards this name was used to define the k'at'oghike. 

The arabian invasions that followed at varying intervals from 640 to 654, resolved with the creation, 
on behalf of the califs, of the province of Arminiya and the arabian domination of Armenia up until 
884-85. This provoked an impoverishment of cultural, social and religious life in Vagharshapat. The 
centre of the Armenian Apostolic Church, having been transfered to Dvin, following the constitution 
of the kingdoms of Bagratuni, Artzruni and Syunik’, established itself at Ani. A new move from Ani 
to Ayas, and later on, to Sis was obliged because of the turkish-selgiuch invasions and the formation 
of the Armenian Kingdom of Cilicia. 

Only in 1441, following a decision by the National Council of Vagharshapat, the seat of the Armenian 
Apostolic Church returned to Edjmiatzin. 

In an Armenia deprived of its own government, constantly surrounded by hostile nations, initially 
divided between Byzantium and Persia (428-654), then invaded by the arabs (654-885). subdued 
by the turks (1064-1236), by the mongolians (1236-1317) and finally divided between the turkish and 
the persian domination, Vagharshapat, during the Xth to Xlllth centuries, rose to the role of spiritual, 
cultural and political centre; injecting new life into monasteries such as Tat’ev, Geghard and 
Haghartzin, in whose circles the decorative arts, literature, and, in general, traditional culture began 
to blossom again. 

Towards mid XVII century the cities, villages and monasteries prospered and grew, though always 
threatened by invasions, sackings and destruction. In an historical context defined by a process of 
economic exploitation and foreign political and religious domination, the commercial and cultural 
exchanges take on a predominant role. Literature, architecture and urban planning, the structures 
of the cultural world, pass on a significant inheritance of traditional values in which it is possible to 
trace the signs of the armenian-ottoman and armenian-iranian inter-relationships. 

Very much in the spirit of an armenian-iranian style the painter brothers Hakob and Harut’yun 
Hovnat’anian began to decorate with frescoes, later completed by the son of Hakob Hovnat’anian, 
the interior of the cathedral of Vagharshapat ;i 712-21, fig. 21-22). 

On a more general level, the events tied to the conquest of Armenia favoured, in a certain sense, the 
bond between the conversion to Christianity and the independence of the country, on behalf of the 
Church, of the aristocracy, of the melik' and of the population. However, because of a dispersion of 


struire, nel 1694, la chiesa S. Shoghakat' o “Flusso di Luce" come era 
state definita nella visone. La struttura dell’edificio. che riprende il dassi- 
co tipo armeno della “sala a cupola", e costituita da una sala aliungata 
terminante in una profonda abside, con bema sopraelevato cui si accede 
tramite cinque scalmi laterali. affiancata da due stretti ambienti a pianta 
rettangolare. 

La chiesa 6 suddivisa m tre campate di cui la centrale. piu ampia. e defi¬ 
nita da quattro pilastn addossati ai muri d’ambito sui quali si appoggia I'al- 
to tamburo coronato dalla cupola cuspidata esternamente (fig. 99). II volu¬ 
me ester no 6 cruciforme, sul lato Ovest e stato addossato un portico illu- 
minato da una lanterna-campanile posta al centra. Shoghakat', come le 
altre tre chiese. era recintata da un muro difensivo del quale oggi riman- 
gono solo alcune parti. 

Una caratteristica interessante degli edifici sacri di Vagharshapat 6 I'i- 
dentificazione delt'edificatore. che poi e il committente, cio6 il Catholicos, 
spesso denominato “architetto". S. Gregorio llluminatore. primo costrut - 
tore della chiesa cupolata di S. Edjmiatzin I, il Catholicos Komitas, edifi- 
catore di S. Hrip'sime ed anche Nerses III del Tayk', edificatore di Banak, 
Ishkhan e Zvart'nots sono lodati nelle cronache e nelie iscrizioni al pari 
deil'architetto T'odosak (autore della chiesa di S. Sion di Ateni), per i loro 
meriti di costruttori. nella loro funzione di "architettr. Come scrive Andre 
Chastel ‘il termme assume un vakxe quasi simboiico. Non designa piu 
una professione, ma in qualche modo una dtspostzione dell "ammo 
umano‘. Ci volevano dunque questi spiriti per ricondurre all’unita, alme- 
no sotto I'aspetto sacra, la citta di Vagharshapat. dove il nnnovamento 
della pianta urbana dal periodo paleocristiano a quello settecentesco 
rimane scrupolosamente documentato. anche se i nuovl elementi 
aggiunti danno alia citta, in continuo sviluppo, un aspetto piuttosto 
"moderno". 

Prendendo spunto dai quattro esempi di chiese sopra descritti, e cio6, 
Edjmiatzin, Hrip'sime, Gayane e Shoghakat', e possibile notare una predi- 
lezione degli architetti armeni per spazi centrici espressione di un feno- 
meno a carattere generate che riterrei definibile come "tendenza alia cupo¬ 
la". Gli organismi a sviluppo longitudinale, come le basiliche a tre navate. 
vennero trasformati in edifici cupolati sull’esempio della cattedrale di Dvin. 
Vere e propne basiliche cupolate vengono costruite net centri palatini di 
Arudch e T'alin, e nei centri monastici come a Tekor. 

Gia durante la fase di cnstianizzazione di Vagharshapat si evidenzio la 
necessita di confenre un nuovo carattere alia citta costruendo la Chiesa 
Madre: "ai centro della citta (...) dove discese I'Ungenito" (Agat'ange- 
ghos). cioe Edjmiatzin; a partire dall'XI secolo si utHizzo questo nome per 
defimre la Kat'oghikd. 

Le tnvasioni arabe, succedutesi a diversi interval!) dal 640 al 654 e risolte- 
si con la creazione. da parte dei califfi, della provincia dell'Arminiya e la 
dominazione araba in Armenia fmo aJI’884-85, provocarono un impoveri- 
mento della vita culturale, sociale e religiosa di Vagharshapat. La sede 
della Chiesa Apostolica Armena, dapprima trasferita a Dvin, a seguito 
della costituzione dei regni di Bagratuni, Artzruni, e Syunik’, si stabili ad 
Ani. Un nuovo spostamento da Ani ad Ayas e, in seguito. a Sis fu dovuto 
alle invasioni turco-selgiuchidi e alia formazione del Regno Armeno della 
Cilicia. 

Solo nel 1441, in seguito a decisione del Concilio Nazionale di 
Vagharshapat, la sede della Chiesa Apostolica Armena torno a Edjmiatzin. 
In un'Armenia priva di un governo proprio. circondata perennemente da 
popoli ostili. prima sparttta tra Bisanzio e la Persia (428 - 654), poi mvasa 
dagli arabt (654 - 885), sottomessa dai turchi (1064 - 1236). dai mongoli 
(1236 - 1317) e infine spartrta tra la dommazione turca e quella persiana, 
Vagharshapat, nei secoli X-XIII, assurse al ruolo di centro spintuale, cultu- 
rale e politico, infondendo nuova vita a monasteri come Tat'ev, Geghard e 
Haghartzin, nei cui ambiti iniziavano a rifionre le arti decorative, la lettera- 
tura e in genere la cultura tradizionale. 

Verso la meta del XVII secolo prosperano e si potenziano le citta, i villaggi 
e i monasteri, peraltro sempre minacciati da invasioni, saccheggi e distru- 
zioni. In un contesto storico definito da un processo di sfruttamento eco- 
nomico e di dominazione straniera, politica e anche religiosa, I'interscam- 
bio commercials e culturale assume un ruolo predominate. Le strutture 
del mondo culturale, la letteratura, I'architettura e I'urbanistica tramanda- 
no un significativo patrimonio di valori tradizionali, in cui si possono rin- 
tracciare anche i segni dei rapporti armeno-ottomani e armeno-iranici. 
Proprio nello spirito di uno stile armeno-iranico i fratelli e pitlori Hakob e 
Harut'yun Hovnat'anian iniziarono a decorare con affreschi, comptetati poi 
dal figlio di Hakob Hovnat’anian I'intemo della cattedrale di Vagharshapat 
(1712-21, fig. 21,22). 

Su di un piano piu generate, le vicende legate alia conqutsta dell'Armenia 
favonrono. in un certo modo. il legame fra la conversione al cristianesimo 
e I'tndipendenza del paese, di parte della Chiesa, dell'aristocrazia, dei 
melik' e della popolazione. D'altronde il centralismo autocratico osmania-

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energy in the administrative organisation of the huge territories populated by nations that were 
hostile to the empire, the ottomanian and iranian autocratic centralism contributed to the growth of 
the "state of emergency" between the working classes in the villages and in cities like Van, Erz(e)rum, 
Adana, Erevan, and also Vagharshapat. This phenomenon regarded the whole country and 
manifested itself especially through the reconstruction and restoration of villages, cities, monasteries, 
roads, bridges, churches and caravanserais. It is during this period that urban planning choices 
destined to leave a profound mark on the layout of the city of Vagharshapat were made; the 
defensive structure becomes strictly decentralized, diaphragming the residential area and dividing it 
up into three zones, those in which the main churches stand, with rectangular ground-plans, each 
singularly re-inforced with defensive walls supplemented with circular towers, and, sometimes 
externally surrounded by a boundary rampart (Gayand). These defensive units, true insulae, 
entrenched fields with embankments and gateways, acquired primary importance. 

Inside these walls the neighbouring farmers found refuge during enemy invasions with the obligation 
however of defending them. Considering tha: Vagharshapat stands in the plains and in an isolated 
position, the churches were also used as centres of observation. 

With this objective, around the tambour of the church of St. Hrip’sime four cylindrical military towers 
were erected (fig. 45). 

The ecclesiastical buildings, besides representing excellent refuge thanks to their solidity, assumed 
a role of social and aggregational centres. To favour these, between the XVII and XVIII centuries, 
tower galilees were built in front of the western entrances to some churches. 

On the initiative of the Catholicos Hakob IV Djughayetsi a tower galilee was built onto the Mother 
Church of Edjmiatzin and three small pinnacled bell towers were built onto the North, South, and 
East apses (1653-58, 1682 fig. 23, 24). 

The addition of a tower galilee at St. Hrip’sirrte happened a century later in 1790 (fig. 46). 


no e iranico. a causa anche di una dispersione di energie nell'organizza- 
zione amministrativa dei vastissimi territori abitati da popolazioni ostili agll 
imperi, contribui a far crescere “lo stato di emergenza” tra i cell popolarl 
nei villaggi e in oittci come Van, Erz(e)rum, Adana, Erevan, e anche 
Vagharshapat. Questo fenomeno interesso tutto il Paese e si manifesto 
prevalentemente con la ricostruzione e il restauro di villaggi. crttci. mona- 
steri. strade, ponti, chiese e caravanserragll. E’ a questo periodo che risal- 
gono scelte urbanistiche destinate a lasciare un segno profondo nell'as- 
setto della citta di Vagharshapat: la struttura difensiva viene rigorosamen- 
te decentralizzata, diaframmando I'abitato urbano e suddividendolo in tre 
zone, quelle dove sorgono le chiese principali. a pianta rettangolare. cia- 
scuna singolarmente rinforzata da mura difensive integrate da tom circo- 
lari, e. talvolta, racchiuse esternamente da un vallo perimetrale (Gayane). 
Queste unita difensive. vere insulae o campi trincerati con lerrapiem e 
porte, acquisivano importanza primaria. Tra queste mura i contadini del 
dintorni trovavano rifugio durante le invasioni nemiche. con I'obbligo pero 
di prenderne le difese. Considerando che Vagharshapat sorge in pianura 
e in poslzione isolata. le chiese servirono anche come centn d'osserva- 
zione. 

A questo scopo intomo al tamburo della chiesa di S. Hnp'sime furono 
erette quattro torrette cilindriche ad uso militare (fig. 45). 

Gli edifici ecclesiastici. oltre a rappresentare un ottimo rifugio grazie alia 
loro solidita, assurtsero un ruolo di centri di socializzazione e aggregazio- 
ne. Per favonre quest'ultima, tra il XVII e XVIII secolo, vennero anteposti 
dei portici-campanili agli ingressi Ovest di alcune chiese. 

Per iniziativa del Kat'olikos Hakob IV Djughayetsi alia Chiesa Madre di 
Edjmiatzin venne anteposto un portico-campanile e. sui corpi delie absidi 
Nord, Sud ed Est furono edificati tre piccoli campanili cuspidati (1653-58. 
1682 fig. 23. 24). 

L’aggiunta di un portico-campanile a S. Hrip'Sime ebbe luogo un secolo 
piu tardi, nel 1790 (fig. 46).

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Un altro elemento architettonico che fu realizzato a completamento di 
alcuni edifici sacri alio scopo di favorire la socializzazione, fu il portico. Ne 
troviamo un esempio in S. Gayane, costituito da tre arcafe addossate tra- 
sversalmente all’ingresso Ovest nel 1683 (fig. 76). 

Alio scopo di ripristinare la rete stradale adattandola alio sviluppo dei 
mezzi di trasporto. come anche per attivare il collegamento con le corenti 
di traffico mercantile di maggiore importanza (verso Ashtarak e verso 
Erevan-Artashat) e per aumenfare la cinta daziaria della citta di 
Vagharshapat, venne sviluppato il tracciato stradale interno in corrispon- 
denza agli assi di uscita della citta. che restano tuttora tondamentali. II 
sistema della rete stradale interna e di "piazze cerimoniali” della citta, e 
connesso intimamente con le chiese, luoghi di vita associata e d'imoor- 
tanza religiosa. attivi ancora oggi. 

Con i primi del Novecento. Vagharshapat conobbe un penodo di grande 
sviluppo e d'intensa attivita, in relazione all'inurbamento delle masse con- 
tadine ed alia conseguente crescita dell'antico nucleo urbano. 

Perdendo la caratteristica di “citta chiusa", Vagharshapat si trovo a media- 
re tra due different caratteri divenuti parte della sua struttura urbana: quel- 
lo religioso dovuto alia presenza della Sede Pontificia delimitata da un 
recinto sacro. e quello di citta sulla quale si susseguivano interventi di tipo 
urbanistico tesi a conservare e arricchire la primitiva matnce in funzone 
del dinamico sviluppo socio-economico. 


Another architectural element that was built as a completion of some sacred buildings with the 
object of favouring socialization, was the portico. We find an example in St. Gayane constituted by 
three arcades set obliquely to the western entrance in 1683 (fig. 76). 

With the aim of restoring the road system adapting it to progressive means of transport, as well as 
to open up ties with the more important trade routes (towards Ashtarak and Erevan-Artashat) and 
to increase the customs barriers of the city of Vagharshapat, an internal road lay-out corrisponding 
to the axes of the city gates was developed, which is still fundamental. 

The internal road system and that of the "ceremonial squares”, is intimately connected to the 
churches. These places of congregation and of religious importance are still active today. 

At the beginning of the twentieth century, Vagharshapat went through a period of dynamic 
development and intense activity related to the urbanization of agricultural lands and the 
consequential growth of the ancient city centre. 

Shedding the characteristic of “closed city”, Vagharshapat found itself having to mediate between 
two different aspects that had become part of its urban structure; the religious one because of the 
presence of the Pontificial Seat surrounded by a sacred enclosure, and that of the city in which 
urban planning interventions followed one another aiming to conserve and enrich the primitive matrix 
as a function of dynamic socio-economic development.

ca. 685-645 B.C. / in the place known today as Edjmiatzm (Ayrarat pro¬ 
vince), at the lower reaches of the Rivers K’asagh. Hra/dan and 
Metzamor, Rusa II. sovereign of the Ararat kingdom of Van (Urartu), builds 
a canal that bears his name. 

570-540 B.C. in this same place, the infant Vardkes, of the dynasty of 
Yervand I Sakavakiats (the Orontes mentioned by Strabone) founds the 
town of Vardgesavan. which bears his name. 

95-55 B.C. The caliber ol the township is improved by Tigran II the 
Great: after an incursion into Palestine, he founds a colony of Jews and 
transforms the town into a trading center. 

117-140 A.D. / Chosen as the headquarters of the court of Vagharsh I 
Arshakuni. surrounded by walls and fortifications and enlarged by the 
erection of new houses and the royal palace (mentioned by 
Agat’angeghos), Vardgosavan is given its new name: Vagharshapat. This 
is recorded by Movses Khorenatsi in the 5th century. 

162 The roman-parthian war that began in the reign of Emperor 
Antoninus Pius (138-161) continues. In 162, Emperor Lucius Verus 
pushes into the East and conquers the capital. Artashat (163). Sohaemus 
is elected king of Armenia (163-186). The Roman rule over Armenia is to 
last for 23 years. The legions stationed at Vagharshapat dunng these 
years are the XII Fulminata and the XV Apollinaris. This is confirmed by a 
Latin inscnption on a piece of marble now exhibited in the National 
Museum of Erevan. 

163 / Kainepolis (meaning "new town", the name with which the Romans 
rededicated Vagharshapat) is chosen as the new capital of Armenia. The 
Romans build reinforcement works (archaeologicaJly undiscernable in 
terms of layout or size), as is mentioned in two Latin inscriptions kept at 
Zvart'nots. 

300 / The Armenian Church, the oldest autocephalous national Church, 
takes its origin from the Apostles Judas Thaddaeus and Bartholomew. It 
is designated as the state Church of Armenia by St. Gregory the illumina¬ 
tor and King T(e)rdat the Great. 

301-303 Near the royal palace In Vagharshapat, on the site Indicated by 
God to St. Gregory in the vision described by Agat'angeghos and In the 
presence of T(6)rdat and St. Gregory (recently consecrated at Caesaraea 
of Cappadocia and elected Catholicos of Ashtishat. the apostolic seat of 
St. Thaddaeus in the province of Taron). the pagan temple dedicated to 
the Sandarament cult is destroyed and the “Great Church" is founded. 
The Great Church (toward the end of the 4th century) assumes the role of 
the "Mother Church" of the Armenian people, formerly held by the church 
of Ashtishat. Movses Khoreatsi relates that Vagharshapat was appointed 


c. 685-645 a.c. / Nella localita oggi chiamata Edjmiatzin (provincia Ayrarat) 
a valle dei fiumi K'asagh, Hrazdan e Metzamor, Rusa II re del regno 
Ararateo di Van (Urartu) costruisce un canale. che porta il suo nome.

(163-186). II dominio romano dell’Armenia dura venture anm. Le legion! 
che stazionarono a Vagharshapat in questi anni furono la XII Fulminata e 
la XV Apollinaris: lo testimonia un'iscrizione latina su lapide marmorea 
esposta al Museo Nazionale di Erevan.

301-303 A Vagharshapat. nei press! del Palazzo Reaie, sul luogo mdi- 
cato da Dio a S. Gregono nella visions descritta da Agat'angeghos. alia 
presenza di T(e)rdat e di S. Gregorio (che era stato da poco consacrato 
a Cesarea di Cappadocia ed eletto Catholicos ad Ashtishat, sede apo- 
stolica di S. Taddeo in provincia di Taron) ha luogo la distruzione del tern 
pio pagano dedicato al culto dl Sandarament e la fondazione della

as the royal seat and the seat of the Catholicos early in the 4th century, 
thereby becoming a Christianized city. The first Christian cities founded as 
such are Dvin (330) and Arshakavan (360). 

325 / Near what is to become the Mother Church, the palace of the 
Catholicos is erected, along with the monastery later called “Sureniants 
anapat" and the hospice. On the sites mentioned in the vision, St. Gregory 
and T(e)rdat build the martyria of St. Hrip’sime with crypt and baldachin, 
of St. Gayan6 (crypt) and of St. Shoghakat’ or “Flow of Light”. The place 
mentioned in the vision is surrounded by high walls with gates and locks; 
inside, a large cross is raised so that anyone entering may adore God. 
Synodal reunion of the Armenian Church in Vagharshapat is held. It is pro¬ 
moted by St. Gregory and aimed at recognizing the Doctrine of the Trinity 
formulated by the Council of Nicaea. 

335 / According to P’avstos Buzand, an army, mostly of Caucasians and 
led by Sanatruk-Sanesan, king of the maskut, invades Ayrarat during the 
reign of Khosrov II Kotak and occupies Vagharshapat. It stays there until 
336, when the city is liberated by Vatche Mamikonian. 

366 / Synodal reunion of the Armenian Church in Vagharshapat is held. 
Convened by King Arshak II and chaired by Catholicos Nerses III the Great 
(353-373), the aim of the Council is to declare the independence of the 
Armenian Apostolic Church from the episcopate of Caesaraea of 
Cappadocia, aramaic and greek-language schools are founded. 

368 / Shapur II, king of Persia, invades Armenia and sacks the cities of 
Van, Nakhidjevan, Artashat and Vagharshapat, causing widespread 
destruction. 

380 / The Persians invade Armenia once more. P'avstos Buzand writes: 
“At Vagharshapat, the Persians left no building erect [...] not even chur¬ 
ches ” (IV, 65). The anti-Christian policy enacted by the Sassanid sovereign 
Shapur II is congenial to Vahan Mamikonian and Meruzhan Artzruni: 
having been converted to Mazdeism, they demolish the churches and 
replace them with temples of fire. The same fate awaits the Mother 
Church of Vagharshapat: evidence of this is provided by the fire vessel 
lodged in the bema beneath the high altar. After the Persians withdraw, 
“the demolished buildings are reconstructed and the churches are repai¬ 
red" (P'avstos Buzand. V, p. 1). 


325 / Nei pressi di quella che diventera la Chiesa Madre sorgono il palaz- 
zo del Catholicos, il convento detto poi “ Sureniants anapat" e I'ospizio. 
Sui luoghi indicati dalta Visions, S. Gregorio e T(e)rdat costruiscono i

335 / Seguendo quanto affermato da P'avstos Buzand, un esercito for- 
mato per la maggior parte da caucasici e guidato da Sanatruk-Sanesan, 
re dei Massegeti all'epoca del regno di Khosrov II Kotak, invade I’Ayrarat 
e occupa Vagharshapat. Qui si stabilisce fino al 336. anno in cui la cittei 
viene liberata da Vatche Mamikonian. 

366 / Riunione Sinodale della chiesa armena a Vagharshapat indetta dal 
re Arshak II e presieduto dal Catholikos Nerses III il Grande (353-373) alio 
scopo di dichiarare I'indipendenza della Chiesa Apostolica Armena dall’e- 
piscopato di Cesarea in Cappadocia. Fondazione di scuole di lingua ara- 
maica e greca. 

368 / Shapur II re di Persia invade I’Armenia, saccheggia e distrugge le 
citta di Van, Nakhidjevan. Artashat e Vagharshapat. 

380 Nuova invasione persiana; a questo proposito P'avstos Buzand 
scrive: “A Vagharshapat i persiani non lasciarono un edificio in piedi (...) 
neppure le chiese" (cap.IV, p. 65). La politics anticristiana, iniziata dal 
sovrano sasanide Shapur II, 6 condivisa da due principi armeni, Vahan 
Mamikonian e Meruzhan Artzruni, che convertitisi al mazdeismo abbatto- 
no le chiese per sostituirle con templi del fuoco. Questa sorte toccher& 
anche alia Chiesa Madre di Vagharshapat, fatto attestato dal rinvenimen- 
to del pireo inglobato nel bema sotto I’altare maggiore. Dopo la ritirata dei 
persiani “si ricostruirono gli edifici demoliti e si ripararono le chiese" 
(P’avstos Buzand, cap. V. p. 1). 

391 L'imperatore Theodosius (379-395) proclama il cristianesimo religio- 
ne di stato.

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391 / Emperor Theodosius (379-395) proclaims Christianity as the state 
religion. 

402-403 / Synodal reunion of the Armenian church in Vagharsfiapat is 
held. Convened by Catholicos Sahak I and Mesrop Mashtots, the aim is 
to have armenian recognized as the official language of the Church. 

451 / The Fourth Council of Chalcedon is hold. The bishops of the 
Armenian Church do not attend. 

452 / The patriarcal see is transferred to Dvn. 

454 / Costantinopte, declaration of indipendence of the administrative 
structure of the Byzantine Empire. 

462 / The Fourth Council of Vagharshapat is held. Vramshapuh, king of 
Armenia, Sahak I and Mesrop Mashtots decide to translate the Holy 
Scriptures, the Doctrine and the Ecclesiastical Rules into Armenian. The 
first armenian school Is founded in Vagharshapat. 

484 / According to Ghazar P’arpetsi. before being appointed as marzpan 
of Armenia and “ after having conducted a victorious battle against the 
Persians [4831. Vahan Mamikonian went to Vagliarshapat [...) where he 
restored the holy cathedral from its foundations, and made the work of his 
ancestors sptendKf (Ghazar P'arpetsi, 73). The inscribed-cross and qua- 
trefoil plan with the dome supported by four free-standing cruciform pil 
lars is beautifully implemented in the building done by Vahan Mamikonian. 
After successive restorations, the cathedral still survives in its essential 
5th-century form. According to Samuel Anetsi, Mamikonian also restored 
the three martyria and, while still marzpan, signs a treaty with the Sasanid 
sovereign Vagharsh by which Armenia was granted freedom of worship. 
486-491 / Ghazar P’arpetsi. prior of the patnarcha! monastery of 
Edjmiatzin. founds the first Matenadaran (library) and an adjacent scnpto 
hum. 

491 / Synodal reunion of the Armenian church In Vagharshapat is held. In 
the presence of the bishops of the Georgian and Albanian (Caucasian) 
Churches, the doctrine of Nestorius and the" hybrid Chalcedonian formu¬ 
la" (G. De Ruggero) were condemned. At the Council, chaired by the 
Armenian Catholicos Babken I Vot'm(S)setsi (490-515), the “Henotikon” 
(Edict of Union) ol Emperor Zeno, issued in agreement with the Patriarch 
of Constantinople. Acacius, is examined and approved.

454 / Costantinopoli, dichiarazione d'indipendenza dalTassetto arnmini- 
strativo deH'Impero Bizantino. 

462 / Quarto Concilio di Vagharshapat. Vramshapuh re d'Armenia. Sahak 
I e Mesrop Mashtots decidono di tradurre m lingua arrnena le Sacre 
Scritture, la Dottrina e le Regole Ecclesiastiche. Si fonda a Vagharshapai 
la pnma scuola arrnena. 

484 / Secondo Ghazar P'arpetsi, pnma della nomina a marzpan 
d'Armenia e “dopo aver condotto una battaglia vittoriosa contro i persia- 
ni (483), Vahan Mamikonian va a Vagharshapat (...) dove rinnova la santa 
cattedrale iniziando dalle fondamenta, e rende splendidamente magnifica 
I'opera dei suoi antenatr (Gh.

496 / Anastasb I. imporatore d'Oriente, incline al monoftsismo. condanna 
il nestorianesimo.

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496 / Anastasius I. emperor of the East with a penchant for Monophytism, 
condemns Nest onanism. 

579 According to the historian Sebeos, the chapel butt by Cathobcos 
Sahak is demolished so that a new church can be erected. 

590-602 / Anticafho/rcos Hovhannes of Bagaran has the church of Avan 
built. 

610-641 / Heraclius, the emperor of Byzantium of Armenian descent, 
sends an expedition by the East, guided by Philippicus. He sets out from 
Caesaraea of Cappadocia, advances toward Ayrarat and camps at 
Vagharshapat. After the withdrawal ol the Byzantines, new building activi¬ 
ties in the Holy City were undertaken by Calholicos Komitas I Aghnetsi. 
called “Shinogh". Catholicos Komitas promotes the construction of the 
church of St. Hrip'sime on the site of a chapel ( mariyrium) erected by 
Cathobcos Sahak. An inscription on the apsidal bay of the high altar, says: 
“Lord Chnst. remember Komitas. Cathobcos ot the Armenians. bubder ot 
St. Hnp'sime'. Komitas I was helped in this work by Hovhannes 
Mayravanetsi. who opposed the Christological compromise submitted by 
Byzantium. 

7th century / The churches of Avan (St. Hovhannes). Garnahovit (for¬ 
merly Adiaman), Sissavan (St. Hovhannes), Art/vaber (St. Astvatzatzin), 
Aramus (formerly Tziranavor St. Khatch) and K'olatak (formerly Alutchalu) 
are built. 

630-641 / Near the cathedral and over the martyrium. Catholicos (Y)Ez(&)r 
builds the church of St. Gayane, one ol St. Hrip'sime companions. 

633 / The Edict of Heraclius on faith is published with the aim of seeking 
agreement between the Armenian Church and the Byzantine Chuch 
based on the ‘monoenergistic’ concept. 

638 Heraclius makes public the " Ekthesis " (exposition of faith). It is 
accepted by (Y)Ez(e)r. 

662-685 i Arab hegemony enshrouds Armenia: Grigor Mamikonian is 
appointed the country's administrator and moves the relics of St. Gregory 
from T'ordan to Vagharshapat. They are later to be kept at Zvart'nots. 
728-741 / Catholicos Davit' I Aramonetsi orders the construction of the 
church of Tziranavor in the township of Aramus. 

893-894 / There is a serious earthquake at Dvin. Catholicos Hovhannes 
writes: “The city has been completely demolished, the walls have fallen 
and the palace of the sovereigns with them (...1 the patnarchalchurch nas 
collapsed” Catholicos Gevorg II leaves Dvin and settles m Nor-K'agfak 
(near Vagharshapat. at Zvart'nots) "built by the venerable Nerses Vr~ 
(T’ovma Artzruni). 

Early 10th century / General restoration works are undertaken in the 
church of St. Hnp'sime and the dome and high altar are rebuilt. 

910-911 / The fortress of Vagharshapat is taken by the Arab Amir YLisuf. 
It is to be liberated by Ashot Sparapet in 921 

915-921 / The King Artzruni commissions the architect Manuel to build 
the Palatine Church on the Isle ol Aght’amar. 

982-983 Abu al-Haidja, the Muslim prince of the Musafirid dynasty, irva- 
des the Vanand province of Armenia, burns the monastery of Horonos 
and pulls down the cross in the church of St. Shoghakat'. 

989-1020 / King Gagik I Bagratuni of Ani has the monk Sahak of Sevan 
elected Cathobcos under the name of Sargis I (992) at Vagharshapat 
During his term in office, the famous Gospel of Edjmiatzin" is copied in 
989. It contains miniatures of the late 6th/early 7th centuries and is bound 
with ivory plaques beanng intarsioed figures. 

1045 / The Byzantine Empire occupies the city of Ani in Armenia. 

1065 / At the head of the Seljuk Turks, Alp-Arslan invades Armenia. He occu¬ 
pies Amberd, Bdjni, Marmashen and Vagharshapat. Byzantium banishes trie 
three great Armenian dynasties - the Bagratuni of Ani, the Bagratuni of Kars 
and the Artzruni of Vaspurakan - to Cappadocia. The descendants of St. 
Gregory are forbidden to enter Vagharshapat. Catholicos Grigor II moves the 
catholieatc to T'avblur m the district of Diahan. 

1076 / The greco-armenian leader Philaretos Vakhramios sets up the enti- 
Cathobcos Sargis Honetzi at Honi. The process of decentralization of the 
Armenian Church begins. Vagharshapat and the Holy See are sacked and 
partially damaged several times by Seljuk. Mongol and Tartar invaders 
There are Turkish invasions in Asia Minor and vagharshapat is abandoned. 
1080 / Suleyman, a cousin of Alp-Arslan, governs a large part of Asia 
Minor and the sultanate of Rum is set up. The Rubenids (1080-1198) 
establish the Great Armenian Principality in mountainous Cilicia. 
1198-1375 / The city of Hromkla is chosen for the Catholicate (1147- 
1292). Later, it is to be moved to Sis (1293-1441). 

1441 / A National Council is held at Vagharshapat. It is decided to bring 
the Seat of the Armenian Apostolic Church back to Vagharshapat. By 
the initiative of Thovma Metzopetzi. the theological seminary founded by 
St. Gregory resumes activities. Only in this period is the patnarchal com¬ 
plex of Vagharshapat called “holy monastery where the Only-Bego'ten 
descended" In Armenian, this theophamc evocation is expressed as 
Edjmiatzin 

1547 / The First Congress of Edimiatzin is held. 


590-602 ' Per volere del Cathobcos Hovhannes of Bagaran viene costrui- 
ta la chiesa di Avan. 

610-641 / Heraclius, imperatore di Bisanzio d'origine armena, manda una 
spedizione m Oriente guidata da Philippicus. Partita da Cesarea di 
Cappadocia avanza verso I'Ayrarat e si accampa a Vagharshapat. Dopo 
la ritirata dei bizantim, inizia nella Santa Citta una nuova attivita di edifica- 
zione intrapresa dal Catholicos Komitas I Aghnetsi detto “Shinogh". II

(gia Adiaman), Sissavan (S. Hovhannes) Artzvaber (S. Astvatzatzin) e 
Aramus (gia Tziranavor, S. Khatch e K’olotak (gia Alutchalu). 

630-641 / II Catholicos (Y)Ez(e)r fonda nei pressi della cattedrale e sopra 
II martyrium, la chiesa di S. Gayane, una delle compagne di S. Hrip'sime. 
633 / Editto di Eraclio sulla lode, pubblicato con I'intenzione di trovare 
un'intesa tra la Chiesa armena e quella bizantina basata sul concetto 
"monoenergista”. 

638 / Eraclio rende pubblico I' "Ekthesis" (esposizione della fede), accet- 
tato da (Y)Ez(e)r. 

662-685 / Giogo arabo m Armenia: Grigor Mamikonian viene nominato 
amministratore del Paese e trasferisce le reliquie di S. Gregorio da T'ordan 
a Vagharshapat. In seguito verranno conservate a Zvart'nots. 

728-741 / II Cathobcos Davit' I Aramonetsi dispone la costruzione della 
chiesa di Tziranavor, nella cittadina di Aramus. 

893-894 Grande tenremoto a Dvin. Catholicos Hovhannes scrive: “La c/tta 
6 stata distrutta interamente, le mura sono crollate e anche il palazzo dei 
sovrani (...) la chiesa patnarcale 6 caduta in rovina". II Catholicos Gevorg II 
abbandona Dvin e si stabilises a Nor-K’aghak’ (presso Vagharshapat, a 
Zvart'nots) “costruita dal venerabile Nerses III * (T’ovma Artzruni). 

Inizio X secolo / Vengono intraprese opere di restauro generate della 
chiesa di S. Hrip'sime e il rifacimento della cupola e deH'abside princi- 
pale. 

910-911 / Presa della fortezza di Vagharshapat da parte deU’ermro arabo 
Yusuf. Liberata nel 921 da Ashot Sparapet. 

915-921 / II re Gagik Artzruni ordina all'architetto Manuel la costruzione 
della Chiesa Palatina sull'isola di Aght'amar. 

982-983 / Abu al Haidja. pnneipe musulmano della dinastia dei Musafind. 
invade la provincia armena di Vanand, incendia il monastero Horomos, e 
abbatte la croce della chiesa di S. Shoghakat’. 

989-1020 / II monaco Sahak di Sevan, per volonta del re Gagik I Bagratuni 
di Ani, e eletto Catholicos col nome di Sargis I (992) e con la sede a 
Vagharshapat. Durante il suo pontificato viene trascritto il famoso 
"Evangelario di Edjmiatzin'' contenente miniature del VI-VII secolo, e rile- 
gato in avorio con figure intagliate. 

1045 / L'lmpero bizantino occupa la citta di Aru in Armenia. 

1065 / Alp-Arslan a capo dei turchi selgiuchidi invade rArmenia. Occupa 
Amberd. Bdjni. Marmashen e Vagharshapat. Bisanzio esilia to tre grandi 
dinastie armene: i Bagratuni di Ani. i Bagratuni di Kars e gli Artzruni del 
Vaspurakan, in Cappadocia, vieta inoltre ai discendenti di S. Gregono I’ac- 
cesso a Vagharsapat. II Catholicos Grigor II trasferisce la sede pontificia a 
T'avblur nel distretto di Djahan, 

1076 / II capo greco-armeno Philaretos Vakhramios stabilises a Honi 
I'antiC atholicos Sargis Honetsi. Inizia per la Chiesa armena la fase storica 
di decentramento. Vagharshapal e la Santa Sede del Catholicos vengono 
saccheggiate e parzialmente danneggiate a piu riprese dagli invasori sel¬ 
giuchidi, mongoli e tatan.

1198-1375 La citta di Hromkia a eletta sede del Catholicosato (1147- 
1292). In seguito la sede verra spostata a Sis (1293-1441). 

1441 / Concilio nazionale di Vagharshapat. Si decide di riportare a 
Vagharshapat la sede della Chiesa Apostolica armena. Per iniziativa dl 
T'ovma Metzopetsi viene riatlivata la scuola sacerdotale fondata da S. 
Gregorio. Per il complesso patnarcale di Vagharshapat prevale la denomi- 
nazione: “Santo monastero ove discese TUnigenito ” Questa evocazione 
teofamca e resa in armeno dall’espressione Edjmiatzin. 

1547 / Primo Congresso di Edimiatzin. 

1604-1605 Shah Abbas I detto il Grande inizia la deportazione degh 
armeni delle regiom orientali verso I'lran. Fondaztone presso Isfahan di 
Nuova Giulfa 
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16 .

1604-1605 / Shah Abbas I the Great begins deporting the Armenians to 
Iran on a large scale. New-Djulfa is founded in Isfahan. 

1627 / Vagharshapat is organized into self-defended areas. The city gra¬ 
dually grows. Catholicos Movses II restores the dome of the Mother Church 
and its walls which, by order of Abbas I. were stripped of their stones. The 
material was taken to Iran when it was decided to move the cathedral. 
1635 / Catholicos Philippos I Aghbaketsi. has the churches of St. 
Hnp'sime and St. Gayane fully restored. 

1654-1658 The portico-bettower structure erected and attached to the 
west entrances of churches becomes widespread. Catholicos Philippos I 
Aghbaketsi constructs the first example at the entrance to the cathedral. 
The work is supervised by the architect Sahak Hizantsi and "Usta 
Movses" while the decorations are done by the goldsmith Zakar6. The 
church of St. Hnp'sime is restored. 

1664 / The belltower is decorated under the supervision of Step'anos 
Lehatsi. 

1677 / The Second Congress of Edjmiatzin is convened by Catholicos 
Hakob IV Djughaetsi with the aim of declaring the independence of Armenia. 
The Armenian Church is tending to draw ever closer to the Church of Rome. 
The Pope donates a patriarchal chair to Edjmiatzin (1697). 

1682 / Small cuspidate lanterns are added at the tops of the cathedral's 
three apses. 

1683 / A three-arched trasversal portico is built against the West wall of 
the church of St. Gayan6. 

1694 / The church of St. Shoghakat' is built in Vagharshapat on the site 
of an eariy-Chnstian building (4th-5th century). The complex is surrounded 
by a defensive wall, part of which survives. 

18th century / The intenor of the cathedral is adorned with decorations 
and frescoes by the painters Hakob. Harut’yun and Hovnan Hovnat'anian. 
1708 ’ Catholicos (Y)Eghazar I Aynt'apetsi begns further restoration work on 
the church of St. HnpSrrte. A residential buittng is erected dose to the church. 
1776 / With the approval of Catholicos Simeon I (Y)Erevantsi. Bishop 
M(S)krtitch builds an enclosure wall with towers and two gates around the 
church of St. Hrip'sim6. All that survives today are the western and 
northern parts, built in basalt and rough bricks. 

1790 / Catholicos Ghukas I Karnetsi builds a belltower above the portico 
(1653) of the church of St. Hrip'sime. 

1842 / In his book " The Construction of the Cathedral of Edjmiatzin and 
the Five Provinces of Ayrarat", the historian H. Shahkhat'uniants men¬ 
tions. for the first time, the inscriptions of the church of St. Hrip’sime. 
1869 / The buildings of the patriarchal seat and of the museum against 
the East side of tire cathedral are erected. 

1876 / Kondakov visits Armenia and writes descnptions of the church of 
St. Hrip'sime and other monuments. 

1880 / With contributions from Khatchik Dzuntulmian, a rich Armenian 
merchant living in India, Catholicos Ghukas builds a belltower alongside 
the west entrance to the church of St. Hrip’sim6. 

1881 / At the 5th Archaeological Congress held at Tiflis. the architect 
Avdee presents a paper on the churches of Armenia and Georgia. 

1889 / Catholicos M(e)krtitch I (Khnmian Haynk) undertakes restoration 
work on churches in Vagharshapat. 

20th century / During excavation works started at the beginning of the 
century, the remains of a church in the form of a hall with apses and an 
adjacent baptismal apse (5th century) are discovered in an area near the 
church of St Shoghakat'. A second similar church (also 5th century) is 
uncovered during excavations beneath the defensive walls of the church 
of St. Hrip'sime. 

1936 / The Committee for the Protection of Historical Monuments of the 
Republic of Armenia undertakes restoration and rebuilding works in 
Vagharshapat. 

1945 / The government changes the name of the city from Vagharshapat 
to Edjmiatzin. 

1955-1994 During the Catholicate of Vasgen I, restoration work and 
fresh excavations are undertaken on the Mother Church. The Gandzaran 
Museum is built. Printing office is updated. Embellishment works are done 
on the patnarchal seat and on the Dchemaran. The monastic complex 
and the churches of Edjmiatzin are maintained and restored. 

1970 / A new city-planning scheme is drawn up for Edimiatzm to com¬ 
plete the one devised in the forties and fifties. The original "planning sche¬ 
me" defined in the theophanic vision of St. Gregory the Illuminator is 
abandoned once and for all.

Mariuccia and Onnik Manoukian and the 
armenian community of Milan. Restoration work begins on other churches 
in Vagharshapat.

april 5, 1995 / The Catholicos of the Armenians of Cilicia, Garegin II, is 
elected Catholicos of All Armenians, with his patriarcal see at Edjmiatzin.

The Churches of Vagharshapat: typological considerations 
Le chiese di Vagharshapat: considerazioni tipologiche

The Christian religious buildings that lie within the urban territory of Vagharshapat can be seen as 
original and characteristic examples of the building-types which were developed in the formative 
period of Armenian architecture (IV-VII cent.). This is due to the particular nature of their plans and 
volumetric structure. These building-types can be found in several later works of Armenian religious 
architecture, as it evolved over the following centuries. 

The reason for such a concentration of buildings with an interesting typological variety in 
Vagharshapat lies with the very nature of the town, which had become the heart of Armenian 
Christianity. Indeed it was there that St. Gregory the Illuminator built and consecrated the "Mother 
Church" which still represents today the Cathedral of the Catholicos of all Armenians, despite 
successive transformations and renovations. 


Gli edifici religiosi cristiani che si trovano nell'ambito del territorio urbano di 
Vagharshapat. per le particolari caratteristiche delie loro planimetrie e della 
loro struttura volumetrica possono essere considerati esemplificativi delle 
originali e caratteristiche tipologie volumetrico-spaziali elaborate nel perio- 
do formativo dell'architettura armena (IV-VII sec.). Tali tipologie possono 
essere ritrovate in successive opere dell'architettura religiosa armena, cosi 
come si 6 sviluppata nei secoli successivi all'invasione araba. 

II motivo di un simile concentrarsi a Vagharshapat di edifici dotati di una 
interessante variety tipologica e da ricercarsi nelle caratteristiche che que¬ 
sts citta ha assunto, di luogo centrale della cristianita armena. In questo 
luogo infatti fu costruita e consacrata da S. Gregorio llluminatore la 
“Chiesa Madre" che, pur attraverso rielaborazioni e ricostruzioni successi¬ 
ve costituisce tuttora la Chiesa Cattedrale del Catholicos di tutti gli Armeni. 


Edjmiatzin Cathedral, IV, V, VII, XVII-XVIII cent. 

The "Mother Church" of Edjmiatzin (which, in Armenian, is called "the place where the Only-Begotten 
came together") was built at the beginning of the IV century. It was placed in a central position, at 
the orthogonal cross-roads of the two main arteries of Vagharshapat, which run north-south and 
east-west, in the vicinity of modern-day Komitas Square. The building is surrounded by a fortified, 
rectangular wall with semicircular defensive towers at each corner and a series of entrances on each 
of the sides of the rectangle (fig. 2). Over the centuries, a series of buildings functional to the 
requirements of the Patriarchal See were added to the space within this walled enclosure. On the 
northern side of the cathedral lies the residence of the bishop (fig. 9-6); the veharan and the 
ganzatun lie on the western side (fig. 9-5, 9-4), the seghanatun, the matenadaran and the 
ghazarapat on the South side (fig. 9-14, 15, 16), and the printing press, the auxiliary buildings and 
the cells of the brethren lie on the East side (fig. 9-23, 9-11,9-7, 8, 9).

Nel corso dei secoli lo spazio all'in- 
terno di questa cinta muraria si arricchisce di una serie di edifici funzionali 
alle esigenze della Sede Patriarcale. In corrispondenza della parete Nord 
troviamo le residenze vescovili (fig. 9-6), sul lato Ovest il veharan ed il gan¬ 
zatun (fig. 9-5, 9-4), sul lato Sud il seghanatun, il matenadaran ed il gha¬ 
zarapat (fig. 9-14. 15, 16), e sul lato Est la tipografia, gli edifici ausiliari e le 
celle dei confratelli (fig. 9-23, 9-11,9-7, 8, 9).

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The church has a central, dome-covered plan with four conchs. and its external perimeter is a 
square with a protruding apse on each of i:s four sides. The shape of these apses is polygonal 
outside, but semicircular inside. The dome rests on four free-standing, cross-shaped pillars that 
define a square space at the center of the church. 

The church of St. John (S. Hovhannes) in Bagaran (VII cent.), which stood at a bend in the river 
Akhurian South-East of Ani, now completely destroyed, was the only other example of such a plan, 
with a dome resting on free-standing pillars. The four pillars defined a square which took up nearly 
all of the central space of the church, leaving only a narrow passage between the pillars and the 
apses as a sort of ambulatory (fig. 18-2). 

This building-type was then adopted for some late works of the XIX century, such as the Church of 
the Mother of God (S. Astvatzatzin) in Shusi (XIX cent.), in the Republic of Gharabagh, and the Main 
Church in the monastery of St. Thaddeus (S. T'adeosi Vank\ XIX cent.), in Iranian Azerbaijan. 

The plan-type of the churches of Edjmiatzin and Bagaran evolved into the solution which can be 
found in the churches of St. John (S. Hovhannes) in Mastara (V-VI cent., fig. 18-3, 32, 33), and of 
St. Gregory (S. Grigor) in Haridchavank’ (VII cent., fig. 18-5, 34, 35), both dating from the formative 
period of Armenian architecture, and also in the church known as "Dome church" (Kumbet’ K'ilise, 
X cent., fig. 18-8, 36, 37), and in the Cathedral of the Holy Apostles (S. Arak'elots, X cent.), both in 
Kars, dating from the mature period (IX-XIV cent.). The type of solution adopted in these churches 
abandons the free-standing central pillars: the dome rests, via a system of squinch arches, directly 
upon the outer walls. These still form a tetraconch, with a conch-shaped apse protruding from each 
of the four sides of the central square, as before. Due to the absence of pillars, the interior space is 
totally free of any interruption or limitation. It can therefore express to the full the characteristic 
alternation of semicircular vaulted apses and two-sided corner spaces. These corners define the 
square of the church's plan and bear the load of the dome, which covers the whole of the central 
space, via a prismatic drum, which in turn rests on the conical squinches above each of the corners.

Una evoluzone della tipologia plammetnca propna dene chiese di

(S. Hovhannes) a Mastara (fig. 18-3, 32.33) e cfc S. Gregono (S. Gngor) ad 
Haridchavank' (fig. 18-5, 34, 35). sempre appartenenti al penodo forma- 
tivo dell'architettura armena (IV - VII sec.), e delie chiese di Kumbet' K'ilise 
(fig. 18-8.

This building reached us nearly intact in its original form. It constitutes a fulfillment of the tetraconch 
type: a dome-covered, square central space with four apses protruding from it. These are 
semicircular on the inside and polygonal on the outside. The interior space is characterised by the 
alternation of the semicircular apses and the dihedral recesses of the corners of the square. The 
apses are covered by half-domes whereas the recesses are topped by conical squinches. These, 
together with a further eight smaller squinches, form the geometric link between the square plan and 
the hemispherical surface of the dome, which is one of the largest of all armenian domes. On its 
underside, sixteen false ribs in groups of four form the arms of a cross which extend along the North- 
South and East-West axes of the church. On the outside, the bulk of the building rises three steps 
above ground and its profile exactly follows the articulation of the interior spaces. The building 
culminates in the large octagonal prismatic drum, topped by a pyramidal roof.

La chiesa, prima dl una successiva serie di edifici religiosi del complesso 
monastico, ha pianta tetraconca con absidi a perimetro poligonale ester- 
no sporgenti dai quattro lati del vano quadrato centrale. L'ambiente inter- 
no nsulta allungato nel senso dell'asse Est-Ovest per la presenza di pic- 
coli bracci interposti tra il vano centrale e le absidi semicircolari Est ed 
Ovest.

This church is the first of a series of religious buildings that form the monastic complex. Its plan is a 
tetraconch with a polygonal apse protruding from each of the sides of the central square space. The 
interior is elongated along the East-West axis due to small transepts placed between the central 
space and the eastern and western apses. The oriental apse is flanked to the South by a square 
space, whereas a passage through the South-Western corner connects with a chapel consisting of 
a single nave and an apse. The existing dome, ribbed on the outside and resting on a polygonal 
drum of sixteen sides, was added in medieval times.

The church at present lies in ruins, isolated in the middle of a deserted plain in the region of Kars. 
The building is of the tetraconch type, with apses protruding from the square base, forming an 
interior where the alternating semicircular apses and dihedral corners are nearly the same width. The 
drum, which used to support the large dome, rests on the outside walls via conical squinches that 
are decorated with high-reliefs showing the symbols of the four Evangelists. The corners between 
semicircular and dihedral recesses, on the ether hand, are decorated with small polystyle columns 
bearing elaborate capitals. On the outside, the building maintains a profile of rectangular projections, 
since the outer walls of the apses form a rectangular perimeter; the stone cladding of the walls is 
now almost entirely missing.

La chiesa, posta sulla riva del fiume Kars, nell’antica regione del 
Vaspourakan orientate, e giunta a noi integra, attraverso le alterne vicen- 
de di trasformazioni in moschea e poi in museo. Si tratta di un edifico 
tetraconco con grande vano centrale ed absidi sporgenti, dal profilo ester- 
no irregolarmente poligonale. L'abside maggiore e fiancheggiata da cap- 
pelle rettangolari, di probabile aggiunta posteriore. L'ampio vano centrale 
6 coperto da cupola sorgente su tamburo cilindrico retto da otto archi a 
tutto sesto.

This church lies on a bank of the river Kars, in the ancient region of eastern Vaspourakan. It has 
reached us in good condition due to successive transformations, into a mosque first and then into 
a museum. It is a tetraconch building with a large central hall and protruding apses that show an 
irregularly polygonal profile on the outside. The main apse is flanked by rectangular chapels which 
were probably added later. The large central hall is covered by a dome which rests on a cylindrical 
drum carried by eight round arches. The cylindrical drum bears an interesting decoration on the 
outside, where twelve filled arches resting on pairs of small columns carry bas-reliefs of the twelve 
apostles. At the end of the XIX century, low buildings were added to each of the protruding apses, 
but without altering the legibility of the building’s exterior.

The church dedicated to St. Hrip'sime was built in 618 under the direction of the Catholicos 
Komitas, on the site of a chapel containing the resting place of the Saint, who was martyred along 
with her thirty-two sisterly companions after the flight from Rome to Armenia. The rnartyrion is now 
located under the church's North-Eastern chapel. 

The religious complex is situated in the eastern part of the town of Vagharshapat, only a few hundred 
meters away from the Patriarchal See. near tne road to Erevan. 

The structure of the plan of this church follows the tetraconch type with semicircular niches lying on 
the diagonal axes. The earliest example of this type is the church of St. John (St. Hovhannes) in Avan 
(VII cent.). The plan’s complex articulation is inscribed in a compact wall casing which produces a 
perfectly quadrangular base on the outside and in no way betrays the layout of the inside spaces. 
Apart from the central dome-covered space, these consist of four further chapels that occupy the 
corners of the quadrangular base of the church. They are accessible via passages placed in the 
cylindrical recesses along the diagonal axes (fig. 40). 

In the case of St. Hrip'sime and other later religious buildings which we shall describe further on. the 
compact external shape is interrupted by deep dihedral recesses that rise up vertically and resolve 
into conical squinches (fig. 51.52). These elements are absent from the earlier examples of this plan- 
type: the church of St. John at Avan, which we mentioned earlier, and the church of the Holy Sign 
(S. N(e)shan) of Tziranavor in Aramus (VI-VII cent.). 

These recesses are an original creation of Armenian architects, and they constitute a characteristic 
element in the appearance of the facades, to which they lend interesting chiaroscuro effects. But the 
recesses also have an important structural function. They "furrow" at the walls in places where their 
mass would have been excessive, thus providing them with a more homogeneous distribution and 
an increased elasticity in their structural function. The building therefore acquires a greater resistance 
to ociomic events which frequently hit Armena. 

Many examples of religious buildings with this kind of plan and with these dihedral recesses on the 
outer walls can be found all over the armeman territory. We can name as examples the churches 
of St. George (S. Gevorg) in Garnahovit (VII cent.), St. John (S. Hovhannes) in Sissian (Sissavan), (VII

Nel caso di S. Hnp’simd e di altn edifici ecclesiastici successivi che citere- 
mo piu avanti, il volume estemo. mdto compatto, e rllmato dalla presenza 
di profonde nicchie diedrlche sviluppate verticalmente e concluse da trom- 
be coniche (fig. 51, 52), che mancano invece nei primi esempi di questa 
tipologia planimetrica: il citato S. Giovanni di Avan (VI sec.), e la chiesa del 
S. Segno (S. N(e)shan) di Tziranavor ad Aramus (VI-VII sec.). 

Queste nicchie. creazione originate degli architelti armed, dire a costiluire 
un elemento caralterlstico del disegno delle facciate esterne. cui confen- 
scono interessanii efletti chiaroscurali. svdgono anche una importante fun- 
zione strutturale. Le nicchie intatti "tagliano’’ la muratura in corrispondenza 
di zone nve essa avrehhe avutn spessore eccessivo. garantendo una certa 
omogeneita degli spesson muran ed un com portamento piu elastico della 
struttura funzionale. die acqusisce cosi una rntgUore resistenza agli eventi 
sismici che frequentemente colpiscono il temtorio deirArmenia.

These last two churches only 
have two of the four corner chapels: those alongside the main apse. We can further mention the 
church of the Holy Mother of God (S. Astvatzatzin) in K’olatak (IX-X cent.). 

The simple geometry and the compact volume of the exterior of these sacred buildings gives them 
a pyramid-like upward thrust, thus creating a tension towards the apex of the dome, which rests on 
the polygonal ring above the cube-shaped body of the church. The church of St. Hrip’sime in 
particular represents an extraordinary example of the results of this kind of construction. 

This building type, with its outer shape marked by the dihedral recesses that partly allude to the 
internal distribution, can be considered an intermediate stage between the following two building 
types: that of St. John (S. Hovhannes) in Avan, where a compact, quadrangular wall casing lets 
nothing transpire about the complex internal distribution, and the type of church where the 
articulated, external perimeter corresponds more or less exactly to the lay-out of the internal 
spaces. 

Examples of this last type can be found in the church of the Convent of the Seven Doors (Okhte 
D(e)rnin Vank’) of V-VI cent., in the church of Tchakhmus (VII cent.), and in that of the Holy Mother 
of God (S. Astvatzatzin) in Sarakap (VII cent.). Mature examples of this typological category are the 
palatine church of the Holy Cross (S. Khatch) in Aght’amar (X cent.) and the church which is 
considered to be the prototype of the Holy Cross church in Aght’amar: the church of St. Edjmiatzin 
in Dzoradir (VI-VII cent.). 

Some churches that lie on Georgian territory also belong to this class of building: the Holy Cross in 
Djvari (VII cent.), and the churches of At'eni Sion and Djveli-Shuamta. In these buildings, both the 
polygonal external profile of the four apses and the group of four corner chapels clearly characterise 
the outline of the plan with their protrusions (fig. 68-71). The North and South elevations of these 
churches contain two very deep rectangular recesses that separate the volume of the four corner 
chapels from the unity of the main building's bulk.

This partially collapsed church stood in a wooded area to the North-East of the village of Mokhrenis. 
It is the only building left over from the monastic complex, which is still undergoing archaeological 
exploration, and it represents the oldest building of the tetraconch type with cylindrical niches lying 
on the diagonal axes. The arches of the conchs opening onto the central hall are in the shape of a 
horse-shoe, and so are the profiles in plan of the semicircular apses. The interior space is encased 
in thick walls whose external profile undulates so as to partially reflect the layout of the interior 
spaces.

The church stands on the edge of the village of Dzoradir. near the Turkish-lranian border. The plan 
is of the tetraconch type: an elongated cross, whose major axis follows the East-West direction, with 
an apse at the end of each of the four arms that extend the central space, and with cylindrical niches 
on the diagonal axes. The cylindrical niches in the eastern part lead to two small rectangular spaces 
that flank the main apse. In plan, the apses have a semicircular profile on the inside; on the outside, 
the North and South apses are polygonal; the eastern apse, together with its two lateral rectangular 
chapels, is contained within a rectangular wall casing marked by two deep dihedral recesses; the 
western apse, with the entrance to the church, is contained within a cubic wall casing. The original 
dome, which no longer exists, was replaced in the XVII century by a roof resting on two pairs of 
crossed arches. Due to its typological characteristics and the analogies of the plan, this church is 
considered to be the prototype of the later palatine church of Aght’amar.

Church of St. George (S. Gevorg) in Garnahovit, VII cent., 

Region of Aragatzot(e)n, Rep. of Armenia. 

This building stands at the centre of the village of Garnahovit. It is one of the best preserved 
examples of the tetraconch type, with cylindrical niches on the diagonal axes that lead to square 
chapels. The internal spaces are contained within a compact masonry casing with a perfectly 
rectangular plan. Each wall bears a pair of vertical dihedral recesses topped by conical squinches, 
thus reducing the mass of the walls on either side of each apse. The two entrances, in the West and 
South sides, are preceded by arched portals resting on pairs of semi-columns. The octagonal drum, 
with twelve windows, no longer carries the dome, of which only the first few circular runs remain. 
These rest directly on the drum without any element of horizontal separation, thus increasing the 
impression of verticality of the church's interior.

Church of St. John (S. Hovhannes) in Avan, VI-VII cent., 
urban territory of Erevan, Rep. of Armenia. 

The monumental ruins of this church, which was founded by the duophysite anticatholicos 
Hovhannes of Bagaran, lie in the ancient village of Avan, now part of the metropolitan area of the 
city of Yerevan. It is one of the oldest buildings of the tetraconch type, with cylindrical niches on the 
diagonal axes leading to four small corner chapels which, in this unique case, are also cylindrical. 
The roofing of the building, now almost totally lost, was probably comprised of a large dome over 
the central hall, flanked by four spherical vaults over the apses and four small domes over the 
cylindrical chapels. The absence of flat surfaces on the inside of the building contrasts with the four 
planes of the external walls, which lack even the recesses corresponding to the corner niches. The 
rectangular regularity of the building’s plan is thus increased by the flat walls of the elevations. Apart 
from the main door on the western fagade, with an arched portal topped by a triangular pediment, 
there are three further entrances to the church, two of which lie on the North-South axis. The 
parallelepiped of the church’s bulk stands several steps above ground level on a crepidoma, which 
is more noticeable on the Northern side.

Si tratta del piu 
anlico tra gli edifici del tipo lelracorico con nicchie cilmdriche sugli assi 
diagonal! che danno accesso a quattro ambienti angolari che. in quest'u- 
nico caso. presentano a loro volta una forma cilindrica. Le coperlure del- 
I'edificio. oggi quasi completamente perdute. erano presumibilmente 
costituite da una grande cupola sul vano centrate, affiancata dalle quattro 
calotte soprastanti le absidi, e da quattro cupoiette angolari soprastanti ai 
quattro ambienti cilindrici. In contrasto con I'assenza di superfici pane 
negli mlerni defl'edificio. quattro pareti esterne piane. pnve anche delle 
nentran/e determinate dalle nicchie angolari, concludono in alzato la ret- 
tangolare regolarita della pianta. Oltre alia porta principale sul prospetto 
Ovest, con un portale ad arco sormontato da un timpano triangolare, alln 
tre ingress!, due dei quali posti sull'asse Nord - Sud, danno accesso alia 
chiesa. la cut compatta massa parallelepipeds si innalza su un crepidoma 
a piu gradini, maggiormente evidenziato sul lato Nord.

Church of St. John (S. Hovhannes) a. k. a. Sissavan, a Sissian, VII cent., 

Region of Syunik', Rep. of Armenia. 

It stands within the perimeter of an ancient cemetery, near the town of Sissian. This church belongs 
to the tetraconch type, with cylindrical niches on the diagonal axes and four corner chapels, two of 
which (the eastern ones) bear an apse. The interior space is characterised by a pronounced upward 
tension, due to the absence of any demarcation between the load-bearing structure, the drum and 
the dome. 

The exterior volume, which stands on a stylobate of three steps, has recently undergone careful 
restoration. Each fagade contains a couple of deep dihedral recesses. The drum is topped by a 
conical pinnacle, and bears twelve filled arches resting on pairs of small, engaged columns. Many 
monograms of master builders are carved into the stones of the external cladding.

Church of the Holy Sign (S. N(e)shan) of Tziranavor in Aramus, VI-VII cent., 

Region of Kotayk', Rep. of Armenia. 

This church lies 11 km. North-East of the chjrch of St. John in Avan. Only part of the eastern apse 
and portions of other walls remain, after having been uncovered during restoration work. The 
building was a tetraconch with small cylindrical niches on the diagonal axes leading to four 
rectangular corner chapels. The interior was enclosed in a parallelepiped of compact masonry with 
flat external walls, resting on a stylobate with two steps. As in other buildings of the same type, the 
church’s main axis was elongated due to the greater length of the vaulted arms linking the central 
space and the East and West apses.

Chiesa dei SS. Traduttori (T'argmantchats Varik') ad Aygeshat, 

VII sec., Regione di Armavir, Rep. di Armenia. 

I resti di questa chiesa, parte di un complesso monastico dedicato ai Santi 
Traduttori ed ora scomparso, si trovano nel villaggio di Aygeshat, pochi 
chilometn a Nord di Edjmiatzin. Essi permettono di stabilire che la chiesa 
apparteneva al tipo tetraconco con nicchie cilindriche sugli assi diagona- 
li, attraverso le quali si accedeva alle quattro cappelline angolari, di pianta 
quadrata. All'esterno I'edificio si presentava come un compatto parallele- 
pipedo sorgente da uno stilobate di tre gradini, con le quattro pareti ver¬ 
tical alleggente da una coppia di profonde nicchie a fondo piatto. Un tam- 
buro ottagonale sosteneva la cupola, coperta da una cuspide piramidale. 
Gli scavi condotti nel 1945 hanno permesso di accertare che la chiesa 
aveva due ingressi, a Sud ed a Ovest. 


Church of the Holy Translators (T’argmantchats Vank’) in Aygeshat, VII cent., 

Region of Armavir, Rep. of Armenia. 

The ruins of this church lie in the village of Aygeshat. a few kilometres North of Edjmiatzin. It was part 
of a monastery dedicated to the Holy Translators, which no longer exists. The remains help to 
establish that the church was of the tetraconch type with cylindrical niches on the diagonal axes, 
leading to four small square corner chapels. On the outside, the building appeared as a compact 
parallelepiped standing on a stylobate of three steps. The four external walls were made lighter by 
pairs of deep, flat-faced recesses. An octagonal drum supported the dome, which was topped by 
a pyramidal pinnacle. The excavation work carried out in 1945 established that the church had two 
entrances, on the northern and western sides.

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Church of the Holy Cross (S. Khatch), on the Island of Aght’amar, X cent., 

Vilayet' of Van, Historic Armenia. 

This palatine church stands on the island of Aght’amar. near the southern edge of lake Van. It was 
built on behalf of king Gaghik I of Vaspurakan between 915 and 921 by the architect Manuel. The 
plan is of the cross type with four apses and cylindrical corner niches, two of which lead to corner 
chapels flanking the eastern apse. The almost circular base of the drum rests on the square central 
hall and supports the pinnacled dome. As in the case of the church of St. Edjmiatzin in Dzoradir, the 
external perimeter of the building corresponds to the articulation of the interior spaces. The inside 
walls still bear frescoes inspired by episodes from the New Testament, whereas the outside walls 
show a rich sculptural decoration representing human figures, plant motifs and scenes from the Old 
Testament. The church was part of a vast complex including the royal palace, the patriarchal see, 
other chapels and civil buildings.

La chiesa palatina che sorge sull'isola dl Aght'amar presso la riva meri- 
dionale del lago di Van venne fatta costruire dal re Gaghik I del Vaspurakan 
fra II 915 ed il 921. ad opera dell'architetto Manuel. La pianta e del tipo a 
croce quadriabsidata con nicchie angolari cilindriche, due delle quali 
danno accesso a cappelle angolari che affiancano I'abside orlentale. Sul 
vano quadrato centrale si imposta la base del tamburo di forma quasi cir- 
colare che regge la cupola con rivestimento cuspidato. Come nel caso 
della chiesa di S. Ed|iniatzin di Dzoradir, il perimetro esterno dell'edificio 
corrisponde all'articolarsi degli ambient! interni. Le pareti interne conser- 
vano affreschi ispirati ad episodi del Nuovo Testamento. mentre le super- 
fid esterne presentano una ricca ornamentazione scultorea con rappre- 
sentazione di personaggi, motivi fitomorfici e scene dal Vecchio 
Testamento. La chiesa faceva parte di un vasto complesso comprenden- 
te il palazzo reale. la sede patriarcale, altre cappelle ed edifici civili.

Chiesa della S. Croce detta di Djvari a Kartlia (VII sec.) distretto di 
T'elavi, Rep. di Georgia. 

La chiesa di Djvari fu eretta per volere di Stefano, signore della Kartlia. su 
un alto sperone alia confluenza dei fiumi Mrkhvan e Aragvi, dove nel primo 
periodo del cristianesimo era stata innalzata una croce di legno. L’editcio 
appartiene alia tipologla architettonica del quadriconco con grande cupo¬ 
la, quattro camere angolari e nicchie semicilindriche di passaggio. analo- 
gamente a cib che si riscontra nelle simili tipologie armene. All'esterno le 
quattro absidi sporgono leggermente dal perlmetro rettangolare, mentre le 
cappelle angolari risultano addossate e sembrano addirittura aggiunte in 
un periodo successivo. Si puo pensare che la chiesa presentasse origi- 
nariamente una pianta cruciforme. 


Church of the Holy Cross, a. k. a. of Djvari in Kartlia (VII cent.), 

District of T’elavi, Rep. of Georgia. 

The church of Djvari was built by will of Steven, lord of Kartlia, on a high spur at the confluence of 
the rivers Mrkhavi and Aragavi, on the site where a wooden cross had been raised in the first period 
of Christianity. The building belongs to the architectural type of the tetraconch with a large dome, 
four corner chapels and semicircular passages, analogous to similar Armenian church-types. On the 
outside, the four apses protrude slightly from the rectangular perimeter, whereas the corner chapels 
appear to rest against the main building, or even seem to have been added in a later period. It could 
appear that the church originally had a cross-shaped plan.

L'edificio ripete, in scala molto ridotta, il modello Djvari ma, mancando qui 
le quattro camerette angolan, si verifica una corrispondenza tra il giustap- 
porsi degli ambienti interni ed il perimetro murario esterno. 

Grande chiesa cupolata del complesso monastico di Djveli - 
Shuamta a Kakhet'ia (VII sec.) distretto di T'elavi, Rep. di Georgia. 

La grande chiesa cupolata richiama per la tipologia della sua composizio- 
ne architettonica I'esempio della chiesa della S. Croce di Djvari. Anche in 
questa chiesa gli ingressi sono situati sull'asse Nord-Sud come ad Aieni 
Sion. Le absidi posle in corrispondenza dei lati Est ed Ovest presentano 
un diametro maggiore rispetto alle altre due, particolarita che nell'archi;et- 
tura georgiana si verifica solo in questo caso. Le cappelle angolari hanno 
pianta quadrata. Nell'alzato, II passaggio dal quadrato centrale alia base 
circolare del tamburo awiene attraverso trombe coniche poste su due 
livelll. Nella parete del tamburo si trovano quattro finestre che illuminano 
I'interno della chiesa. insieme con una piccoia apertura in corrispondenza 
dell'abside orientate. 


Minor Dome Church in the Monastery of Djveli-Shuamta in Kakhet’ia (VII cent.), 

District of T’elavi, Rep. of Georgia. 

This small church with a central plan stands North-West of the Djveli-Shuamta convent, near the 
main city of T’elavi. The building reproduces the model of Djvari, but on a much smaller scale, and 
due to the lack of corner chapels, the external perimeter of the walls follows the layout of the interior 
spaces. 


Large Dome Church in the Monastery of Djveli-Shuamta in Kakhet’ia (VII cent.), 

District of T'elavi, Rep. of Georgia. 

This large dome-covered church resembles the church of the Holy Cross in Djvari, due to its type of 
architectural composition. This church also has both entrances on the north-south axis, as in Ateni 
Sion. The apses at the East and West ends of the building have a larger diameter than the other two; 
this characteristic represents an isolated case in Georgian architecture. The corner chapels have 
square plans. In elevation, the transition from central square to circular drum is made via two levels 
of conical squinches. The church’s interior is illuminated by four windows in the drum and a small 
aperture in the eastern apse.

La chiesa. situata nella valle del torrente Tana, a died chilometri dalla citta 
di Gori. ripete la struttura e la pianta della chiesa di Djvari. Presenta la par- 
ticolanta di avere i due ingressi situati sull'asse Nord-Sud. L'interno con- 
serva affreschi eseguiti nel 1080. mentre le superfici esterne sono arric- 
chite da notevoli bassorilievi con figure fortemente stilizzate, i piu interes- 
santi dei quali si trovano sulla facciata Est. Una iscrizione in armeno sulla 
zoccolatura della facciata meridionals, ricorda I’architetto armeno 
T'odosak e diverse maestranze armene. come Aharon. Gevorg. Grigor ed 
altri. 


Church of Ateni Sion in Kartlia (VII cent.), District of Gori, Rep. of Georgia. 

This church, which stands in the valley of the Tana torrent ten kilometres from the town of Gori, 
reproduces the structure and the plan of the church of Djvari. It shows the particular characteristic 
of having both entrances on the North-South axis. The inside still bears the frescoes dating from 
1080, whereas the external surfaces are decorated with remarkable bas-reliefs of highly stylised 
figures, the more interesting of which are on the eastern fagade. An inscription in Armenian on the 
base of the southern fagade names the Armenian architect T’odosak and various Armenian masters, 
such as Aharon, Gevorg, Grigor and others.

II complesso monastico di Martvili 6 posto su di un'altura che domina la 
fertile pianura in prossimita del fiume Zeben-Zkali, a Nord-Est della citta di 
Kutaisi. La chiesa principals del convento e caratterizzata da una impo- 
stazione cruciforme quadriconca con camerette angolari ed e in stretta 
analogia con quella di Djvari. Durante i secoli la chiesa ha subito diverse 
trasformazioni ed alterazioni. La cupola e stata interamente rifatta e le 
superfici eslerne sono state trasformate per dare alia costruzione I'aspet- 
to delle chiese rettangolari cupolate del tardo medioevo georgiano. 

Del rimanente complesso sussistono una parte della torre, una piccoia 
chiesa cupolata cruciforme a due piani, I'attuale campanile ed una serie di 
edifici ausiliari del XIX sec. 


Church of Martvili in Mingrelia (X-XIX cent.), District of Gegetchkori, Rep. of Georgia. 

The Martvili monastery stands on high ground above the fertile plain by the river Zeben-Zkali, North- 
East of the town of Kutaisi. The main church of the convent is a tetraconch with a cross-shaped plan 
and small corner chapels, very similar to that of Djvari. Throughout the centuries, the church has 
undergone several transformations and alterations. The dome has been completely rebuilt and the 
outside walls have been transformed in order to make the church resemble the dome-covered 
rectangular churches of the late Georgian middle-ages. 

Of the rest of the complex, only part of the tower, a small cross-shaped, two-storey church with a 
dome, the present-day bell-tower and a series of nineteenth-century auxiliary buildings still stand. 



Church of St. Gayane, VII cent. 

This church, with a cross-shaped plan inscribed in a rectangular hall, was built between 630 and 
641 by the Catholicos (Y)Ez(e)r. It lies South of the patriarchal complex of St. Edjmiatzin, a few 
hundred meters away. It was dedicated to St. Gayane, one of the thirty-two martyred companions 
of St. Hrip'sime. 

The inscribed cross of the body terminates with a central apse flanked by two square chapels, one 
on either side. It is entirely contained within the rectangular perimeter of the walls and rises a few 
steps above the ground on a crepidoma (fig. 74). The dome rests on four massive free-standing 
pillars with articulated sections, placed at the corners of the central square. Overhead, above each 
pillar, the edges of the main vault intersect those of the transversal North-South vault linking the side- 
doors of the church. 

The design of a cross inscribed within a rectangular hall gives rise to this building-type, to which 
St. Gayane belongs. The gabled roofs over the vaults intersect the octagonal drum topped with the 
pinnacled roof of the central dome in such a way that the cross of the plan is clearly visible on the 
outside. 

The main entrance, to the West, faces the apse at the opposite end of the church along the main 
axis. It is now preceded by a portico which was added in the XVII century, and which extends 
sideways along and beyond the entire width of the fagade (fig. 75). 

During what is known as the formative period of Armenian architecture, there was a tendency to 
integrate the functional and symbolic qualities of the two previous building-types within a more 
complex organism. Churches such as St. Gayane, that show a complete synthesis between the 
cross and the rectangle, demonstrate how the Armenian architects succeeded in combining the 
dome of the central plan with the barrel vault of the longitudinal plan.

La cupola e sostenula da quattro massicci pilastri liberi di 
sezione articolata, posti in corrispondenza degli assi geometrici del nucleo 
quadrato centrale, vertlcalmente al quale awiene I’incrocio tra le volte 
della navata principale e le volte trasversali che coprono parte delle nava¬ 
te laterali. sovrastando i due ingressi lateral! posti in corrispondenza del- 
I'asse Nord-Sud della chiesa. 

Si realizza cost lo schema a croce iscritta in sala rettangolare che caratte- 
rizza la tipologia a cui appartiene la chiesa di S. Gayane. Lo schema cru- 
ciforme appare nettamente evidenziato all'esterno da) gioco delle coper- 
ture a falde su timpani triangolari che ncoprono le volte interne e si incro- 
ciano in corrispondenza del tamburo ottagonale con copertura cuspidata. 
proprio della cupola centrale della chiesa. 

L'ingresso principale, che si apre sul lato Ovest in asse con Pabside posta 
al centra della parete opposta, e ora preceduto da un portico che si 
estende lateralmente oltre la larghezza della facciata principale. e che 
costituisce un'aggiunta del XVII secolo (fig. 75).

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This combination was achieved by creating a structural continuity between the longitudinal side walls 
and the four massive pillars of the cross. These elements conferred on the interior of the church a 
different character, by separating the atrium, the central dome-covered space and the eastern part 
of the church which contains the often raised presbytery apse. 

The cross-shaped architectural type spread thanks to the Byzantine emperor Heraclius, who was of 
Armenian origin. He attempted, with the help of the Catholicos (Y)Ez(e)r, in the first half of the VII 
century, to combine the different meanings which the Holy Cross possessed in both the Armenian 
and the Byzantine Churches. He chose this symbol of the cross in order to express the fundamental 
concept of the Armenian church. Once the political situation had changed in Armenia, the layout of 
the inscribed cross was abandoned and made way for the more wide-spread type of the dome- 
covered basilica. Notable exceptions to this change are the Ani Cathedral (considered to be more a 
dome-covered basilica) and the church of Holy Mary Mother of God (S. Maryam Astvatzatzin), in 
Gharabagh, which was built between 1902 and 1907, whose plan is a late, stylised copy of the 
Gayane church. 

Nevertheless, there are many remarkable examples of church buildings that follow the same type of 
plan as St. Gayane: the vast Cathedral of Bagavan (VII cent.), South-East of Agri. which 
unfortunately no longer stands (fig. 81), the Cathedral of Mren (VII cent.) in the Kars district, near the 
Turkish border with Armenia, and the church in Tzromi (VII cent.) in Georgia (fig. 82).

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Basilica of Bagavan in Diadjn (Utchk’kilise), VII cent., Vilayet' of Agri, Historic Armenia. 

This vast basilica, which today is completely destroyed, was built between 631 and 639 on behalf 
of the anticatholicos (Y)Ez(e)r by the architect Israyel Goraghdchetsi. It was. by size, the greatest 
building in the architecture of ancient Armenia. The basilica had three aisles and a dome, and 
belonged to the building-type of a cross inscribed in a rectangle. The four massive, articulated 
central pillars, which supported the drum ard the dome, divided the nave into three successive 
bays. The major aisle led to the central semicircular apse, whereas the two side aisles led to two 
square spaces, each ending with an apse. 

On the outside of the building, which stood on a stylobate of two steps, the cross-shaped roofing 
revealed the intersection of the main nave and the transversal vaults of the central bay. The low 
profile of the octagonal drum rose above the crossing, topped by a pyramidal pinnacle. 

On the eastern side, a triple polygonal protrusion corresponded to the internal spaces of the central 
apse, with three windows, and of the apses of the two side chapels, with one window each. Five 
doors gave access to the church, one of which at the centre of the western fagade, and a pair for 
both the North and the South side. 


Cathedral (Kat’oghike) in Mren, VII cent., Vilayet' of Kars, Historic Armenia. 

The cathedral stands isolated in open countryside, surrounded by the ruins of the destroyed town 
of Mren, a short distance from the village of Duzghetchit and to the present border between Armenia 
and Turkey. An inscription carved on the Western fagade dates the construction to the years 
between 629 and 640. It was built by the general and governor Davit' Shaharouni in a period that 
saw the return under Christian rule of populations which had long been subjected to the domination 
of the Sasanids. 

The building, in relatively good condition except for the crumbled South-Western corner, is a basilica 
with three aisles and a dome. The elongated rectangular plan ends with the pentagonal protrusion 
of the main apse, which is illuminated by three windows. The side chapels and their apses, on the 
other hand, are contained within the basic rectangle. 

On the inside, the drum containing four windows rests above the square space defined by four 
articulated pillars, which are connected by round arches. The drum carries the dome, whose 
curvature is underlined by the presence of eight ribs. The building’s exterior, which is dominated by 
the tall, pinnacled, octagonal drum, reveals the four arms of the cross inscribed in the rectangle, 
through the interplay of their gabled roofs.

Sul fianco onentate una tnpfcce sporgenza poligonate comspondeva agli 
spazi interni dell'abside centrale. illuminata da tre finestre. e delle absidi 
delle cappelle laterali, dotate di una singola finestra. Cinque porte davano 
accesso alia chiesa. una delle quali posta ai centre della facciata Ovest 
mentre le altre. due per ciascun lato. erano pralieate net fianchi Nord e Sud 

Cattedrale (Kat'oghike) di Mren, VII sec.. 

Vilayet* di Kars, Armenia Storica. 

La cattedrale si trova ora isolate in aperta campagna, circondata dai resti 
della citta distrutta di Mren, a breve distanza dal villaggio di Duzghetchit e 
dall'attuale confine armeno-turco. lln'iscrizione scolpita sulla facciata 
Ovest permetle di datarne la costruzione tra gli anni 629 e 640. per opera 
del generate e governalore Davit* Shaharouni. in un periodo che segnava 
il ritorno sotto it potere enstiano di popolazioni lungamente soggette al 
dommio dei Sasanidi. 

L'edifoo, relativamente ancora m buono stato di conservazione. se si 
eccettua il crollo deilo spigolo Sud-Ovest. presenta un impianto basilicaie 
a tre navate con cupola. La ptanta rettangolare allungata presenta sul lato 
onentale la sporgenza. a penmetro pentagonale aperto da tre tinestre. def- 
I’abside maggiore. Le cappeHe laterali absidate risultano invece contenu- 
te nel rettangolo di base. 

All'interno. sul vano quadrato delimitato da quattro pilastn articolati e coi- 
legati da archi a lutto sesto, si appoggia il tamburo aperto da quattro fine¬ 
stre e sormontato da una cupola la cui curvatura risuita evidenzlata daiia 
presenza di otto nervature a rilievo. 

II volume esterno, dominato dall’emergere dell'alto tamburo ottagonale 
cuspidato. evidenzia nel gioco delle coperture a spioventi i quattro bracci 
della croce inscrltta nel rettangolo.

E' stata 
costruita in pietra calcarea e calcestruzzo con planimetria a croce inscrit- 
la in un rettangolo; al centro quattro pilastri crucifonni liberi sorreggono un 
tamburo ottagonale e la cupola che all'esterno e inglobata in una cuspide 
lignea attualmente semi distrutta.

Chiesa di Tzromi a Kartlia, VII sec., 

Distretto di Hashuri, Rep. di Georgia. 

Questa grande chiesa. situata nel villaggio omonimo. presents una plani¬ 
metria del tipo a croce inscritta, e costituisce uno degli edifici piii signifi- 
cativi dell'architettura georgiana. L'interno 6 a tre navate, con vano cen¬ 
tral quadrate delimilato dai pilastri che reggono il tamburo e la cupola 
(oggi perduta). L'abside, in corrispondenza del lato orientals della chiesa, 
e contenuta nello spessore del muro e fiancheggiata da due vam a pian- 
la quadrata. Sul fronte esterno della parete. due profonde nicchie trian- 
golari delimitano con la loro rientranza le dimension! del vano absidale. 

Di particolare interesse 6 II portico-nartece addossato alia facciata Ovest 
con due torrl scalan e sovrastanti. 


Church of Holy Mary Mother of God (St. Maryam Astvatzatzin) in Arak’yul (Arak’yal), XX cent. 
Region of Hadrut', Rep. of Gharabagh. 

This church was built between 1902 and 1907 by an architect from Tbilisi. It stands on a small hill 
at the centre of the ancient village of Arak’yul, two km North-West of Shinategh, in Gharabagh. It 
was built in limestone and concrete and its plan is a cross inscribed in a rectangle; at the centre, four 
free-standing cross-shaped pillars support an octagonal drum and the dome which, on the outside, 
is covered by a wooden pinnacle, now partly destroyed. The semi-circular apse is flanked by two 
small chapels. The interior space is richly decorated and is illuminated by nine tall windows. The 
church has three entrances lying on the main axes. 


Church of Tzromi in Kartlia, VII cent., District of Hashuri, Rep. of Georgia. 

This large church, which stands in the village of the same name, has a plan of the type of an 
inscribed cross, and is one of the most significant buildings of georgian architecture. The inside 
consists of a nave with three aisles and a central square space defined by the pillars that support 
the drum and the dome (now lost). The apse, at the eastern end of the church, is contained within 
the thickness of the wall, and is flanked by two square chapels. On the outside of this wall, two deep 
triangular recesses mark the width of the apse. The portico-narthex, which rests against the western 
fagade, with two towers containing stairs to the tribune, is of particular interest.

Small Church with an Apsed Hall Near St. Hrip'sime, IV-V cent. 

This small church was discovered in February 1976 during excavation works close to the church of 
St. Hrip‘sim6, about 20 meters away, on the same axis. The remains of the walls that were 
uncovered are about 1 meter high and rise up from a stylobate of carefully polished tuff stone blocks 
(fig. 85). These walls belong to a building about m. 12 x 7.9 in plan, whose structure formed a hall 
with three bays ending in a protruding apse. The apse has a polygonal shape on the outside, but 
forms a horse-shoe on the inside. This church is thought to predate that of St. Hrip'sime and 
apparently belongs to the archaic period (tig. 83). The only entrance to the church is on the South 
side, in the first bay. There is no other information regarding further openings or construction details, 
due to the scarce remains found during the archaeological excavations. Most probably, two 
transversal arches rested on four pilasters along the inside walls, thus dividing the space into three 
bays, as can be seen in churches in bet:er condition and of the same type, such as in 
Shoghagavank' (V cent.), of which the North wall still stands, or in Djardjaris (V cent.), of which there 
is a fragment of the North wall, or the Holy Mother of God (S. Astvatzatzin) in P'arpi, also from the 
V century. 

The type of this small church is considered tc be one of the most wide-spread as far as Christian 
armenian buildings of the formative-archaic period are concerned (IV-V cent.). Church layouts with a 
hall and apse containing pilasters and transversal arches can also be found in the church in Batikian 
(IV-V cent.), with only one bay (fig. 84-2), in the church of Lusakert (IV-V cent.), in St. Hagop in 
Voskevaz (IV-V cent.), in that of Imirzek (V cent.), with two bays, in Dj(e)grashen (IV cent.), with three 
bays, and in Djardjaris (V cent.) and Pemzashen (V-VII cent.), both with four bays (fig. 84-14, 13). 
There is a variation on this type of plan, where the hall and apse are compressed into a perfectly 
rectangular wall casing that stands on a crepidoma of several steps. The earliest examples of this 
type of church are the one in T'alin (V cent.), St. Anania in P'or (VI-VII cent.), the Holy Cross (S. 
Khatch) in Aparan (IV-V cent.), the Holy Saviour (S. Amenap'rkitch) in Shenik (V cent.), all with three 
bays. 


Piccola chiesa a sala absidata presso S. Hrip'sime, IV - V sec. 

Quests piccola chiesa. scoperta nei febbraio 1976 durante scavi sul tern- 
torio adiacente alia chiesa di S. Hrip'sime. si trova a circa 20 mein ad Est 
di quest'ultima. posta sul suo stesso asse principals. I resti murari venuti 
alia luce, dell'altezza di circa 1 metro, sorgenli da uno stilobate realizzato 
in blocchi di tufo accuratamente levigati (fig. 85). appartengono ad un edi 
ficio. delle dimension! in pianta di m. 12 x 7.9 . con strutlura planimetries 
a sala absidata a tre campate. con abside sporgente poligonale all'ester- 
noeda ferro di cavatlo all'intemo, considerato di costruzione precedente 
a queiia di S. Hrip'sime ed apparteneme ai periodo accaico (fiy. 83).

Con molta probabilita sul quattro pllastri 
addossati alle pareti interne della chiesa, che la suddividono nelie tre cam¬ 
pate si appoggiavano due archi trasversi come 6 stato nscontrato in chie- 
se meglio conservate dello stesso tipo. come a Shoghagavank' (V sec.), 
di cm rimane la parete interna Nord. a Djard)aris (V sec.), di cui abbia 
mo un trammento della parete Nord. ed a P'arpi, con la S. Madre di Dw 
(S. Astvatzatzin), sempre del V sec. 

La tipologia di questa piccola chiesa viene conslderata come una tra le piu 
diffuse per cio che riguarda gli edifiici cristiam armeni del periodo formati 
vo-arcaico (IV-V sec ). Plammeirie a sala absidata con pilastri addossati 
che reggono archi trasversi si riscontrano. ollre che nelie chiese gia cita 
te, in quelle di Batikian (IV-V sec.), a campata unica (fig. 84-2). di Lusakert 
(IV-V sec.), di S Hagop a Voskevaz (IV-V sec.), di Imirzek (V sec ), a due 
campate. di D«e)grashen (IV sec.), a tre campate. e cfi Djardians (V sec.) e 
Pemzashen (V-VII sec.), che sono a quattro campate (fig. 84-14, 13). 
Esiste una variante di questo tipo di struttura planimetries, in cul la sala 
absidata risulta totalmenle compresa in un involucro murario a pianta per- 
fetlamente rettangolare. rialzato su un crepidoma a piu gradim Gli esein- 
pi piu antichl di questo tipo sono la chiesa di T'alin (V sec.), S. Anania di 
P'or (VI-VII sec.), S. Croce (S. Khatch) di Aparan (IV-V sec.).

Church with an apsed hall in Dj(e)rvezh, IV-V cent., Region of Kotayk', Rep. of Armenia. 

The remains of this small church were uncovered in the Sixties, during archeological excavations in 
the ancient cemetery of the village of Dj(e)rvezh. a few km East of Erevan. The church, of the apsed 
hall type, stood on a crepidoma of three steps, and it had an apse which appeared polygonal on the 
outside and semi-circular on the inside, with a slightly raised bema. 

The barrel vault is entirely missing and the stone cladding of the side walls only survives on the inside 
perimeter. 

Next to the North-Eastern corner stood an ancient stone stele, several steps above the ground on 
a raised base. This practice of placing archaic steles next to churches is rather frequent (cfr. for 
example the church with an apsed hall near Arudch Cathedral from the V cent., the church of 
St. Astvatzatzin in Avan from the V-VI cent., the Odzun basilica from the VI-VII cent.).

Church with an apsed hall in the Aparan complex, V cent.. 

Region of Aragatzot(e)n, Rep. of Armenia. 

This church, with a rectangular hall and an apse, stands in the village of Aparan. in the region of 
Aragatzot(e)n. It is part of an archaic complex, now in ruins, which was comprised of two churches 
connected by a long rectangular vaulted space. The church with the hall-plan is flanked on its north 
side by the intermediary building and connects to it via a doorway. The middle building is slightly 
rotated with respect to the main church, and it has a linear perimeter on the outside. The central 
aisle, which is entered from the west, is divided into three bays by two pairs of transversal arches 
that rest on rectangular pilasters: the horse-shoe apse is contained within the thickness of the wall. 






Church with an apsed hall near St. Shoghakat', V cent. 

The remains of this church lie on an uncultivated stretch of land between the church of St. 
Shoghakat' and the Ethnographic Museum in Edjmiatzin, by the road to Erevan. The church is of the 
type with a hall and an apse; its single nave is divided into two bays by a pair of pilasters, and the 
apse is entirely enclosed within the outside walls of the building. The eastern wall of the church 
(behind the apse) continues southward and incorporates a semicircular niche or baptistery chapel 
which, in plan, flanks the apse. This external niche probably extended itself via a wooden portico 
that ran the length of the church, of which there is no trace (fig. 88). 

Of the entire church, only the stylobate and the base of the walls up to about one meter remain. The 
church had two entrances: the first on the western side, strangely displaced southward with respect 
to the median axis; the second on the southern side, acting as a link between the church's interior 
and the external open space of the portico. 

There are various examples of churches that present this particular solution: a portico running along 
the South wall, ending in a chapel or niche incorporated into an extension of the eastern wall of the 
church. To name but a few of these: the churches in Garni (IV-V cent.), in Kurt'an (V-VI cent.), in 
Dj(e)grashen (VI cent.), in G(e)tevank' (VI cent.), in T'anahat (V cent.) (fig. 89-3, -4, -6, -5, -2). The 
church of St. Vardan in Zovuni (IV-VI cent.) can also be seen to belong in this category. It was built 
in memory of the leader Vardan Mamikonian, who died in the battle of Avarayr in 451. The south wall 
of this church is flanked by a quadrangular construction which may have contained the hero’s tomb 
below ground. 

Other churches, such as the one in Pertav (V-VI cent.) and the one dedicated to the Holy Mother of 
God (S. Astvatzatzin) in the monastic complex of Astvatzenkal (V-VI cent.) have one or more chapels 
of various kinds flanking the South side. If in the case of Pertav there is only a small rectangular 
chapel next to the church's apse, in the case of Astvatzenkal there are two chapels: the South¬ 
western one has itself an apse and is covered by a barrel vault; the South-Eastern one is rectangular 
and is covered by a ridge vault. Between the two chapels, a narrow barrel-vaulted corridor leads to 
the church's southern entrance. 


Chiesa a sala absidata presso S. Shoghakat', V sec. 

I resti di questa chiesa si trovano in una zona di terreno incolto tra la chie¬ 
sa di S. Shoghakat' ed H Museo Etnografico della citta di Edjmiatzin pres¬ 
so la slatale per Erevan. La chiesa e del tipo a sala absidata. con I'unica 
navata suddlvlsa in due campate da una coppia di pilastri addossati, e 
con I'abside completamente ingbbata dal perimetro murario dell'edificio. 
La parete Est della chiesa (retrostante all'abside), si prolunga verso Sud 
ad inglobare una nicchia o cappella-battistero che risulta cosi in pianta 
affiancata alia nicchia absidale. che si presenta con profilo a semicerchi 
leggermente oltrepassato. La nicchia esterna si prolungava forse con un 
porticato in legno che correva lungo il fianco della chiesa, di cui ora non 
rimane tracaa (fig. 88). 

DeH'insteme della chiesa si e conservato lo stilobate e la base delie mura 
per un'altezza di circa un metro. La chiesa presenta due Ingressi: il pnmo 
sul lato Ovesl. curiosamente spostato verso Sud rispetto all asse media- 
no; il secondo sul lato Sud, con funzione di collegamento tra I'interno della 
chiesa e lo spazio esterno porticato. 

Abbiamo diversi esempi di chiese che presentano questa particoiare solu- 
zione di un porticato affiancato sul lato Sud, connesso con una cappella 
o nicchia mglobata in un prolungamento della parete Est della chiesa. 
Ricordiamo tra esse quelle di Garni (IV-V sec.), di Kurt'an (V-VIsec.i. di 
Dj(e)grashen (VI sec.), di G(e)tevank' (VI sec.), di T'anahat (V sec.) (fig. 89- 
3, 4, -6, -5, -2). Pub forse considerarsi appartenente a questa tipologia 
anche la chiesa di S. Vardan di Zovuni (IV-VI sec.), costruita in memoria 
del condottiero Vardan Mamikonian, morto nel 451 nella battaglia di 
Avarayr, la quale presenta il lato Sud affiancato da una costruzione qua- 
drangolare che nel piano sotterraneo conservava forse la tomba dell'eroe. 
Altre chiese, come quella di Pertav (X-XI sec.) e quella dedicata alia 
S. Madre di Dio nel complesso monastico di Astvatzenkal (V-VI sec.), pre¬ 
sentano una o piu cappelle con diverse caratteristiche affiancate al lato 
Sud. Se nel caso di Pertav si tratta solo di una piccola cappella rettan- 
golare affiancata all'abside rnaggiore della chiesa. nel caso di Astvatzenkal 
si tratta di due cappelle, quella di Sud-Ovest absidata e coperta da volta 
a botte, quella di Sud-Est rettangolare e coperta da volte a crociera Tra 
le due cappelle uno stretto corridoio voltato a botte da accesso all’in- 
gresso Sud della chiesa.

Le ravine della chiesa a sala absidata di T'anahat si travano sulla sommita 
di un colie presso il villaggio di Aravus, Si sono conservate porzioni dei 
muri Nord e Sud e del portico, oltre a buona parte della zona absidale. 
L'abside. di cui resta in opera I’arco trionfale leggermente curvato a terra 
di cavallo, aveva planimetria pure a terra di cavallo ed era collegata sul lato 
Sud ad una cappella a pianta quadrilatera cui era appoggiato il portico a 
cinque colonne che tiancheggiava il lato meridionale della chiesa. 

La navata era coperta da una volta a botte a campata unica ora comple- 
tamente perduta e vi si accedeva tramite un ingresso posto a Sud-Ovest 
sotto il portico; e tuttavia ipotizzabile la presenza di un aitro ingresso dalla 
facciata Ovest di cui purtroppo non resta traccia. 


T’anahat church, V cent., Region of Syunik’, Rep. of Armenia. 

The ruins of the apsed hall church of T’anahat lie on the top of a hill near the village of Aravus. 
Portions of the North and South walls have been preserved, along with the portico and most of the 
apse. The plan of this apse was a horse-shoe, and its triumphant arch was shaped likewise. To the 
South, it was connected to a square chapel flanked by a five-column portico which extended along 
the South side of the church. 

The nave was covered by a barrel vault, now completely lost, and it was entered via a door placed 
in the South-Western corner, under the portico; it is nevertheless possible that there was a second 
entrance in the Western fagade of which there is sadly no trace.

Church of St. Shoghakat', VI; XVII cent. 

The church of St. Shoghakat' was built on the site of a previous medieval or palaeochristian building, 
of which no trace remains. It lies to the west of the church of St. Hripsime, about a hundred meters 
away. 

The characteristic of the plan of St. Shoghakat' is that it is markedly elongated along the church's 
east-west axis (m. 24 x 9). The perfect rectangle of the wall structure incorporates within its bulk the 
semicircular, oblong apse flanked by two smaller rectangular spaces. Four pilasters along the side 
walls in the central part of the church carry the drum of the dome, which on the outside presents 
the usual pinnacled roof. In this church, the external interplay of longitudinal and transversal roofs 
intersecting at the pinnacled, octagonal drum again forms a cross which justifies the name of 
"armenian cross" given to this type of building. The church of St. Shoghakat', dating from the later 
period of Armenian architecture, belongs to the category of buildings with dome-covered halls 
(Kuppelhalle). Many remarkable examples of such churches are known, from the second phase (the 
classical period) of the formative times (VI-VII cent.), which saw a tendency to make the roof system 
more complex by adding the dome, whereas before the halls were covered by barrel vaults. 

The earliest example of this building-type is the church of St. Peter and Paul (Poghos-Petros) in 
Zovuni (IV-V cent.). Originally, the plan was a single nave basilica (probably with three bays) ending 
with a protruding apse, but today only the outer walls remain, without the roofing. At the beginning 
of the VII century the church underwent a profound transformation when a dome was added, resting 
on four pilasters along the side walls. 

One of the earliest examples of this type of "dome-covered hall", originally built as such, is the church 
of P(e)t(e)ghni (VI-VII cent.) (fig. 105), which represents splendid proof of the new architectural 
orientation. The unity of the interior space is in no way limited by the presence of the four pilasters, 
which are reduced to simple extensions toward the inside, along the North and South walls. A further 
innovation of this building is the presence of many large arched windows in the longitudinal walls. 
This characteristic is also present in the churches of St. Gregory (S. Grigor) in Arudch (VI-VII cent.), 
and St. Thaddeus the Apostle (S. T'adeos Arak'yali Vank') in D(e)dmashen (VII cent.). The eastern 
elevation of these churches (containing the apse) are marked by the presence of two dihedral 
recesses topped by conical squinches, identical to those, described earlier, on the North and South 
fagades of St. Hrip’sime and other churches of the same type. Dihedral niches can be found on the 
external walls of later churches from the dome-covered hall category: on the eastern fagade in the 
case of St. Gregory the Illuminator (S. Grigor Lusavoritch) in Ketcharis (X cent.) and the Holy Mother 
of God (S. Astvatzatzin) in Bdjni (XI cent.); on the northern and southern fagades in the case of the 
Main Church in Marmashen (X-XI cent.) and St. John (S. Hovhannes) in Horomosivank' (XI cent.); 
and finally on three sides (North, South and East) in the case of the Holy Mother of God (S. 
Astvatzatzin) in Bagnayr (XI century), the Red Church (Karmir (Y)Ekeghetsi) in Ani (X-XI cent.) and the 
Ani Cathedral (X-XI cent., fig. 95-2, -4, -6). 

A further element of complexity in the plan of these churches with dome-covered halls lies in the two 
extra chapels in the front elevation (the western wall), on either side of the main entrance. These are 
added in correspondence to the pair of eastern chapels (also present in St. Shoghakat'), that flank 
the apse on the oriental side. These elements can be found in the church of the Holy Mother of God 
(S. Astvatzatzin) in M(e)ravian (X-XI cent., fig. 95-3), built by Vatche Vatchutian at Hovhannavank' (XII! 
cent.) and in the Holy Saviour (S. Amenap'rkitch) in Sanahin (X cent.).

La chiesa di S. Shoghakat 1 sorge sul luogo di un precedente edificio 
medievale o paleocristiano, di cui non si e pero conservata alcuna traccia. 

Si trova ad Ovest rispetto alia chiesa di S. Hrip'sime, ad un centinaio di 
metri di distanza da quest'ultima. 

La pianta di S. Shoghakat' e caratterizzata da uno spiccato sviluppo lon- 
gitudinale secondo I'asse Est-Ovest (m.24 x 9). II perfetto rettangolo della 
struttura muraria include nel suo volume il vano semicircolare allungato 
deil'abside, affiancata da due piccoli ambienti rettangolari. Quattro pilastri 1 

addossati alle pareti laterali nella zona centrale della chiesa sostengono il i 
tamburo e la cupola, che presenta all'esterno la consueta copertura a 
cuspide. Anche in questa chiesa il gioco esterno delle coperture longitu¬ 
dinal e trasversali che si incrociano in corrispondenza del tamburo cuspi- 
dato ottagonale forma una configurazione a croce che giustifica la deno- 
minazione “a croce armena" che viene data a questo tipo di edifici. 

Alla facciata Ovest e stato anteposto un pesante portico o gavit rischiara- 
to superiormente da una lanterna-campanile con copertura cuspidata. 

La chiesa di S. Shoghakat'. appartenente al penodo tardo dell'architettu- 
ra armena. rientra per le sue caratteristiche planimetriche nella tipologia ’ 

della sala a cupola ( Kuppelhalle ). di cui si conoscono un grande numero i 
di notevoli esempi, a partire dalla seconda fase (epoca classica) del perio- 
do formativo (VI-VII secolo) in cui si venne manifestando la tendenza a 
complessificare con 1‘inserimento della cupola il sistema di copertura delle 
chiese a sala. in precedenza risolto con volte a botte. 

L'edificio piu antico di questa tipologia e la chiesa dei Santi Pietro e Paolo 
(Poghos-Petros) a Zovuni (IV-V sec.), la cui pianta originaria era quella di 
una basilica ad unica navata. probabilmente con tre campate ed abside 
sporgente, della quale oggi rimangono le mura primetrali prive di copertu- ■ 
ra. AH'Inizio del VII secolo questa chiesa subi una trasformazione fonda- 
mentale per I'aggiunta di una cupola poggiante su pilastri addossati alle 
pareti laterali. 

Uno dei piu antichi esempi del tipo "sala a cupola", origlnariamente 
costruito come tale, e dato dalla chiesa di P(e)t(e)ghni (VI-VII sec.) (fig. 

105). che costituisce una spiendida realizzazione del nuovo onentamento 
architettonico, L'unita dello spazio architettonico mterno non subisce limi- 
tazioni per la presenza dei quattro pilastri di sostegno della cupola, che 
sono ridotti a semplici espansioni verso I'interno addossati alle cortine 
murarie Nord e Sud, Un'ulteriore caratteristica innovativa di questo edifi¬ 
cio e rappresentata dalla pesenza di numerose grandi finestre ad arco sui 
lati lunghi dell’edificio. Tale caratteristica si riscontra ugualmente nelle 
chiese di S. Gregorio (S. Grigor) di Arudch (VI-VII sec.), e di S.Taddeo | 

Apostolo (S. T'adeos Arak'yal) di D(e)dmashen (VII sec.). La facciata Est 
(absidale) di queste chiese e solcata per la presenza di due nicchie die- 
driche coperte da trombe conlche. come quelle descritte piu sopra, pre¬ 
sent! sulle facciate Nord e Sud della chiesa di S. Hnp'sime e di varie altre 
chiese appartenenti alia medesima tipologia. Nicchie diedriche si nscon- 
trano sulle facciate esterne di chiese del tipo sala a cupola realizzate in 
epoche piu tarde: sulla facciata Est nel caso di S. Gregorio I'Illuminators < 
(S. Grigor Lusavoritch) a Ketcharis (XI sec.) e della S. Madre di Dio a Bdjni ( 

(XI sec.); su quella Nord e Sud nel caso della chiesa Maggiore di 
Marmashen (X-XI sec.), di S. Giovanni (S. Hovhannes) ad Horomosivank' 

(XI sec.); infirie. sia sulla facciata Est che sulle facciate Nord e Sud nel 
caso della S. Madre di Dio a Bagnayr (XI sec.), di Karmir (Y)Ekeghetsi ad 1 
Ani (X-XI sec.) e della Cattedrale di Ani (X-XI sec., fig. 95-2. -4, -6). 

Un ulteriore elemento di complessificazione della plammetria delle chiese 
a "sala cupolata" 6 costituito dalla realizzazione di due cappelle in corri¬ 
spondenza della facciata anteriore (occidentals), ai lati dell'mgresso prin¬ 
cipals. che si aggiungono alia coppia di cappelle oriental), presenti anche 
in S. Shoghakat’, che fiancheggiano invece I'abside ncavata nella parete 
orientals.

S. Madre di Dio a Moravian (X-XI sec., fig. 95-3), di Vatche Vatchutian ad

Church of St. Paul and Peter (S. Poghos Petros) in Zovuni, VI-VII cent., 

Region of Aragatzot(e)n, Rep. of Armenia. 

On the territory surrounding this village, which today is partially covered by the waters of the artificial lake 
of Arapan. on the river K’asagh, three churches from the archaic period are, or have been moved to 
higher ground, to save them from the lake's waters. The largest of the three, dedicated to St. Paul and 
Peter, was originally a basilica with three aisles, wider than it is today. Already in the archaic period it had 
been transformed into a single nave basilica, with a dome supported by four pilasters resting against the 
inside of the North and South walls. The apse, which in plan has the shape of a stilted arch, is contained 
within a rectangular wall casing which appears narrower than the width of the nave on the outside. The 
church stands on a stylobate of several steps, below which traces of a previous stylobate are apparent. 


Church of P(e)t(e)ghni\ VI-VII cent., Region of Kotayk’, Rep. of Armenia. 

This large church stands in the village of P(e)t(b)ghni, eighteen kilometres North of the capital Erevan. It 
is one of the earliest examples of a church with a longitudinal hall, a dome and an apse. The vast inside 
maintains great spatial unity, although it is articulated in three bays. This is due to the fact that the 
pilasters supporting the dome are mere expansions of the North and South walls inwards, and that many 
large arched windows illuminate the church. The main apse is flanked by two small chapels with a minor 
apse each; the separation between these apses on the outside of the eastern wall is marked by two 
deep dihedral triangular recesses. The building has now tost its dome, the drum with three of the four 
conical squinches, all the longitudinal barrel-vaults except for a transversal arch, and part of the wall at 
the base of the south-western comer. 

The exterior bulk rises above a stylobate of three steps; it is interrupted half way along the North, West 
and South walls by the three entrances to the church, which were previously enriched with arched, 
gabled portals.

La pu grande delle tre chiese. dedi- 
cata at Santi Paolo e Pietro, e un edificio sorto ohginariamente come basi¬ 
lica a tre navate. su base piu larga del'attuale. trasformato gia in epoca 
arcaica in basilica a navata unica, con cupola sostenuta da quattro pila- 
stri addossati all’interno delle pareti Nord e Sud. L'abside ad arco oltre- 
pascato. gi trova racchiusa in un involucro murano di forma rettangolare 
all'esterno, su base piu stretta di quella della navata.

II vasto ambiente interno, 
pur articolato in tre campate. mantiene una grande unite spaziale. dato 
che i pilastri di sostegno della cupola sono semplici espansiom dei mun 
Nord e Sud verso I'intemo; molte grandi finestre ad arco illuminavano la 
chiesa. All'abside sono affiancate due piccole cappelle absidate. in oorri- 
spondenza dell'intervaUo tra le absidi suH'esterno della parete onentaJe si 
trovano due profonde nicchie diednche triangolan L'edificio ha ora per 
duto la cupola, il tamburo con tre delle quattro irombe coniche di raccor- 
do. tutte le volte a botte longitudinali. eccetto un arco trasversale. ed una 
parte delle murature di base de*'angok> Sud-Ovest. 

II volume esterno si mnalza da uno stilobate a tre gradim, mterrotto a meta 
delle pareti Nord, Ovest e Sud. in comspondenza dei tre ingressi della 
chiesa, originariamente dotati di portale con arco coperto a spiovente.

Chiesa di S. Gregorio (S. Grigor) ad Arudch, VII sec., 
regione di Aragatzot(e)n, Rep. di Armenia. 

Questa chiesa appartiene ad un particolare complesso edilizio archeolo- 
gico comprendente tra I'altro i resti di due grandi sale a tre navate attri- 
buibili forse ad un palazzo principesco e ad una basilica del V secolo, riu- 
tillzzata come fortificazione intorno al X-XII secolo. La chiesa di S. 
Gregorio, risalente all'ultimo quarto del VII secolo. appartenente al tipo 
della sala longitudinale a cupola, e caratterizzala. come net caso di 
P(e)t(6)ghni da un vasto spazio unitario interno distinto in tre elementi con- 
tigui: un vano di ingresso. un vano centrale coperto da cupola su tambu- 
ro ciiindrico, ed un vano absidale con I'abside centrale affiancata da due 
piccoli vani a loro volta absidati. II raccordo tra gli archl del vano centrale 
ed il tamburo 6 in questo caso realizzato mediante pennacchi sferici anzi- 
ch6 con trombe coniche. Esteriormente il fronte onentale e interessato da 
una coppia di profonde mcchie diedriche sormontate da una cornice 
unica che disegna tre archi. 

Si accede alia chiesa attraverso tre ingressi posti al centra delle facciate 
Nord, Ovest e Sud, ciascuno preceduto da un portale ad arco coperto a 
timpano. L'intemo e illumlnato da numerose finestre ad arco. Un inter- 
vento di restauro negli anni 1946-48 ha reintegrate I'esterno delle parti 
mancanti, ad eccezione del tamburo e della cupola. 


Church of St. Gregory (S. Grigor) in Arudch, VII cent., 

Region of Aragatzot(e)n, Rep. of Armenia. 

This church belongs to a particular archaeological building complex, which includes, among others, 
the ruins of two large halls with three aisles each (possibly the prince’s palace), and a fifth-century 
basilica turned into fortification in the X-XII century. The church of St. Gregory, dating back to the last 
quarter of the VII century, belongs to the building-type of a longitudinal hall with a dome. It is 
characterised, like the church in P(e)t(e)ghni, by a vast unitary interior, separated into three 
contiguous elements: an entrance hall, a central hall with a dome resting on a cylindrical drum, and 
a final space with a central apse flanked by two small chapels, each ending with its own apse. The 
link between the arches of the central space and the drum is, in this case, ensured by spherical 
pendentives rather than conical squinches. The eastern fagade bears a couple of deep dihedral 
recesses topped by a single cornice that forms three arches. 

The church has three entrances at the centre of the North, South and West fagades, each preceded 
by a portal with a pedimented arch. Light is carried inside through many large arched windows. 
Renovation work between 1946 and 1948 has ensured the replacement of the missing parts of the 
exterior, except for the drum and dome.

Church of the Mother of God (S. Astvatzatzin) in Bdjni, XI cent., 

Region of Kotayk’, Rep. of Armenia. 

The Bdjni convent lies upriver from the village of the same name, in the valley of the river Hrazdan. 
roughly 50 km north of Erevan. It is surrounded by a fortification with cylindrical towers at the corners 
of the south side. The main church is a dome-covered hall. Dedicated to the Mother of God, (St. 
Astvatzatzin), it was built in 1013 under the aegis of Grigor Magistros. 

The horse-shoe apse is flanked by two narrow side-chapels on two floors, and their presence is 
signalled on the outside by two narrow dihedral recesses that cut the fagade in correspondence with 
the sides of the apse. 

The external bulk is very compact, and it is dominated by a tall cylindrical drum that supports the 
pinnacled umbrella dome. 

A small chapel with an independent entrance stands at the South-East corner, along the church's 
southern wall.

Essa occupa una posizione centra- 
le net complesso che comprende, oltre i rest! di una prima chiesa del tipo 
tetraconco con perimetro circolare e di un grande gavit anteposto alia 
stessa chiesa maggiore, una chiesa a Nord del lipo sala a cupola (di cui 
tamburo e cupola sono mancanli), ed un chiesa a Sud, del lipo a croce 
armena, recentemente restaurala.

de a ombrello con cornice a zig-zag poggiante su gruppi di tre colonnet¬ 
te con eleganti capitelli. corrispondenti agli spigoli del tamburo prismatico 
a dodici faccie. 


Main Church in the Convent of Marmashen, X-XI cent., Region of Gyumri, Rep. of Armenia. 

The main church is part of a monastic complex near the village of Vahramaberd, which included several 
religious buildings, all in ruins except for three. The church occupies a central position in the complex. 
Apart from the ruins of a first circular church of the tetraconch type and a large gavit in front of the main 
church, the monastery included two further churches: one to the North, of the type of a dome-covered 
hall (drum and dome are missing): and one to the South, of the armenian-cross type, which was 
recently restored. The main church was built between 986 and 1009 by prince Vahram Pahlavouni, the 
legendary defender of Ani. It is a large church of the dome-covered hall type, separated into three bays, 
with small apsed chapels alongside the main apse. Following the example of the Ani Cathedral, the 
fagades are subdivided by a series of filled arches resting on pairs of slim semi-columns. At the corners, 
these create groups of six slender columns resting against the walls. The majestic dome is topped by 
an umbrella pinnacle, whose cornice zigzags above groups of three small columns with elegant 
capitals. These correspond to the corners of the twelve-sided prismatic drum. 

The building has suffered remarkable damage following the 1988 earthquake. At present, 
reinforcement and renovation work is under study.

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Afterword 

by Adriano Alpago Novello 


This final volume dedicated to Vagharshapat and its 
monuments concludes the monographic series on 
Christian architecture in Armenia, which was begun back 
in 1968 with the first volume dedicated to the monastery 
of Haghbat. 

It is a well known fact that the art, culture and people of 
Armenia were progressively brought to Europe’s 
attention in "modern" times, especially through the 
stories which merchants and "scholars” (such as 
Chardin, Lynch, Tavernier, ...) told of their travels. In the 
meantime, a continuous diaspora (the consequence of 
the tragic events in armenian history) brought an ever 
increasing and qualified armenian presence to Europe, 
and in particular to Italy. 

In a scientific sense, the first truly systematic study, of 
Armenian architecture in particular, was that of J. 
Strzygowski in 1915 (partially based on the research by 
T. T'oramanian). 

The attention of the scholars, though, instead of being 
aimed at the increasingly deeper and possibly direct 
knowledge of the phenomenon, seemed to be directed 
towards the controversial dilemma of "Orient Oder Rom", 
which had been set by the Austrian researcher. In those 
very same years, alongside the “discovery” of Armenian 
architecture, and in tragic opposition to it, Europe looked 
on more or less indifferently as the Armenian massacres 
led to the disappearance of this people from most of the 
territories on which it had lived for centuries. 

In this almost generalised silence, another genocide took 
place, no less serious than the other: that of a people’s 
culture and history. Following the work of Strzygowski 
and the contemporary claims of the "occidentalists", 
Armenian art went effectively missing from the texts and 
even from the teachings at university level. At most, it 
was remembered as a secondary provincial expression 
of the Byzantine world. 

Not until 1965-67 did a systematic study of Armenian 
architecture take place, in the context of a growing 
interest in the architecture of the Christian Orient. By a 
strange coincidence, it was undertaken almost at the 
same time by two groups of italian scholars at the 
Architecture Faculties of Milan and Rome. 

The Centre for the Study and Documentation of 
Armenian Culture was founded in Milan, and it has 
organised over 25 study missions in the territories of 
historic Armenia in collaboration with the Art Institute of 
the Armenian Science Academy. The Centre gathers a 
vast documentation of photographs, architectural 
surveys, bibliographical material... Along with the 
research and study which the Centre carries out on the 
terrain, it organises international conferences, lectures, 
debates... As early as1968, a photographic exhibition 
was organised in the Napoleonic Hall in Brera under the 
title “Armenian Architecture from the IV to the XVII 
century". There was extraordinary interest shown by 
public and specialists alike (it is worth remembering, 
among others, Cesare Brandi’s article in the Corriere 
della Sera under the significant title "Le chiese di 
cristallo"), which lead to the publication and distribution 
all over the world of a catalogue translated into all the 
main languages, along with the progressive publication 
of the volumes of the “Documents” series. 

It might be worth remembering the fundamental criteria 
which were adopted for these publications: the subject is 
monographic or at least it regards homogeneous “sites”, 
thus avoiding the usual chronological or typological 


compendia. Each monograph was to contain specific 
historic references concerning the monument under 
study, with the addition of a historical/chronological 
synthesis and a complete series of architectural surveys, 
all in the same scale (1:200), and decoration details. 

A particular characteristic was the photographic 
documentation, containing archive pictures when these 
were available, and a series of colour views of the inside, 
the outside, and of the building in its context. It is a well 
known fact that colour has a major role in Armenian 
architecture, and until then this was not apparent in 
traditional black and white photographs. 

A very significant aspect, in my view, was the decision to 
involve two authors in the writing of the text, one of which 
an Armenian, in order to obtain a "critical” type of 
information. 

Finally, every effort was made to produce concise and 
clear texts, so that non specialist readers would find 
them comprehensible also. In this respect, for example, 
the notes have been left out, although it was realised that 
this would open the work to the criticism of the 
"scholars". Instead, the largest possible general and 
specific bibliographies were included, in order to 
stimulate further reading on the various subjects. 

The present 23rd volume of the Documents series, 
dedicated to the monuments of Vagharshapat, is 
intended to conclude the series. Although it remains 
within the monographic type, the variety of architectural 
buildings presented here forms a sort of synthetic 
compendium of early armenian architecture (from IV to 
VII cent.), and thus lends itself to a conclusion. 

But it is comforting to know that, as an editorial episode 
is about to end, the Centre for the Study and 
Documentation of Armenian Culture is opening new 
areas of research. Thanks to the enthusiasm and 
contribution of a group of young scholars, the Centre is 
preparing operations of salvation and restoration of 
Armenia's monuments. The occasion represented by the 
new millennium and the celebration of the 1700 years of 
Armenia’s Christianity should be a significant test in this 
sense. 

The closure of the "Documents” series, in which I 
"believed " and to which I dedicated a significant part of 
my existence, remains a sad occurrence: while I was 
writing these lines it seemed to me that I was writing a 
self-obituary, especially remembering that many of the 
friends who gave fundamental contributions to these 
volumes are deceased: Armen Manoukian, Armen 
Zarian, Harout'iun Kasangian, Paolo Cuneo A 
thought of gratitude and affection goes to them in 
particular. It is comforting though to note that, thanks to 
the work done over these past years, knowledge of the 
Armenians and their culture is wide-spread today: the 
recent acquisition of political freedom and autonomy as 
an independent Republic represents a fundamental step 
in the country’s development. 

But there remains a danger that a new and no less 
perverse dictatorship takes hold of the country due to the 
rapid changes in the life-style system: a dictatorship of 
an economic and profit-making kind, characteristic of all 
consumer societies. 

The critical knowledge of the Armenians' own history and 
the re-acquisition of their own past could once again 
constitute the fundamental elements of comparison 
through which they can "freely” and consciously plan 
their own future. 
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Postfazione

Con il volume dedicato a Vagharshapat e ai suoi monu- 
nenti si chiude la serie di monografie dedicate all'archi- 
tettura cristiana deH'Armenia. miziata nell'ormai lontano 
1968 con il 1° documento della serie dedicato al com- 
plesso monastico di Haghbat. 

Come 6 noto, I’arte, la cultura e lo stesso popolo arme- 
no, vengono progressivamente segnalati all’attenzione 
dell’Europa, in eta ''modcrna" in special modo dai rac- 
conti di viaggio dei mercanti (tra i primi Marco Polo) e dai 
viaggiatori "eruditi" (come Chardin, Lynch, Tavernier, ...) 
mentre una continua diaspora, conseguenza delle tragi- 
che vicende della storia degli Armeni, porta in Europa e. 
in particolare, in Italia, una sempre crescente e qualifica- 
ta presenza armena. 

Sotto il profilo scientifico il primo vero studio sistematico, 
in dettaglio dell’architettura degli Armeni, e quello di J. 
Strzygowski (basato in parte sugli studi di T\ 
T’oramanian). 

L'attenzione degli studiosi pero pare concentrarsi invece 
che sulla conoscenza sempre piu approfondita e possi- 
bilmente diretta del fenomeno, sul polemico dilemma 
"Orient Oder Rom", posto dallo studioso austriaco. Negli 
stessi anni, in parallello alia "scoperta" dell’architettura 
armena, in tragica contrapposizione, I'Europa assiste 
quasi indiferente ai massacri degli Armeni, che portano 
alia scomparsa di questo popolo da buona parte del ter- 
ritorio in cui da secoli si era insediato. 

Tra il silenzio dei piu, si awia ad attuarsi cosi il non meno 
grave genocidio che e quello della cultura e della storia di 
un popolo. 

In effetti. dopo il lavoro di Strzygowski e le contempora- 
nee rivendicazioni degli "occidentalisti", I’arte degli 
Armeni e praticamente assente dai testi e persino negli 
insegnamenti anche a livello universitario, o al piu e ricor- 
data come espressione secondaria del mondo bizantino 
delle provincie. 

Solo negli anni 1965-67, per singolare coincidenza, quasi 
contemporaneamente, due gruppi di studiosi italiani della 
Facoltd di Architettura di Milano e di Roma, iniziano un 
sistematico lavoro di ricerca sull’architettura armena. nel 
quadro di un piu vasto interesse sull'architettura dell'o- 
riente cristiano. 

A Milano viene fondato il Centro Studi e Documentazione 
della Cultura Armena, che in oltre 25 missioni di studio 
nel territorio deH’Armenia storica, operando in collabora- 
zione con Nstituto d'Arte deir'Accademia Nazionale delle 
Scienze d’Armenia, raccoglie una documentazione molto 
ampia di fotografie, di rilievi architettonici, di materiale 
bibliografico... Contemporaneamente al lavoro di ricerca 
e di studio sul campo, il Centro organizza a livello inter- 
nazionale conferenze, lezioni, dibattiti... Ancora nel lona- 
tano 1968 a Milano, nella Sala Napoleonica di Brera. 
viene organizzata la rnoslra fotografica "Architettura 
Armena dal IV al XVII sec.". Lo straordinario interesse del 
pubblico e di specialisti (si ricorda tra gli altri I'articolo di 
Cesare Brandi sul Corriere della Sera, dal significativo 
titolo "Le chiese di cristallo"), ha fatto si che la mostra 
fosse presentata con un catalogo nelle principali lingue, 
un po* in tutto il mondo. sempre in parallelo con la pro¬ 
gressiva pubblicazione dei volumi "Documents. 

E forse utile ricordare i criteri fondamentali che sono stati 
scelti per queste pubblicazioni: argomento a carattere 
monografico o riferito a “siti" omogenei, evitando i tradi- 


zionali compendi / elenchi di taglio cronologico o tipolo- 
gico. Ogni monografia doveva comprendere i richiami 
storici specifici sul monumento trattato, con I’aggiunta di 
una sintesi storico/cronologica e della serie completa dei 
rilievi architettonici, tutti nella medesima scala (1:200) e di 
particolari decorativi. 

Caratteristica peculiare e stata quella di presentare una 
documentazione fotografica con immagini d'archivio ove 
esistenti e con una serie di vedute a colori sia degli ester- 
ni che degli interni o del rapporto col territorio. Come si 
sa il colore gioca un ruolo molto importante nell'architet¬ 
tura armena, fino ad allora non percepibile nelle tradizio- 
nali immagini in bianco e nero. Molto significativa mi pare, 
a livello di metodo, la decisione di affidare la stesura dei 
testi a due Autori, di cui uno armeno. in modo da per- 
mettere un’informazione di tipo "critico". 

Infine si b voluto che i saggi fossero concisi e chiari, in 
modo da essere comprensibili anche ai non addetti ai 
lavori. 

In quest’ottica ad esempio. pur consci delle inevitabili cri- 
tiche degli "studiosi". si sono volute eliminare le note. 

Si b invece cercato di segnalare la bibliografia generate e 
specifica, piu ampia possibile, per permettere e stimola- 
re I'approfondimento degli argomenti. 

Nel presente 23° numero di Documenti, dedicato ai 
monumenti di Vagharshapat, con cui si intende chiudere 
la collana, pur restando la trattazione di tipo monografi¬ 
co, la varieta delle architetture presentate costituisce una 
specie di sintetico compendio dell'architettura armena 
delle origini (dal IV al VII sec.), e si presta quindi a un 
discorso di conclusione. 

E confortante pero ricordare che, mentre un capitolo edi- 
toriale si chiude. grazie anche all'entusiasmo e ai contri- 
buti di giovani studiosi, il Centro Studi e Documen-tazio- 
ne della Cultura Armena sta aprendo nuovi settori di 
ricerca con concreti interventi nel campo del recupero e 
del restauro dei monumenti d’Armenia. L'occasione del 
nuovo millennio e la celebrazione del 1700° anniversario 
della cristianita deH’Armenia, dovrebbe essere un signifi¬ 
cativo test in proposito. 

La chiusura della collana “Documentr in cui chi scnve ha 
"creduto" e per la quale ha impegnato una non piccola 
parte dell’esistenza. e pur sempre un fatto triste: scriven- 
do queste righe mi e parso di redigere un autonecrologio, 
in particolare ricordando che molti degli amici che hanno 
dato un fondamentale contributo ai volumi, sono morti: 
Armen Manoukian, Armen Zarian, Harout’iun 
Kasangian, Paolo Cuneo. A loro in particolare va un 
pensiero di gratitudine e di affetto. E confortante pero 
segnalare che grazie al lavoro fatto negli anni passati. la 
conoscenza degli Armeni e della loro cultura si e oggi 
molto diffusa: la recente acquisizione della liberta politica 
e deH’autonomia come Repubblica indipendente e un 
passo fondamentale per lo sviluppo del Paese. 

Resta il pericolo che nel rapido cambiamento del sistema 
di vita si instauri una nuova e non meno perversa "ditta- 
tura" di tipo economico e del profitto, caratteristica della 
societa dei consumi. 

La conoscenza critica della propria storia e la riappro- 
priazione del proprio passato potrebbero ancora una 
volta costituire anche per gli Armeni fondamentali termini 
di paragone per la progettazione "libera" e cosciente del 
proprio futuro.

Adrushan (Atrushan) / Fire temple. 
Aghbyur Spring. 

Amenap’rkich / Redeemer-Saviour. 
Amirspasalar / Chief of the armies, 
general, term also used in Armenia, 
Persia and Georgia. 

Anapat / Desert. 

Aparank’ / Kings residence, palace. 
Arak’elots Vank’ / Monastery of 
the Apostles. The Armenian apostles 
are T'adeos (Gheleos) and Bardu- 
ghimeos (Natanayel). The Armenian 
church is called Arak'elots Ekeghetsi. 
Ashkharhatsuyts / ( Askharh = 
world, tsutsanel = to show). World 
map. 

Ashtarak I Tower. 

Astvatzatzin (Astvatzamayr) [As 

tvatz = God, tz(e)nel = to be born. 
mayr = mother]. Holy Mother of 
God 

At’abek, Marzpan / High court of¬ 
ficial; originally guardian of a young 
prince. 

Avandatun / {Avand = deposited ob¬ 
ject, tun = house). Chapel (prothe¬ 
sis). Small rectangular space with an 
apse used for liturgical functions, they 
flank the bema and are either vault¬ 
ed or covered with a flat ceiling. In 
churches with a single nave these 
chapels are found either on one. or 
both sides of the apse. 

Avazan / (Sheet of water). Baptismal 
font, pools located in small niches 
generaly in the northern side and 
flanking the bema. 

Baravor / Architrave. 

Bem(a) / Part of the apse alocated for 
the altar. A zone raised by a few steps 
and protruding slightly towards the 
center of the church, accessed later¬ 
ally from the central nave. 

Berd, amrots / Fortress, castle. 
Berdak’aghak’ / {Berd = fortress. 
k'aghak'= city). Fortified city. 
Dchemaran / Academy. A spiritual 
college in the monastery. 
Dch(e)gnavorats ! [Dch(e)gnavor = 
hermit]. Of the hermites. 

Divanatum / ( Divan = document, tun 
= house). Archives. 

Edjmiatzin / [Idjnel = to descent, 
mek = one, tz(e)nel = to be born]. 
The place where the Only-Begottens 
came together. 


Ekeghetsi / Church. 

Erd(t’)ik / Zenital lantern or open¬ 
ing for illumination in gavit's and 
for smoke in the hazarashen type 
houses. 

Erevman / (Ereval = to appear). Of 
the apparition. 

Errordut’yun / Holy Trinity 
Ganzatun / (Ganz = treasure, tun = 
house). Dipository for sacred objects 
in one of the apse walls. 

Gavit’ / A quadrangular chamber 
before the church and on an axis 
with it, used for lay and religious pur- 
posis (Nartece). 

Gerezmanatun / ( Gerezman = tomb. 
tun = house). Cemetry. 

G(e)lkhatun / [G(e)lkhavor = main 
part, tun = house]. Central space of 
the «casa popolare» found in Arme¬ 
nia. Iran, Asia Minor, India, with a 
square or a rectangular plan, covered 
by a pseudo-cupola constructed with 
wooden elements receding progres¬ 
sively and terminating in a central 
lantern. 

G(e)mbet’ / Dome. 

Harut’yun / Resurrection. 

Hayrapet / (Hayr=father, pe/=head). 
Patriarch. 

Hazarashen / ( Hazar= a thousand. 
shinel = to build). A particular type of 
pseudo-cupola cover characteristic of 
common houses in Armenia, Iranian 
territories and the Caucases. where 
these dwellings are called darbazi 
and the pseudo-cupola gvirgvini. 
Hishatakaran / (Hishatak = memory). 
Colophon of a manuscript. 

Hlus / Carpenter. 

Hushardzan / ( Hush = memory, 
remembrance, ardzan = monument, 
sculpture). Monument. 

Ishkhan / Prince. (Melik / Term to 
make equal at ishkhan, used before 
the Xllth century). 

K’aravanatun / ( K'aravan = carvan, 
tun « house). Caravansarah. 

Kamar / Arch. 

Kara Kilise / Black church The 
name is Turkish in origin and was 
given to Armenian churches build in 
black stone (particular bazalts and 
tufs). 

Kat'oghike / The main church in a 
monastic complex, usually flanked by 


other churches and smaller environ¬ 
ments. 

Kat'oghikos / Supreme religious 
head of the autocephalous Armenian 
church. 

Khatchk’ar / ( Khatch = cross, k'ar 
= stone). Commemorative stele, not 
only used for funerary purposes, 
typical of the Armenian territories but 
spread out in all the highlands since 
the IXth century. They represent slabs 
of stone positioned verticaly which 
carry on their west side ornamentely 
decorated sculpted crosses, fixed to 
bases by means of a mortise and 
tenon dry joint. 

Khoran / ( Avag khoran = major 
apsed). Apse. 

Khorsh Diedriche nichs. Much 
used in Armenian architecture, partic¬ 
ular in the Hrip’sime type churches 
and are to be found on all facades. 
Khoyak / Capital. 

Kusanats (Vank’, anapat) / Convent. 
Lusavoritch / ( Luys = luce). Illumi¬ 
nator: name attributed to St. Grigor 
(St. Gregory the Enlightener), who 
converted Armenia to Christianity 
(301). 

Matenadaran Monastery library. 
Matur / Martyrion. Small chapel or 
church with an apse, dedicated to a 
martyre. 

Menastan / ( Menak = alone). Her¬ 
mitage. 

M(e)krtatun / [M(e)krtel = to christen, 
tun = house]. Baptistery 
M(e)krtitch / Baptist; one who bap¬ 
tizes. 

Muyt’ / Pillar. 

Mutk’ / Entrance; generally in Arme¬ 
nian churches positioned in the west. 
In cases of a group of religious struc¬ 
tures, the entrance can also be found 
in the south facade and rarely in the 
north. 

N(e)shkharatun [N(e)shkhar=a holy 
object, relic, tun = house]. Rectangu¬ 
lar or square structures generally 
flanking the central apse covered with 
a barrel or cross vault with zenital or 
lateral illumination. (Sacresty). 

Pat, vorm / Wall. 

Seghan / ( Seghan = table). Altar. 
Seghanatun / ( Seghan = table, tun 
= house). Refectory. A much used 


structure in medieval Armenian 
palaces and monasteries, with an 
elongated rectangular plan, covered 
with a barrel vault or cross arches 
with zenital or lateral illumination. 
Shoghakat’ / Effusion of light (an 
ecclesiastical term that became a 
proper noun). 

S(e)rah / Gallery, hall. 

Surb / Saint. 

Syun / Column. 

Syunashar / (Syun = column, sharel 
= to line up). Colonnade. 
Syunas(e)rah / [Syun = column, 
s(e)rah = hall]. Portico. 

Sh(e)k'amutk’ / [Sh(e)kegh= grand, 
mutk'= entrance]. Portal. 

Tadchar Temple. 

Tapanak’ar / (7apan = tomb, kar = 
stone).

Vormnasyun / (Vorm « wall, syun = 
column). Pier. 

Zangakatun / (Zangak= bell. tun = 
house). Bell tower. 

Zhamatun (Zham = time, tun - 
house). A large rectangular space 
opposite the great church or posi¬ 
tioned on its own in monasteries, in 
architectonical compositions similar 
to gavit, where gatherings and meet¬ 
ings were held with the participation 
of clerics and royalty.

Astvatzatzin (Astvatzamayr) / [As- 
tvatz = Dio, tz(e)nel = nascere, mayr 
= madre]. Madre di Dio. 

At’abek, Marzpan / Governatore, al¬ 
to funzionario di corte. 

Avandatun / (Avand = oggetto depo- 
sitato, tun = casa). Cappella (prothe¬ 
sis), piccolo ambiente ad uso liturgico 
rettangolare absidato e affiancato al 
bema con copertura a volta o piana. 
Nelle chiese a navata unica si ritrova- 
no affiancate ad uno o entrambi i lati 
dell'abside. 

Avazan / (Specchio d'acqua). Fonte 
battesimale. Sono piccole vasche col¬ 
locate in piccole nicchie generalmen- 
te sul lato Nord, a fianco del bema 
spesso di forma quadrilobata o cruci- 
forme.

Bem(a) / Area dell’abside dove trova- 
va posto I'altare: zona rialzata di qual- 
che gradino e leggermente avanzata 
verso il centro della chiesa con acces- 
si laterali dalla navata centrale.

Berdakaghak' / (Berd = fortezza, 
k'aghak’ = citt&). Citta fortificata. 
Dchemaran / Accademia, scuola spi¬ 
ritual nei monasteri.

tun = casa). Archivio.

Erd(t’)ik / Lanterna o foro zenitale 
per I'illuminazione nei gavit' e per 
il fumo nelle case del tipo haza- 
rashen. 

Erevman / [Ereval = apparire). Del- 
I'apparizione. 

Errordut’yun / SS. Trinity. 

Ganzatun / ( Ganz = tesoro. tun = 
casa). Ripostiglio per gli arredi sacri 
nei muro absidale. 

Gavit’ / Ambiente rettangolare ante- 
posto alia chiesa e in asse con la stes- 
sa destinato ad usi civili e religiosi. 
Gerezmanatun / ( Gerezman = tom- 
ba, tun = casa). Cimitero. 
G(e)lkhatun / [G(e)lkhavor = princi¬ 
pal, tun = casa]. Ambiente centrale 
della casa popolare in Armenia, Iran, 
Asia Minore, India; a pianta quadra- 
ta o rettangolare coperta da una 
pseudo-cupola realizzata con ele- 
menti in legno progressivamente ag- 
gettanti che terminano con una 
lanterna zenitale.

Hayrapet / (Hayr = padre, pet = 
capo).

(Melik / Termine 
equivalente a ishkhan utilizzato dopo 
1 1 XII secolo). 

K’aravanatun / ( K'aravan = carova- 
na, tun = casa). Caravanserraglio. 
Kamar / Arco. 

Kara Kilise / Chiesa nera. Nome di 
origine turca dato alle chiese armene 
edificate con pietra scura (basalti o 
tufi particolari). 

Kat’oghike / Chiesa maggiore d’un 
complesso monastico, generalmente 
affiancata da altre chiese e ambienti 
minori. 


Kat’oghikos / Suprema autorita re- 
ligiosa della Chiesa Autocefala Ar¬ 
mena. 

Khatchk’ar / (Khatch = croce; k'ar 
= pietra). Stele commemorativa, non 
solo funeraria, tipica del mondo ar- 
meno diffusa su tutto I'altopiano par- 
tendo dal IX secolo. Si tratta di lastre 
di pietra posizionate verticalmente 
che portano scolpita verso Ovest la 
croce ornata e decorata che sono ge¬ 
neralmente innestate a incastro su ap- 
positi basamenti, spesso di notevoli 
dimensioni.

Molto dif¬ 
fusa nell’architettura armena parti- 
colarmente nelle chiese del tipo 
Hrip’sime dove appaiono su tutte le 
facciate.

eremo) delle vergini. 

Lusavoritch / (Luys = luce). Illumina- 
tore; attributo di S. Gregorio, evange- 
lizzatore deH'Armenia (301). 
Matenadaran / Biblioteca dei mano¬ 
scritti nei monasteri, 

Matur / Martyrion, piccola cappella o 
chiesa absidata dedicata ad un 
martire. 

Menastan / ( Menak = solo). Eremo. 
M(e)krtatun / [M(e)krtel= battezza- 
re, fur? = casa]. Battistero. 

M(e)krtitch / Battista; colui che bat- 
tezza. 

Muyt’ / Pilastro. 

Mutk’ / Ingresso. Nelle chiese arme¬ 
ne generalmente posizionato a Ovest. 
Nei caso di aggregazioni di piu edifici 
religiosi, presente anche sulla faccia- 
ta Sud, raramente a Nord. 
N(e)shkharatun [N(e)shkhar = og¬ 
getto sacro, reliquia, tun = casa]. Edi- 
ficio rettangolare o quadrato affianca¬ 
to generalmente all’abside centrale, 
coperto da volta a botte o a crociera 
con illuminazione zenitale o laterale. 
(Sacrestia).

Seghan / ( Seghan = tavolo). Altare, 
mensa. 

Seghanatun / ( Seghan = tavolo, tun 
= casa). Refettorio. Edificio molto dif- 
fuso nei palazzi e conventi medievali 


armeni a pianta rettangolare allunga- 
ta, coperta da volta a botte o ad archi 
incrociati, con illuminazione zenitale 
e laterale. 

Shoghakat’ / Effusione di luce (ter¬ 
mine ecclesiastico divenuto nome 
proprio). 

S(e)rah / Galleria, sala. 

Surb / Santo. 

Syun / Colonna. 

Syunashar / ( Syun = colonna. sharel 
allineare). Colonnata. 

Syunas(e)rah / [Syun = colonna, 
s(e)rah= sala]. Portico. 
Sh(e)k’amutk’ / [Sh(e)k'egh = lusso- 
so, mutk' = ingresso]. Portale. 
Tadchar / Tempio. 

Tapanak’ar / (Japan = tomba, k’ar = 
pietra). Pietra tombale.
